^afott the Meafure of l>ivineTruth, as 
to believe no fuch Truth any farther than 
it falls in with fuch their f^afm: And 
fo the ^Velatim comes to be bdieyed, 
mtt becaufe k is acknowledged to be Di- 
vine, bta otdy becaufe it conforms to 
fuch their Mgafure, Jndtherefore^where 
their l/kafute falls fhtrt^ there t\x^' 
yeUtion, tho^ it do es^refly diffent from 
them, pJoUyet, by am Artifice oi* other j 
yi brought down to comjfy with it. 

And to mtJff what tfay ap^dr true, 
IJhall here offer Two Liftances offuch 
their ^roBice, and that too inTwoThings 
which do very much concern our future 
J)ifcoui^fe, which are, l>eath, and a^* 
fnrreSlioHi,

Attdfirflj ibo m know by our Na- 
tural i^eafon, that Sm dcferves Tu- 
tufhnmu i yet we know only by Rcvc- 
latioti} that Death is a fumjhment of 
Sin. Jnd therefore the Heathen, who 
in this Cafe had no ^velation to inftruSi 
them, had no other Notion of Veath, 
but that it was neceffary and natural. 
And Socinus and Us Followers have ex- 
frefly told us, (and that tooinfpiteof 
^eyelation) That their Notion of it is 
jujl the fame. They tell us indeed more- 
oyer. That tho* Death be natural, yet 
had l/fiin cont'mutd innocent, God would 
hope oy^er ruled Natwe, andfo hxve fe- 
cured him from Death. That is, the Holy 
and Wife God had by the ordinary and 
regular Frame of Things exj^ojed his in- 
nocent Creature to the greateji Tiatural 
Mfchirf: But then, thatfucba Dif 
pofition of Thints might not caft a Sfe- 
mifh upon his jufiice, he prevented the 
BffeSi of it by Us Omnipotence : In plain 
£ng\ifli, he bad ordered Timgs fo, that

that had not his Omnipotence interpofed, 
the &nfequence of fuch Order had been 
hjuftice. A Very honourable Account of 
Gods Jujiice and Wifdom in his Creation; 
which is fo far from mending the Mat- 
ter, that it mahs it worfe. 'But what 
better is to he expeHed, when Man Jhdl 
by his Natural (^^afon prefume to con' 
troul the'^yelations oj God ? 

Their ^afon then having' faultred' in 
^ing an Account of the Puniihment 
of Sin i it may upon that J core the more 
eajHy do jo, in gtVmg us an Account of 
the Pardon of it. For, befides that a 
^furre^ion, which is a %ekafe from 
T)eathy the ^unifhment of Sin^ is only 
made known by ^Velation j and there- 
fore they, who fay, thatDeathisNaiUr 
ral, mufi, (if they will agree with them- 
fehes) dif agree from the Scriptures, and 
jay^hat a %efurreEiion is a %eleaJefrom 
4 MiTchief, which is Natural -, but not 
that it is fo from a Punifliment, which 
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To ihc Readers, 
tf Moral : But, J fay^ ht fides this 5 
when they com hy their ^a/on to tell us, 
how a ^leaje frm Death mtes to he; 
granted i 4hey mtlmt, with the 5m- 
ftureSyaVm Jmh ^leaje to he granted 
in Confideration of our Saviour's Merits; 
ht will hy all Means afcr^e it to Gods 
mere Mercy. Now tho it he allowed, 
that the Tar dm of Sin comes from God's 
Mercy; and that fuch Us M^cy, as it 
relates to us, is Free, hecaufe we can in 
no wife deferVe it 5 yet, foraU that, fuch 
Mrcy is not in it j elf, what they would 
hayeit to he, the Effea of God's Free^ 
mU done, 

Br, God's Mercy, as his Word, 
(which can heft inform ns in the Cafe) and 
asxmtand found K<iiion,agreeing with

Ihw^ hy the Ftrft MertyCod may (it 
is confejfed) give freely^ and in what 
Meafure he pkafes : For he may do what 
he will with his own, and that according 
to the unbounded Liberty of his own good 
Tleafure, which is therefore eviderU^ h- 
caufe he may place a Creature in what 
Station^ and be/low upon it what Endow- 
ments and what flappinefs he pleafesy fo 
far a^a Creature, as fuch,is capable of 
either. And in this Senfe all Creaturei 
\^e been fartakfrs of his Mercy, !But 
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To the Rca(kr$. 

Sta that cannot be truly faid if thwf 
his Mercy, whit:h confifts in Forgivinj^, 
For, all thofe Q-eatures CAnndC be for- 
giverty who have not ftnnedi and all thofe 
(hall not, that have. 

Tho therefore the Firft fort ofl^rcy 
be not bounded or limited by God's fu> 
dice i yet the Lad is : And therefore 
a Refurreffcion, being a Forgi\femfs ^ 
mud befo limited and bounded too. Per, 
FindiSiiVe Jufiice is not (as it is but too

^ of the exprefs Law then was a Sin againil 
God'^ Comman J : But the Tranfgreflton 
of the implieJ Law was a Sin againft his 
Natural ^nA Supreme Right. The firft was 
a Sin^ becaufe it did what God had eX'- 
prtdy for tiJ : The laji was implicitly 
forlid^ becau(eitwas a 5/if.; arid there* 
fore was a Sin, tho'God did not exprefly 
forbid it. The Hrfi was therefore only 
unlawful, \^czm{^ forlidden : The loft 
was unlawful in it {elf. 

Tofum up all in a few Words : Tho* 
the Deftgnation of the particular Thing, 
viz. the Tree in the midft of the Garden, 
was A^bitrarjs and therefore Pofitive 5 
yet the Defignation of fomething was, as 
Juft and Wife, fo CI may addj Moral 
and Neceflary too,3 at lead fo far afiit is 
fo, that God^s Supreme Right ought to 
be aflerted and owned. For, fo far forth 
the Prohibition given to Man, of eating

And I therefore fay ( exprefly ) becaufe 
fo far as the Words of the Law under our 
preient Con/ideration do go^ it is noto- 
rious, that, what is exfrefly prohibited by 
ity IS only Ariitrary znd Pofitive : But 
that the Morality of th^ Prohibition is net 
exprefled, but (at the moft) but ofucbed 
zadimplieJ.

the Other Part of the Verfe : As in the ^^r>r^ 
Tenth Verfe he tells us, that the tmpa- 
tent Man was made whole hy the [Hame'] of 
Jefus Chrifii in the beginning; and that 
he was made whole hy {Hini\ that is, by 
Jefus Ch fifty in the latter end of the Verfe* 
Thofe who prdfefledly and avbwedly 
make it their Buifineis to evacuate the 
turchafe of our Saviour's Merits and 
Blood, do to that Purpofe flart, if not 
an impertinent, yet a very fawcy Que- 
ftioni which is, Whether or no God 
could not have faved finful Man by fome 
other Means, than by the Death of his 
$on> And by that Means would alter 
that very Queftiorr, Cwhich they alone 
have made a Qaeftion} viz. Whether 
^efus Cbrifi died for the Sins of Men ? I 
fay, they would alter it into another 
Queftion, neither fit to bd difputed^ not 
j;>o(rible to be determined by ftiort-fight- 
ed Men ; vi^ What God can do, and 
"vihaX God cannot do ? Whereas it is fuf^ 
ficient for us to take Things as we fiod 
them; and if we find, that Things in 
the prefent Cafe are fo ordered by God^ 
andl that he teil$ us^ that they are (b, ^ 
that finful Man (hall not obtain Redem^ 
pdpii but only by the Merits and Death 
C of 
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Vol. I.of yf>f C*f^thcirSaviour:Ifay, ifGcd 
W^ tells us,andthattooby repeated Declarati- 
ons that Things in tl^ prefent Cafe are fo 
ordered ; we ought to aoquiefce in fuch 
his Declarations, and not employ our Va- 
nity or Curiofity Cfor it can in no fober 
Senfe be call'd our Reafon) in enquiring 
Whether J much lefs in determining that 
thfey might or might not have been better 
ordered. But of this more hereafter. 

At prelent therefore, and in the firfl; 
place, we (hall take the Matter of Fad to 
bejull as the Scriptures have in mod 
plain and exprefs Words told us it is ; 
That Jefus Cbrifl died for our Sins j that 
he died to fave Sinners, &c. And then, by 
comparing this Matter of Fad with 
other the Methods of the ttvine Pro- 
ceedings in the like Cafes^ fee if it will 
not afford us a very plaufible Argument 
of the Truth laid down, That there is not 
Salvation in any other. 

Now if we carry our Obfejrvation 
through any other the Tranfadions of 
the Divine Love and Mercy, that do de- 
fign to entitle Men to the fame Salvation, 
we fliall find, that God does never maks 
ttfe of extraordinary Means, where the 
ordinary are fufficient. And therefore, 
when the Lord bimfelf appeared to SatJ 

in 
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itt his Journey to Datnafcus^ we find, that Vol. !• 
the Defign and Effed of that Vifion was 
to refer him to Ananias for Inftrudiions in 
his Duty. And fo when the Angel ap- 
peared to Cornelius^ the Bufinefs of his 
Meflage was only to dire<a him to Peter ^ 
that fo Peter wight by the ordinary 
Means of Grace direcSt him into the Way 
of Salvation. And when Men have Mojes 
and the Prophets, it will therefore con- 
cern them in Duty and Intereft to hear 
them, becaufe in fuch Cafe God will not 
convince them by raifing one from the 
Dead. In fhort, as it is not the Method 
of the Divine Proceedings, fo neither is 
it of Wildom it felf, to let the Meafure 
of the Means exceed in their Proportion 
to the defigned End. And in. any Cafe 
whatsoever, where lefs Coft or Labour is 
fufficientjthere common j^rudence will by 
no means allorv^zx\6. much lefs approve our 
Drudgery or Profufenefs. Now to bring 
what we have faid tq our prefentpurpofe : 
Since our Saviour, for the Eftablifti* 
ment of the Gofpel-Covenant, did aiftu* 
ally take upon him Our Fle(h, and in 
that Flefh fufier; it will afford us no 
flight Ai^ument, that That Covenant 
coul4 not ha^ve been eftabliihed upon 
more eafie^Conditions ; becaufe our com^^ 
C z mon- 
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Vol. I. mon Reafon does aflute us, that all Ex- 
w'^vvj cefs of Performance in the Cafe would 
have been Superfluity : And our Reli- 
gion and Modefty does forbid us to fa- 
llen any fuch Imputation upon the Di- 
vine Counfels and Anions, And here 
we may well put Abrahams Queftion, 
Shall n$t the Judge of all the Earth do 
right ? And when by the purpofe of his 
Mercy he determined to refcue fain Man 
from Sin and Mifery ,(hall he rejed the Son 
of his Bofom, and expofe him to all forts 
of Mtfery in this World, and to Violence 
and Barbarity in his Departure out of it ; 
when the Ranfom might have been made 
at a cheaper Rate ? Certainly the Love 
of God is not fo narrow and uinted, but 
that he both could and would have ,^x* 
tended it to his loft Creatures, and yet 
at the fame time not have removed it 
from his only and beloved Son, if Ju- 
(lice and Wifdom had allowed him fo to 
do. But then, becaufe he himfelf tells 
us, that he did otherwife ; and becaufe 
we know, that what he tells us, muft be 
true ; as well as, that what he does, is 
juft and holy ; therefore the Conclufion, 
that fairly offers it felf, is, That nothing 
lefs than the Incarnation, and Death of 
the Son of Cod could in Wifdom and Ju* 

ftice 
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ftice have brought about the defigned Vol. I. 
Redemption. To which we (hall in Ihort ' 
add. That it is one of the certain Cha- 
rafters of the True God, that he brings 
his Purpofes to pais by the bed, wifelt, 
and moft proper Means. 

And now having thus opened our Way 
to our main Defign, by thefe few Re- 
flexions on the Matter of Fad, as it is 
laid down moft exprefly in the Scrip- 
tures : We (hall in what follows go on to 
confider the Merits jof the Caule j and 
that we fliall do, by examining, Whe- 
ther or no Mankind had not brought 
themffelves into (b forlorn a Condition 
by their Sin, that there does not appear 
in Juflice any probable, or indeed any 
poffibje Way for their Salvation, but only 
by the Incarnation and Death of the Son 
of God. 

And that there did not, will C I pre- 
fiime) appear, when we have confide- 
red and confirmed the following Propo- 
fitions; whereof the 

Firft is. That Mifery and Death ^ or^ in 
one worJj that f^en^ance is^ as the Jujl^ 
fo alfo the NeceJfaryWages of -Sin. 

And here, before we begin, to prer 

vent, as much aspoffible, all Objedlions 

that maybe ftarted againft what we (hall 

C X deliver. 
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Vol. L deliver, we muft defire the Reader to 
•^^^^v^^ take Notice, that we do at prefent only 
make it our Bufmefs to meafure the Eqiu*- 
ty of the Punifliment of Sin by the exaA 
and rigorous Laws of Juftice : That is, 
we do (as we muft, if we will do right^ 
conceive Things in that State, in which 
they had flood, had the Son of Gbd ne- 
ver been defigned for the Saviour of th» 
World. For, becaufe our Bufmefs at pre- 
fent is to enquire, what would have be*^ 
come of fmful Man, if the Son of God 
had not interpofed for hisRefeue; there* 
fore we ftand obliged at prefent to take 
other Meafures in' accounting for the 
' Proceedings of the Divine Juftice, than 
what our Experience acquaints us with 
in this World. For while we live here, 
we come within the Compafs^ and fo en- 
joy the Benefit of that Relaxation of the 
Law, wWch was the Purchafe of our Sa- 
viour's Merits ; and therefore we cannot 
truly pa(s a Judgment upon the exa(% 
Proceedings of the Divine Juftice, from 
the Contemplations of thofe Proceedings 
of Juftice which we fee in this World, 
and which, upon that account, come 
within the Compals of that Relaxation. 
Tp knqw therefore, whether the Incar- 
nation, Life^ and Death of our Saviour 
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rere neceflary for Man's Re(lelnt>tioo, Volv L 
v»e muft enquire, what had become of <jors^ 
finfttl Man, if tbe Sob of God had noc 
become his Saviour. And if upon that 
EnqiuryitihaU appear, that Vengeance 
without any Remedy had been his Por> 
tiod ; then it will alfo appear (at leaft> 
a probable Condufidn (for we {ball td- 
Tcncuie no fardier, becaufe we are utter 
Stcaqgen to the unfearchable Depths of 
tfac Diviae WildpmJ That Mankind had 
brondu: themfelves into fo forlorn a 
Coratioo by their Sin, that there does 
not appear to us ioy polTdjIe or jad Way 
(at their Redemptiort, but only by the 
locaroadiCm, Life, and £>^th of their 
RevealedSavkrar, the Son of God. 

This Caution then being laid down, 
md weU observed, the Firft Propofidon, 
viz. Thn ftmfhment or Vengetmct is the 
Jt^ tmd ifeceiary Wages of Sin^ wiU ap- 
pear more ea(te and rational. 

And f<)ranerting tl» Truth of it^ we 
lay it down in the 

I. Firft place. That GoJis in his onm 
HttMTt Holy. This does necelHuily fall 
m with our very Notion of a God ; bep 
cai& it is a Contradii^ion to our very 
Conceptions of a Oeity, to fuppofe any 
Wfcfcedoefs or Turpitude in him. 

C 4 X. We 
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Vol. I. 1. We lay it down, fecondly, That (kd 
^^^N^ loves himfelf. This" will eafily be allowed, 
for more Reafons than one; bothbecaufe 
the Notion is Natural and Univerfal, 
that all Living Things do (b ; as alfo be- 
caufe God cannot but be fuj^pofed to be 
the mod: Noble and Adequate, as well as 
Natural Objed (if I may fo fpeak) of 
his own LQve. Nay, fome Men have 
ilreined this Point fo far, as to tell us, 
that the great and infinite Complacency 
that God takes in himfelf, and in his own 
Perfedions, would never have allowed 
him to condefcend to his Work of Cr^* 
tion, and by that Means to have allowed 
any of his Love and Good-will to low, 
mean, and inferibur Creatures (2s thd 
bed of Creatures are, if compared to him} 
if the Son, who is the Word of God, had 
not interpofed upon that Occafion ; and 
fo they n^ake him a Mediator of Creati* 
on, as well as of Redemption* But lay* 
ing that afide at prefent, as being no- 
thing to our purpofe; it may fuffice fos 
our Defign, that whatever Love God 
bears to his Creatures^ it cannot be fupi^ 
pofed, but that he not only lovei^ but 
that he does alfo chiefly, and in the firft 
place, love himfelf, 
\' Tbefe 
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Thefe two Things then being laid Vol. I. 
down, That God hves himfelf; and; That ^nf^ 
he is in his Nature Holi ; the Inference 
that we (hall make, before we proceed 
any ferthef) muft be. That he cannot 
Dtherwife chufe but hate and abhor what- 
(bever is contrary to fuch his Nature : 
And,becau(e all Sin and Wickednefs is fo ; 
that therefore he cannot chuie but hate 
and abhor all Sin and Wickednels. And 
hence it is, that the Scripture acquaints 
lis, that the carnal mind is enmity with 
God; t;hat is, aj) ^ and I'Hckedneis is (b. 
For we may as rationally conceive, that 
a Man, who entertains and makes much 
of JSin, does love God ; as we may, that 
God, who in his Nature is Holy, can 
Ibve Sin,' which i< diredly contrary to 
foch his Hbfinels. This Liference then, 
from the Two former Proportions, being 
thus in fhort laid down, and made good ; 
we go on, and add in the 

3. Third plsxGi That the Life and ffafi^ 
finefs of all God's Creatures is onljf the 
Effe& oftheDivineGood-mllandPteafure, 
lorundoubtedly, // was he that made ui, 
and not we our-fehes. And taking it for 
granted at prefent, that he did fo ; I 
would in the next place enquire, Wbe- 
0ier we did deferve iiich our Beings, or 
^ ' • * " ; ' ■■ ■ notJ 
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Vol. I. not f If it be an(wered, That we did not ; 
^i^VNi' ttien we have what we defire, and that 
is, that the great and firft Bleffing, that 
ever God beftowed upon us ; was by him 
freely bellowed, without any ix)ffible 
Merit in us i and therefore, that it was 
the free Efied of his Good-wiU and Plea- 
Cure. But if any Man fiiall be (b fiUy, as 
to think, that he could deferve h^ Beif^ 
of God ; then to make good fuch his 
Concdt, it will be expe^ed (land that 
too, forever; for the Expedation wUl 
never be anfweved} that he ihould make 
it out, that nothing may have Some- 
thing of Merit in it; and, that what as 
yet is not, may have wherewithal tx> lay 
an Obligadon Upon Omnipotence. 

And as our Being was the free Efied 
of the Divine Good-wiU and PleaTure ; 
fo alio are dl thofe ^eflfuigs which do at- 
tend it. For with our Beings he did «^ 
bellow upon us all thofe Faculties,whidh 
AmoM entertain any other Thing what- 
fbevee. And as be made our Faodties, 
fo did he all Things ^eife, which can pof- 
fiblygratifie thofe Faculties. And that 
there is any Harmony or Agreement be< , 
tween thofe Faculties, and tharObje(9s» 
is undoubtedly owing to him, wh6 was 
the original Con^ver andAuthcr c^both. 
And therefore in the 4. Fourth 
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4. Fourth place^ I would of&r it to VoL I. 
Confideration, That it is only the Extr* w/Vn^ 
cife of Gois Good-will towards us , that 
does indeed and truth make way for the 
Exercife of bis Juflice upon «j; Becaufe 
we could never have undergone the Se- 
verity of the laft, if we had never been 
made Partakers of the Bounty of the 
firft : And therefore , when God does 
punifti us for our Sins by his Juftice, that 
Punilhment does nothing elfe, but only 
ftfip us of fomething, which we had be- 
fore received from his Mercy, And this, 
upon a ferious Confideration, will appear 
to be true, whether the Punilhment in- 
fli<9:ed do deprive us of our Eafe, Peace, 
Safety, or even of Life it fel£ - ^ox^what 
have we ^ that we did not receive j fince in 
him we live^ and move^ and have our Be^ 
ingf 

5. Fifthly, I would offer it to G>nftde- 
ration. Whether when God takes any 
Thing frcKn us, which, upon the account 
of his Good-will and Plealure, he had 
beftowed upon usj I fay. Whether in . 
fuch a Cafe the true and jufl Reafon, 
why he ddes fo, is not, becaufe we by* 
our Sins have turned fuch his Good- will 
towards u^ into his Difpieafure againfl: 
ys ^ For. if what he beftowed was the 

Eflfed^ 
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Vol. I. EffcA of his Good-will j and if (as God 
made us holy and upright at firit]) he 
cannot but continue the fame Good-ViU 
towards uSy folong as we con;;inue as; he 
made us : Then we may be aflured, that 
fo long as he continues fuch his Good- 
will towards us, fo lon^ he will conti- 
nue the Ei9e(9:s of fuch his Good-will too. 
And if we were not aflured of this, then 
it might be all one gs to us, whether 
God werp w^ll-pleafed with us, and lo- 
ved us, or HQt. Fpr, iftheLofi offuch 
good Things, which are the Effeds of 
uod'^ Good-will to us, may (while we 
cpntinue^^holy and innocent^ be once 
made confident with fuch his Good- will • 
then farewel to all Diftindtion as to the 
Juftice of Rewards and Punifliqients : 
For, in fuch a Cafe it may be the fame 
thing, whether we pleafe God, or dif- 
pleafe him ; becaufe we may lo^ the Ef- 
fects of his Favour, that is (according 
to the Tenor of the laft HeacT) we pay 
be puniftied as well for puy Innocence, as 
for our Wickednefs ; or, at the very 
beft, we may be puniftie^ for Nothing. 
No ! no ! As God's Difpleafure is con- 
trary to his Good-will and Favour ; fo 
the Effects and Conftquences of that 
Difpleafure muft be contrary to the Ef- 

fea^ 
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feds and CoDfequedces of fuch his Good- Vol. f^ 
will and Favour too. This is the Voice v>r*^ 
of Nature^ and this the Voice of Juftice ; 
and therefore alfb this is the Voice of 
Truth. And then, as we (hewed before, 
that all the good Things , that we do or 
can enjoy, did proceed purely and meer- 
ly from God's Good-wili j fo I do now 
add, that our Sins do naturally turn that 
Good-will into Difpleafure , and then the 
Good- will ceafing, all thofe Emanations, 
that flowed from it, muft in courfeceafe 
alfo. And then, becaufe where they 
ceafe, there the Sinners Punilhment does 
begin ; therefore we may now from the 
whole begin to perceive, that the Punilh- 
ment of Sin is not fo arbitrarious axhing, 
as it is ufually taken to be ; but that it 
doe^ when traced to the beginnings de- 
pend upon the fame Neceffity, by which 
God loves himfelf. For, if we fum up 
all our Difcourfe upon this (lead from 
the beginning, we (hall underftand, That 
God loves himfelf ; That he is in his 
own Nature Holy; That therefore he 
hates whatfoever is contrary to fuch his 
Nature; That all Sin therefore is fo, 
becaufe it is contrary to his Holinefs ; 
That the Effecas of his Hatred muft 
be contrary to thofe of his Love ; or, 

at 
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Vol. I. at the very bcft. That the Emana- 
ttons of his Love maft then be ftopped^ 
when that Love is turned into Hatred 
and Difpleafure j That when his Crea« 
tures lofe thofe Emanations, then their 
Mifery begins; That all thofe Creatures 
mufl; needs lofe them, that lofe that 
Love, from whence alone they do pro- 
ceed } and, That they lofe that Love by 
their Sins ; becaufe fas we faid before) 
Sin, and Sin alone, does turn it into Ha- 
tred a»id Difpleafure. So that (if ^e may 
be allowed fo to fpeak in Morality^ 
there is an edential Relation between 
Sin and Punifliment ; and the NeceflTity 
of Punilbment (when narrowly feannM]) 
is founded upon the eternal and immuta- 
ble Laws of Truth, Holinels, and Juftice. 
But before we leave this Head, I would 
(if that be poflTible) make all a little 
plainer by an Inflance : And thatlnflance 
Ihall be in that Punifliment, which the 
firft Sin brought upon the whole Race of 
Mankind. And I do the rather take my 
Inftance there, becaufe the Law was gi- 
ven and broken, and fo the Penalty both 
threatned and incurred, when there was 
no Saviour to remit the rigorous but juft 
Execution of fuch Penalty, 

Now we are afliired by the reafon of 
the Thing it-fclf; (as we have already 

difcourfcd) 
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difcourfed) But if that will not do, we YpL I. 
are afliired by God's Word, by his Pro- sy>^^^ 
mife, by his Oath, that he neither wills^ 
nor delights h the death of a Sinner. 
And when he fwears fo to us, it would 
be both proper and niodeft in us to be- 
lieve, that there is fomething in Sin, 
which does oblige God in Jultice (and 
tbsit is the fame thing with God, as to 
be obliged by Neceifity) to punifti it 
With Death. And to this Purpofe we 
may take notice, that it is derogatory to 
Goas Honour, for us to refolve any Pu- 
niihment, which we fuffer, into God's 
Will only, and not into his Juftice. Be- 
caufe ([as we (hall prefently perceive) 
when God wills the Death of a Sinner, 
he therefore only wills it, becaufe Ju- 
ftice does require it, and that (in the 
Nature of the Thing) antecedently to 
fuch his Will. For, if the Death of a 
Man ftiould be therefore juft, only be- 
caufe God wills it, tho' the Man do not 
deferve it; then it may be all one as to 
the Event, and that juftly too, whether 
a Ma© were perfedtly innocent, or the 
jnoft profligate Mifcreant upon the Face 
of the Earth. For, according to that 
Dodhine^ which we now oppofe, God 
might in fuch a Cafe juflly will the Death 

of 
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Vol. I. of the Innocent, and fave t^e Criminal 
^^^VK^ alive. toT^ if the ultimate Relblution 
of the Jiiftice of our Death be only into 
the Wdl of God, then nothing can hinder, 
but that God may juftly flay a perfed: 
Innocent. And fo when God told Adarn^ 
that in the day of his Tranfgrefiion be 
ihould furely die; the Meaning of his 
Threat muft have been, that he might 
have died, whether he had tranfgreSxi 
or not. But becaufe we canhot with- 
out Blafphemy tax God's Law of (uch 
notorious Prevarication j therefore we 
muft determine, that the ultimate Refo- 
lution of Adam\ Punifliment in fuch Cafe, 
muft be into the Defert of fuch Punilh- 
ment by the Breach of the Law, and 
that God's willing his Death was a juft 
Conftquent of fuch his Defert. In ftiort j 
God wills fuch things only, which he can 
will juftly ; and he, who will rationally, 
and truly account for the Proceedings 
of God, in that and fuch like Cafes, muft 
hi?ve a Care to do it fo, as to maintain 
the Hafnjony of all bis Attributes. Hfe 
muft not magnifie his Power, no nor his 
]\/[ercy fo, as to impeach his Truth, Wi(- 
dom, andjtiftice; For he, who confounds 
the Events of Innocence and Guilt, will 
be found (when his Opinion comes nar- 
rowly 
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xcmly to be fcanned) to make God ei- VdJ. jj, 
fW a FaVoureif of Sin, tit aft Eoetriy of wVV 
kight^ufads. The Sum of all is. That 
when God tells us, that Death is the Wd' 
ges of Sin^ he does not therefore pafs it 
intoaLa\v, becaufeit pleafes tiim Co td 
do ; bat bedattfe it is juft in it-feif, that 
he ihould do fo.' Ahd that if ithild not 
been jufl: in it-{^lf, he had not upon that 
fingle Account wUIed it at all. So that, 
upon the tvhole, it does remairi i fixed 
' sind fttled Trtith, That Death is the Wa-^ 
ges of Siii by the eternd and inlmutaUe 
Law$ of Juuite, and that it cannot bd 
otherwife, folongsfs Gocllovei hioifetf^ 
and Co hate^ whatfoevet is <^otitrary to 
himfelf and to his Natute, 9i i\\ ^ niofl: 
tindoiibtedly is. Arid therefore when any 
Man/iriiagainftGod, is by fo doing, he 
does of neceflity fdrfeit God's Favdar i 
io alio by Cortfequence, h6 does by Ne- 
ceflity foiTeit his owri Life, w^hich has 
itothirig elfe td dcpiend upbn, but thaC 
Favour aldrie. 

And as a Tempdf d Death updrf Sift is 
rieCeflifjr, becalufe both threitried and 
iricurred before fhePrornifeof aSatiour^ 
fdf aftet the Siviclui has Uidl ddvi^n his 
Mcdiitotial Office, and Etefnatl Death 
Will bt fdttiid td bcf fd wa. I word it fa, 

S> kft 
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Vol; I. left my Caution before this Head fljould 
w/N-o by this time be forgot. Now, if it be 
not aA Eternal Law of Juftice, that Po' 
nifhment is the neceflaiy Reward of Sin ; 
then it may be aU one, as to the Event, 
(and that juftly and finally too} whe- 
ther a Man depart this Life the beft or 
the worft Man in the whole World. For, 
if there be not Tome Law of Juftice, that - 
(hall at the laft Day diftingutlh the Event 
of their contrary idourfes, then nothing 
can : . And if that Juftice be not nece? 
fary Qet the Means, by which it is not 
fo, be what they wilf) the Difierence 
between their Coodition can be bat ca- 
fuaij (or at the very beft, but arhitrarji) 
and fo we muft leave them both to a 
grand Ferbapt ; which will be in efied 
to deftroy all Religion and Juftice. 

There is one thing againft this Dii^ 
courfe , of weight and moment ; which 
tho' Lftiall profefledly anfwer in ano- 
ther Place, yet fhall not go unmention- 
ed here : And that is. That if the Pu- 
niihment of Sin be abfolutely juft and 
necefliry, • then how came it to pais, that 
God did iff his Counfel defign, and in 
his Wifdom appoint a Saviour, in order 
to the Pardon of Sin ? For, in Order 
of Nature the Defign of Pardon muft 

be 
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Iwaittecedetttto iheDefi^ «f fendidg Volv I. 
t Saidour : And therefore if the Puniib' 
ment of ^ be , as it is kid down, both 
|uft and nece(&iy, God's Dtfigii of Par- 
don goii^ counter to thii law, ihould 
ieem to bt nnjuft. For how could he 
JD^ defign to pardon That, which in 
Joftice and NeceOity he ftbod obliged td 
pum(h ? 

Now to this fevetal Tluilgs may be ail- 
fwtred. ASy 

I. Fir/ly That God did never deHgn 
to pardon 5iq, but only hi add. throt^h 
a Sai^our. And how far fuch his De- 
fign, under fuch a Reflridion and Liau- 
tation, is juft, is very much the Bufi* 
ne£} of that jpart of the DifcouHe, which 
in its Place is to follow, and therefore 
muft not be forefblled here. 

X. That notwithdandii^ a Savidur, 
yet God did never pardon any finful 
Creature. All thb Sinners Chat we know^ 
are the Mn Angels and Men. What the 
Scriptures acquaint us with codceimng 
the firft, we know well enough : Aixd 
^ong (itch Things, weknowalfo, that 
it gives us an Account of the Pudi(h<> 
nient of their Sid. And as for Men j 
thofe 6f them that fhall be faved at kft« 
id confideration of thdr Saviour's Meiits, 
D » do 
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VoL L do yet in thi» World (lifi«r Lodes and 
^^^Sr^CtmtSj and Pains , and lA(taXt% and 
Death : All which are undoubted Pu- 
ntlhments of Sin. And for the reft , 
who (hall by a final Impenitence rejedt 
the Benefit of the Savioiir's Purchafe 
(befides the Calamities which they fuf- 
fer in common with the Good in this 
World) the Saiptures do acquaint us 
«fu0iciently with their Doom in theufxf. 
So that if it may be an Argument , that 
Puniihment is the neceflary Reward of 
Sin, becaufe all Sinners have , do^ and 
ihallfufier Puniihment; then God's de- 
figning of a Saviour for Mankind, in 
order to their Pardon, does not take off 
the Force of fuch Argument ; becaufe, 
notwithfianding fuch his Delign, and 
fuch Saviour, no Sinner whatfocver did, 
or ever will go unpunilhed. 

V But then, thirdly^ It is a Miftake, 
that the Salvation of Man from Puniih-

Though ther^oreit befuppo*' 
fed, that God wMjf grant us an a^lblutt 
Paridon; yet if in thofe very Revelatiy 
oitis, in which he has difcovered to w 
his Intention of pardoning us, he doe^ 
ex{Mrefly.4ell us, that he wHmU do fix^ 
it \xill be proper and modeft in us, to ac- 
quiefce in what he fo tells us, rather 
man to raife in our Tmaginations ponccat- 
ed Poffibiliries , which dp dire<aiy con* 
tradkSt fuch his Declarations. 

a. But, fecondly, He who brought 
us the Gofpel-bifpehfation, in order to 
the Pardon of op Sins, does in that 
Difpen&tion require otir Repentance in 
order to fuch our Pardon.

5. An Abfoiute^ Pardon of Sin fights " "^ 
dire<%ly agdnft all thatSve have laid un- 
der o}xx hA Head, concerning the ne- 
ce(&ry Ju/lice of Punilhment: And 
therefore, til! all that be wiped away, 
we may upon thofe Grounds deny, that 
there is any fuch fort of Pardon. For, 
it looks a little too Jjarfh, and that too 
to natural Reafon, to tell us, that God 
will' be reconciled to the Enemy of his 
Nature, and, that upon the account of 
meer Mercy and Compaflion j and that, 
in order to his being to, he will throw 
away all Confiderations of his Juilice, 
^hich in this Cafe we may adventure to 
call his Natural Difpleafure.

J.. An Abfplute P^rdop dop^ throw si 
Slyr upon God s WlTdom, no lefs than it: 
docs fo upon hi$Juftice^ For, tlje Law bc- 
iijgjiis^ ?gainft' whiqh we haye.tranf: 
gj-eued, and lie haying in that very iLaw 
threarnjed Vengeaqce upon fiich isis Ihall 
tranlgrefs It; if aft^r t|ie Tranrgreflion 
he flioaI4. grarjt an aifolute Vzrdon to 
(uch Tranfgreflipn, Jie would, by fuch a

Sin, there muA be (bme previous C6ri^ 
ditions, that nuift be obferved inordee 
to fuch a Pardon.

In the mean time, before we difmits

fiippofed) does Mlfufferthat ^enalQr. 
And we may from thence alio know, that 
for that Reafon no Man's Repentance 
can fo far expiate his Sin, as to free'him 
from thePunifhment tlueatnedtoitby 
the Law. And then from the whole we 
may conclude, That if any Man be&< 
ved becaufe he is a true Penitent, he muft 
be faved by fome other 'Ex^^tion, than 
by fuch his RepentatKe ; forafinnch as his 
Repentance can at the mod but qualifie 
him to be made a Partaker of fnch &c- 
^tion. 

X. As Man's RepentoMce for las Sia 
(which we miay call his voluntary Pumdi- 
ment for ^\a) cannot ; £> neither can 
his profeffed Ptmiflment (which we may 
aUI bos legal Puniihment for Sin) expiate 
his Sin, and fo obtain for him a Go^l- 
for^venefi; and that for this Reafon, 
becaufe there is fuch a Tiling in the 
Goipel, is an eternal Puniihment, allot- 
ted to Sin.

And we are aflured by this Law, as much 
as Words can afTure us, that the Punifti* 
ment which it denounces againft thofe, 
who do not fulfil the Conditions of it, is 
EternaL And thit it (hall fo pro\re, be- 
sides the exprels Word* of the Laiw, wcf 
have this farther Reafon ; which is, that

nal, when to his liefer t of Punifhinent, s^^sr^ 
he idds a NegU^l or Ctrntempt of*tbe eafic 
Conditions of Pardon. And fince by the 
Tenor of the Covenant of Grace', luch 
Sinner is to fufler bis Punilhnient after 
his Refurredion from the Dead, that is» 
not only after the^Time limited for ihe! 
Poflibility of his Pardon is expired, but 
alfo after Death it feff fh^ be dejiroyedf ^ 
as we may Jronj theafce conclude the- 
certainty y fo may we alfo the eternal 
Duration oif his PunilhmenL For, as a* 
Punifhment ,dae after the Day of Grace. 
isjf^, will not be rei»/VW; fofuchPi^* 
nifliment, when Death is no wote^ can- 
hot be determijied. By which we may , 
underfiand, that as Death is, without a 
Saviour, the jufl: and neceflary Wages of 
Sin, (as we made it good in our firfl: 
Chapter^ iib^alfo,,/thatwIienfuch Death 
is fare (by a Refurredion purchafcd by 
a Saviour) to.be tal?eq away^ in order 
to an happy and everlafting Life, (and 
that too ttp9n.th^M/fr, or, atworft^the 
vzxyfeafihle Conditions of the Gofpsl j > ^ 
yet if Men \n\\\ negle^ fuph Salyation,^ .

J. The Lives of the Creatures offered 
to God for the Expiation of the Sins of 
Men^ can never make fuch Expiation ; 
bccaufe diey are of far Icfs Value, and 
that too not only in the Ifature of the 
Thif%^ bat alfo in the ^/m^i^;r of /j&^ 
thatofier them, than tl^e Lives ofthofe. 
for whom they are offered. Now it can 
never anfwer to the Rules of Juftice, to 
pay our Qredkor only an hundred Favc^, 
whea we owe him an hundred founds. 
Atsd he who ih^ think, that he can fo 
diicfaarge his J3ebt, may by the fame 
Meafiires come in time to reckon, that 
he may dikharge it for nothing. 

I have (|>oken' fomething the larger to 
tbefe Things (tho' perhaps it may feem 
ncnedfeft} partly becaufe they have been- 
apaiit of God's ownt Inftituted Worftiip ; 
p^tf becaufe they are a Part of the Re- 
lil^Ous Worihip of man3r Nations at this 
Eteyi; but chiefly^ becaufe they have a 
relttkxi tothitgreit Sacrifice, which is 
the main D^gnr of all our. Difcourfe.

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VoK I^ And this our Deiign will (till be farther-^ 

w^'V>^* ed, if we confider in the 

4. Fourth place, That as neither ^£iir 
forhimfelf, nor the Creatures that are 
inferior tohimi can ndake any Expiation 
for his Sins ; ib neither can the Creatures 
ahave him. Now the mod: exalted Crea- 
tures that Revelation has acquainted us 
with Cand we know nothing in this Ca(ef 
but what we have from Revelation) are 
the Angels and Archangels: And we 
may be therefore latisfied, that thofe glo- 
rious Beings can never make an Expiati- 
on for the Sin of Man , becaufe it ap- 
pears by the Revelations of God) that 
they can never make an Expiation for 
their own Sins. And therefore, as we 
are told in fuch Revelations, that fome 
of them have finned; fo we are in the 
fame toid, that thofe that have fo done, 
are referved in everlafting Chains^ to the 
Judgment of the great Day. Now, our 
Natural Reafon tells us, that no Crea- 
ture can be fo in love with Mifery (and 
furely everlafting Chains and a fearful ex*, 
peilation of Judgment^ do imply Mifery ; 
for, the Devils believe andtremilei) But, 
I fay, our Natural Reafon vA\s us, that 
no Creature can be fo in love witfi Mi« 
fery, as not tofireeit felffrom it, werei 

it 
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it ifl its power fi> to do. And therefore VoL f . 
the fame Natural Reafon does tcU us, v^%rw- 
tint the true Reafon why the fain Aa« 
gels Jo aot do (b, is becaufe they cannot 
do fo. And if they cannot expiate their 
cwn Sins, we may be pretty well fatisfi- 
pij that they cannot expiate Sin at all: 
And we may be the rather (b fatisfied, 
brcaufe we areasfure, that they would 
in the Cafe emfhy their belt Endeavours 
for themfelvcs, as we are fure, that they 
/nf^.themfelves beft. 

Befides, wekoow, that in the Cafe of 
Mankind, Death is threatned, as the Pe- 
nalty for the Breach of the Law : And 
we may be pretty well fatisfied,that with- 
out Death no Expiation can be made: 
For, without Blood there is no Remiffion. 
But, on the other fide, we have feme 
Reafon to believe, that Angels are not 
liable to Deaths at lead, not to fuchz 
Death, to which ^« is obnoxious ; and 
therefore, for this Reafon, as well as the 
former, we may pretty rationally con- 
clude. That the Angels are in no Capa- 
city to expiate the Sins of Mankind, and 
that therefore they cannot do it. 

Ona.thit^ morei wouL;! add to this 
Head, before I leave it; and that is this: 
That tho- the Angels ate very glorioi»sr 

and 
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VoL I^and exaked Creatares, and, by the Ac^ 
' coiint we have of them in the Scriptiirei^ 
are placed in a much hisfaer Scale in the 
Creation than Man^ and io are far abofve 
hifh; yet M^hecaufe they are CrfiJfiirei'^ 
they are therefrre at as great a diftance 
from God^ as Af^irhimfelf is : For, thek 
Diflance from him is infinite j and there 
are, we know, no Degrees in Infinity. 
Now, becaufe the ExpmdonofSinista 
be made to God, and to God alone; and 
becaufe there is an infinite Diftance be^- 
tween God and Angek^ as well astWe 
is between God and Man: I (ay, for 
diefe Reafons, we can no more think the 
Interpofition of an An^l efiedual for 
making an Atonement and Expiation for 
Sin, than we can think the Interpofiticm 
of a Man to be fo. And if we ifaouid fup* 
pofe zfort of Creatures a thoufand, nay, 
ten thoufand or more times as much a* 
bove Angels^ as Angels are above Men; 
yet becaufe, after fuch a Suppofition^ 
even this fort of Creatures are as much 
below God, as^^^^ is ; and becaufe the: 
Expiation (^Sin, if attempted by fnch 
Creatures, is to be made to G^j thecc« 
fore we cannot think, that the Dignity 
of their Station can contribute any liiing 
at all towards the mafaingtheir attempt- 
ed 
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ed Expiation ^SfeAvsd. And we know, VoL l. 
and thjK too by uo^qeftionable 'RrooS, s^>r>^ 
thatthsi DigfMiy oft;he fata Angels (and 
ataong thejn» one of them Sm tf the 
M9rnftf^, whatever lihatiigliiftes; but we 
may be &tisfi^» that it Hgnifies iicHne- 
tjung exceUent}^ but, I fay, we know,. 
tint the Dtgnky of the fain Angels did 
notfo far avail them, hot, that God pro- 
vided and accepted an Expiation for fain 
Man ; -whereas he left thcfm in the Hands 
of Jullice, to attend the Events of their 
own Deferts. So that» for ought we can 
difcover, either by Revelation or Rea- 
ioa, tUe Puffin Qf^t^oQrcature vfh&tCo^ 
ever does qualifie him. to make an Expia-^ 
tlon for thofe Sins which he fliall com- 
mit aminft ihe Creator. For, in this Cafe, 
the ISflaoce between the Party offended^ 
and the. Party offending^ being infinite, 
tt^re cannot poflibry be any Mediation 
or Emation , that can extend it felf to 
Both the. Extremes. And therefore, we 
ihall aji la.(l:;, from what has been ^ 
upon thtsHe^d, conclude. That no Crea- 
ture, tho* never fo much above Man, 
can ever m^e an E^cpjatioa to God for 
theSinj.of^^an. , , ;.

For, in fuch a Cafe, it muft, 
in order to its undergoing ihe tunijhfkent 
ju^ly^ firft take upon it the Sin miiinglfi 
and fo, by putting it felf into the Place 
of the Sinner, muft firft be fuppofed to 
be fuch a Sinner it felf, before it can un- 
dergo the Punifhment due to its Sia But 
then, when any Creature is fuppofed to 
lie under the Burden of fiich Siri, it is at 
the fame time fuppofed to be in thtfame 
Condition with t\\Q Original Sinner him- 
felf: For, when the Punilhmeht comes 
to be transferr'd from the laft to the firft, 
it is therefore (b transferred, becaufe the 
Law allows the A<a of the Surety, by 
which he has owned and accepted the 7 
Sin to be his own : And then the Law ' 
in fuch a Cafe makes no difference be- 
tween the Surety and the Principal. Arid 
if the X4» makes no difference,, then, as 
to the Bufinefe of Punifliment,. we niay " 
be therefore fnrc, that there is none^^ be-* 
caufe both are Creatures^ and both! are ; 
Sinners. If therefore fas we (hewed be- 
fore) the Principal could not by his V\>. 
nifbment (had hp undergone it hithlelf)

And when we come 
to make it out, that he who didio^ tvoi 
iOy we ihaHtben begin more plainly to^ 
perceive3that there k wt iSalvation in any 
other ; tho* irioft of what we have hither* 
to offered, has diredtly tended to the 
fime Defigfh 

But before we proceed any, farther, we* 
(hall make feme few Remarks upon 
what has b6en already laid down, that ' 
may have aS Infliicnce upon our Pra- 
dttce.

W« 
y'V^-* may thiijk the Plague, the Sword, the 
Famii)^ g.i:ea|; Deftrpyers : They $re in- 
d,e^ th^ Bfefmf of D^ruSiintf and, 
where they cfymp, make, great Devaftar 
tipns ampng Mai)kipd i jbu^ when we 
h^e t^o a View pf tl^e Defplationsi

X. Second {d^ce, ThatQod'sJufticei;^ 
no fuch trifling Thing, as is but top ge- 
nerally thought. For, there is mSifine^ 
who ever efcaped being a Sufferer. For,-, 
if, all the Mi^jes which we tvS^ in this 
World C^od thpfe are neither few noQ 
ii|^t) do come from oujr ^$, as' moft 
cerfainly they do ; then we may beeafily , 
fatisfied, that even thofe Sinners , whon|; 
ye,t; God doet treat with the; greateft 
i^iidneis of aU oi;hers, do' yet never gp 
without thq. Agarics of his Difpleafure. 
Ai4 if he dpss corretl Uspl?tl4te%^\%W- 
R^ (and we may be fure, that he 
npyer; does,. th^t^ but h%^does it witl:\ 
Jnfiice too} . tfxep, for the lame^ Aeafon^ 
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we may believe, that he will cb^ife his Vol. L 
Enemies with Scorpions. And upon this wnr^ 
Account we fliould take care to hear the 
Rod^ and who has appointed it ; and fliould 
make fiich good ufe of the Miferies which 
we fufler in this World, as to let them put 
us in mittd to flee from the Wrath to come. 
For, if we will not hearken to God's Voice ^ 
when hecWwus, we fhall atlaft, when 
he comes to finite us, fink under the 
toeight of his Hand j and if we ptfglecS; 
his Difpleafure^ we ftiall fall under his 
jR^ryand Indignation. 

:j. if God in the greatfeft and highefl 
inftance of his Mercy, with which he 
has acquainted us in his Gofpel, has not 
allowed us an Abfblute Pardon ; but has 
even in that his Covenant of Grace re- 
required Conditions of us, in order to oui" 
being, made Partakers of that Pardon, 
which is the Purchafc of our Saviour; 
then it does highly concern us, that we 
take care to perform the Conditions on 
bur part, that fo we be not ci^cluded 
from the Benefits of fuch Purchafe. For, 
tho' it be mofl certain, that we fliall not 
be fiived by our Repentance atones yet 
it'is as certain, that we (hall not be faved 
without it. No ! He who has purchafed 
our Ranfom^ has in fiich his Purchafe 
F ' ^to- 
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Vol. I. provided for ^tf^Tx Honour, 9s well as for 
sy\r^ our Safety ; and, notwithftanding bis 
Purchafe, has taught us, that we {hall 
forfeit the iafiy if we take no caredi the 
frfi. Let us therefore look upon our 
felves, as we are in our felves, that is, 
as forlorn, miferable Wretches: Let 
us acknowledge our felves fuch to 
God , Let us quit our Sins, which have 
' made us fuch : And (zs we have by fuch 
our Sins hitherto rebelled againft himj 
let us for the future refolve to comply 
with Ws Will ; that is, to the utterraoft 
of our Pt^wer, to obey his Laws : Let us 
be heartily forry, that wc have been fo 
foolilh, as ever to have done otherwife. 
And when we have done all this, then 
let us joyfully accept^ and thankfully ac- 
knowledge the Defigns of his Pity towards 
' us, and the Provifions that he has made 
for our Safety in a Saviour. For, this is the 
W^y to bring that Salvation, which he 
has provided for Mankind, I fay, to bring 
it home to our felves, and to make.it our 
own. And I may add, that this is the 
only way for us to do fo : For, as there 
is not Salvation in any other , hut in Jrfus 
Chrifi a^»ffj fothere is not anypoffible 
Way for us to make our felves Partakers 
of this Salvation, but by Repentance. 

4. Laftly, 
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4. Laftlyj Be<raufe we havefeen, that Vol. I. 
the Ck)ndidon of the fain Angels is for- ^^v>-»

C H A P. IV. 

That PerfoH to whom alone the Expiation of 
Sin is iy the Scriptures afcriheJ^ is hy 
the fame Scriptures Jet forth to us^ i. As 
God'f X. As Man; "]. As Go J and Man 
united in one Terfon^ or God incarnate. 
No Man a competent Judge of all poffthk 
Unions. The Incarnation agreeable to 
the Sentiments of Mankind^ and vari- 
cufly foretold, prtfigw^d^ andfuggejlei 
in the Scriptures, Some Prailical !»■ 
f&emes , fomewbat enlar^d^ 

HAvingfeenin the foregoing Chap- 
ter, that an Expiation for our 
Sin could neither be made by purfelves, 
nor by any other Creature; and that 
therefore he, who eould make goed^Bch 
an Expiation , mud be more than a mere 
Creature : It will be our next Bufinefe to 
fcarch the Scriptures, in wWch Qzswg 
fliall fee more fully hereafter) the Ex- 
piation of Sin is fet forth ; and there to 
fee, what Charader they give of him, 
who made fuch Expiation : For, by that 
Means only, we are likely to come to 

any 
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any true Kna^^ledge and Information in Vol. L 
this great Affair. 

I •Now in fttch Scriptures we find, 
firfty that That Rerfon to whom this Ex- 
piation is there afcribed, is called GoJ^ 
the Sou of God^ the Word^ the Only 
Begotten of the Father ; That he is there 
laid to he mth his Father before the World 
ke&n\ That he laid ^t Foundations of 
tte Uarth^ and that the i/Mi/eir/ are the 
Work of bis Hand; That he created all 
Things that are in Heaven^ and that are 
\xi Earthy vijille and invifihle^ whether 
they be Thrones . or Dominions j or Prin- 
cipalities^ or Potpers; That all Things 
were created ly him and for him ; That 
he is Before all Things, and that iy him 
all Things conj&i ; That to him is given 
all' Power id Heavtn and Earth; with 
much more to the fame Import and Pur- 
pofe ; which we need not repeat at pre- 
fent, becaufe ^f we believe (b much 
(dnd we aU, at leaft, pretend to believe 
it for the Word of God) w€ may from 
thrace fatisfie oulr felves, that he who 
hasfuch a Gharader from God, mud be 
the Tbue and EVbrlafting God : For fo is 
theMaker of Heaven and Earth ; andfo 
i&he, who has all Po^er in Heaven ami 
lirthf For, fiurli a Def<Tiption does im-

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Vol. I. ply initOiiuii|ciencie,andOinfiipotene(;j 
*«'%^*' andfuch other Attributes, by which we 
do (tho* in other Words) defaibe the 
True God, both to ourfdves, and to all 
others. But we ihall purfue this no fiu> 
ther here, becaufe it is not our profefled 
Bufinefs at prefent : For we have only 
mentioned it, and confirmed it with fom(; 
ifew Texts of Scripture, without quoting 
the Places, in order to our full and cleaf 
Explication of thatExpidtion which was 
made by our Saviour; And when we 
come to do tbat^ we (hall then more 
(Mainly perceive, that the Deity of our 
Saviour, and the Expiation made by 
^ Mm, do mutually prove and efiablim 
each other. 

&. The Scriptures do acquaint us, T&iat 
that very Perlbn to whom they do af- 
<:ribe the Expiarioii of Sin, was a/rxor 
andreial Man. Few diey give us ^nhc- 
count <^ his Conception Mativifyyr Lifit 
and Diafh .• They acqiiaint tis with his 
Comvetfation^ and Marnier of life ; witfi 
his Hatural AHions and I\iffioni j and cacb 
of them fucbf which are undoubted -Ar- 
guments of an Humane Nature and Con- 
dition : Stich are his Difcourfes^ hb Eat- 
ings Drinking^ Sleeping , Grieving^ in4 
tfe like : By which Account of his ftfr 
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ftiB, \ve may be as well fatisfwd of his Vol, L 
Hummty under this Head, .as we may yr> 
be qi his Deity under the lafl. And I ooay 
add, chat Cif we do with Simplicity and 
Sincerity receive the Account of his Per- 
fon 9nd Ch^rac^er, that the Scriptures 
give us both in the one Cafe and in the 
0ther) that we may be as well fatisfied 
of his Deity under the laji Head, as of 
his Humanity under this. But neither 
Chali I at prefent purfue this Thing anv 
further, becaufe I iijiuft go on towards 
That , which is die prefent Defign of 
it, 9nd that Is, t;he Expiation of Sin^ 
Xheri?fore, 

V '3;, Thirdly, Thfe Scriptures do ac- 
quaipt us, that That very Perfon^tp whom 
they do afcrib^ the Expiation of Sin, was 
iGod and Man in Qon^unHion ; oir, in Or 
ther Words, that he was God Incarnate. 
To this Purpofethey tell us in one place. 
That the Word was t/naie Flejh^ and that 
he dwelt amondius^ or (as i\ is i|i the ori- 
ginal} ht taber$iacled among i^s; which 
was typified by the Feaft of Tabernacles 
under the Jewifh i^H^,and by God s abode 
aqd refideme in the: Tabernacle of the 
Sandhiary in the Jewifti CommoHwealtb (as 
has been fully made out by Learned Men.) 
We are tqld in another Place, that God 
F 4 was 
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Vol. L wzsmanifefieJ in the Flefb ; and in a third, 
c/W that in him, that is, in fefuf Chriji^ dwelk 
all the Fulnefs of the Godhead hodily ; with 
feveral other Places of the fame import^ 
and to the fame purpofe and defign. Ndw 
becaufe this Propofition does compre- 
hend the two former, (For if our Savi- 
our be God Incarnate, there can be no 
doubt, but that he is God and Man) and 
becaufe our true underdanding of the 
Dofirine of the Expiation , does migh- 
tily depiertd upon the Dodrine of tl^e 
Incarnation; and becaufe, laftly, this 
Dodrine of the Incarnation is not only 
vigoroufly oppofed by many among us, 
biit alfo fiighted^ and even ridicurd, by 
ftot a few ; therefore we 'muft a white 
make a Stand here, and examine/ whe- 
ther the Incarnation (Hvhich we zi&tm 
to be revealed by the Scriptures) will 
not ftand the Tcft, and admit the Appro;' 
/fl//<?^ of Pleafon ; orwliether (asisfwe- 
tended) it be fo abfurd, as to be eafily 
confuted hy Reafon, or to be treated with 
Contempt and Derijion. 

And in the firfl place, we cannot but 
take notice,' that as Contempt and I>e- 
rifion is vtty feli{omz Sign of Wifdomj 
fo it is (b far from being fo, when it is 
employed about any thing which does 
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sppear to be the Revelation of G^^, that, Vol. f, 
io foch a Cale, we may certainly pror v/w> 
nounce it to be Fol/f. For^ let it (for 
once) befuppoied, that fome Men (and 
yet thofe fome have i3een very far the 
gteater Number of Chrifiians through all 
^ges, fince the *fcw Teftament was re^ 
corded for the Word of God^ But, I fay, 
let it for once be fuppofed, that fome 
Men have been millaken iQ the Meaning 
of God's Revelations in the prefent Cafe : 
Yet becaufe the dvhus and literal Senfe 
of fuch his Revelations doe« (peak the 
fame thing that they do; that is/ be- 
caufe that Book, which is on ail Sides 
agreed to be the Word of God, does ir^ 
plain and exprefs Words tell us, \AizxGod 
was maniMeJ in the Flejb^ that the lVor4 
was made Flejhj and the like j it muft 
needs be infolent and fooli(h, to treat the 
literal and plain Meaning of fuch Propq*- 
fitions with Scorn and Qerifion : Becaufe, 
in fuch a Cafe, (hould thp Meaning he^ 
what at firft view it appears to be, 
it will be but an ^ill Excufe for fuch a 
Treatment, to alledge, that Men thought 
otherwife 3 and perhaps it may be no- 
thing better, but rather worfe, toalledge, 
that they knew otherwife. No ! where 
Things rweaM, by what we our felves 
^'' ' confefs 
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Vol. I. cdnfds to be the Word of God, are plain^ 
^ and cat^orical ; but more efpeciaUy, 
where fuch Things have from the fame 
Word of God a great deal of collateral 
Confirpiation (^s the Incarjiation has^ 
in fuch Cafes, if we doubt of the plain 
and literal Meaning, our bed: and mod: 
prudent way will be, to let our Doubting 
be attended with Mbdefty and Sobriety^ 
and to let ourJnquiry after another Sede 
be ftncere and diligent : And not upon 
the Confidence of our own Prefumption, 
or upon the prefumed Strength of our 
Natural Reafon, to rejed That, which 
upon fuch an Inquiry may prove a Truth. 
For, if we will admit nothing for Truth, 
that is propofed to us, as fuch, by Re- 
velation, but what we can, without fiicfa 
Revelation, difcover to be fo by our Na- 
tural Reafon ; all Revelation may, as to 
us* be fuperfeded : and fo the Old Tefia^ 
ment^ indited by the Spirit of God for 
^tTie Inflitution of the Jemjh Religion, 
and the New Teftament^ indited by the 
fame Spirit for the Inftitution of the 
Chriflian^ might have very Well been 
fpared, and Natural Religion, which was 
•in the World before either, might well 
enpugh havefupplied the Place of Botk. 
Kow this Confideration we have thcre- 

; fpre 
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fpre offered in the firft place, to check Vol. L 
the Confidence of thofe, who lean fo ^^^ry. 
much td their own UnderiUndii^ that 
they will never allow Revelation to guide 
tfaeir Realbn ; but, oh the contrary, do 
^o maoage it by their uncboth ExpoTittr 
Qfl5, as to permit it to fpeak no Trulli^ 
but what their Natural Reafon might 
havettcquainted them with, without it. 

But to proceed: To iiidi Men, who 
therefore «/«fi? the Bilief^ becaufe they 
f/Myihe Ppffiiiiity of thsiacaxnmont I 
would put this Ihort Queffidn, which is, 
Whether or no they are acquainted with 
the Nature of allpoflibieiJnionsi^ For, 
It ismoft certain^ that the Reach of flo 
Mbm's Uhderftandu^ is (b large, as to 
enable him where to Jfx the uttboft 
Bcufu/s of aU (tich Unions, nor yet to 
account for die Manner how (everal c^ 
thofe Unioos, with which yet itisao- 
quainted, are made. And Inftances mt|^t 
be, given (and thofe too not a few) to 
niake out what we hav« faid. But tbo' 
Humatie Underftancbng is not acquahttd 
withtf// pojihle Unions; nor can accttint 
for »Rwy, with which yet it is acquaint- 
ed; yet that will be no gdod Ai^ument, 
that therefore there are no ftich Unions. 
A|as.' oor moft refined and improved 
•"•"• ' • •• . , Reafon 
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VoL L Rea(bn falls (hort in its Knowledge of the 
greateft part of thofe Things, which yet 
are as forely known, as it is fure, that there 
is fach a Thing as Omnifcience, and fuch 
a Being as a God.^ And when we are 
once fatisfied , that any Union, be it 
what it will, is revealed to us by Omntfci'- 
eoce ; as we may by the fame meatls be fa- 
tisfied inReafon, that there rM///xf fuch 
an Union $ fo we may be fatisfied in Mo- 
defty, that the Knowledge and Difiovery 
of fuch Union did exceed theGrafpof 
our Natural Underftanding. Tho' there- 
fore, in what follows, I do neither pre- 
tend to prove or to explain the Incarna- 
tion by Reafon; yet if any Thing (hall 
be o^red, by which the. Expreffions 
which the New Tefiament gives us of it, 
ihall appear to he plaimm literal^ and 
that their Meaning /x, what it feems to 
be; it will be a fumCtent Ground for our 
Belief of the Thing; becaufe thofe with 
whom we have to do in the prefent 
Argument, do not pretend to doubt the 
Tp^th^ but only the Meaning of fiich Ex- 
pveffions. 

I. In order then to the helping for- 
,ward our ^ztth in the Union of God and 
Man in the Incarnation t)f our Saviour; 
I would bfler it to G)nfideratiQn, That 

the 
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the Scriptures do inftrtfd: us, that there VoL L 
is a very iiitimate Union between Chrift \ySr^ 
and his Church. And tho' Humane and 
nnaffifled Reafod , taking its Meafures 
from other Inftances of the like Appear- 
ances, may be apt to conclude, that the 
Union of our Saviour with his Church is 
butaPdiitical Union, fuch as is between 
a Kingand'his Subjeds, or the Head and 
Members of an ordinary Corporation 5 
yet a Chrifiians Reafbn, once truly Cfi- 
lightned, and fo guided by Divine Re- 
velation, will thereupon conclude it to 
be fomething nobler and better : And 
becaufe it is informed, that he took 
part of the fame Flelh and Blood with 
his Members, and becaufe he their Head 
does influence fochhis Members by his 
Spirit^ in order to their Spiritual Life; 
that therefore there is between therti, in 
fomeienfe , a w^tfi Union. 

From whence we may, to our prefent 
Pnrpofe, conclude. That one Perfon may 
be vitally united to another, and that too 
^tthe greateft apparent Diflances; and 
that they may by nhat Means become 
one, tho* our S^nfesj and our Natural, 
but unaffifted Reafonj do give us in quite 
contrary Informations. When the King 
of Syria^mi a great Hbft, and enclofed 
^ Elijha 
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Vol. I. Eli/ka in thtbm, io order to bis Dedru- 
«^v*v dltonj the Ma0 oi God, to encourage hi^ 
deipoading Servant^ defured <^ the Lord 
to open his Eyes : and when dia^ vra^ 
done, he faw the Mountain full of llor&s, 
«nd Chariots of Fire round aix}ut hi^ 
Mafter. Now tho' one might well think 
(and Natural Reafon wodd be apt to 
incline one more than barely to think foji 
nhat Fire is a Thii^ very diicoverable to 
our Sight; (for perhaps nothing difco* 
vers it felf to our Sight but Fire} yet wel 
fee, that ibmetimes Revelation is requi- 
red even for fuch a IXfcovery. But then^ 
fuch a Reveladon, when once made, 
doeseafily work aGmvidion. And truly 
I cannot perfuade my felf, but that the! 
Revelation of our Saviour's Union w^itb 
his Church would dp (b too, woDld Cbrir 
{tians but confider it widi an h<mell aad 
fmcere Mind, and with a fret and im- 
partial Reafon. For, tho*I«n iatisfiedj 
that iare Reafon could not have dif^o^ 
i>ered it j yet I cannot fe well fotisfie my 
felf, that a Migent UJe of our Rea(bn wiU 
then let us diffent from it, when oDCCt 
Revelation has aejMahteJvs with it» 

X. Butffecondly, IwouldWeitcon^ 
fidered, in order to the «ffi(Uog our Be^ 
lief of the Union of Cod with Moo id 
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the Incarnation of our Saviour, whethet Vol. L 
or no the Apprehenfion of the poffible 
Union of God with Man be not (at leaft 
in fome degree^ natural. For, that the 
Heathen in many Countries, and in fe* 
veral Ages, had fuch a Notion, (and that 
too very ordinary and common^ might 
be made out from innumerable Inftances 
out of their feveral Hiftorics. But it will 
be the lefs needful to produce any from 
thence, becaufe we are furniflicd with 
one out of the A£l$ of the Apoflks : For 
there, in the Fourteenth Chapter, where 
we have an Account, that Yaul and Ear>^ 
nalas cured the impotent Man who had 
been a Crecple from his Mother's Womb, 
we are likewife told, that the People lift 
up their Voices ^ and faid^ that the Gods 
arecifme down to us in the likentfs of Mew. 
And that we may not think, that fuch 
Apprehenfions proceeded only from an 
Idolatrous Notion of the Deity, we may 
furnifii our felves with Inftances in abun^ 
dance from the Old Tejlamont^ that the 
Worfhippers of the true God had cort- 
flantly the (ame Apprehenfions : For tho' 
God fometimes appeared to the Jem in 
Fire, as to Mofes in the Bufti ; and fome- 
times in a Cloud, as in the Tabernacle ; 
and fometimes in both together, as in 

the 
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Vol. L the WildernefS) and i& Mount Siftai : 
Yet his more conftant and repeated Ap- 
jpearances to particular Perfofls, were in 
the Likenefs of Man. So he appeared 
to Abraham^ to Ifaac^ to Jacoh^ to Jojhua^ 
to Manoah^ and to feveral others. Atid 
tho' it be freely confefled , that fome' of 
thofe Appearances were in reality but the 
Appearances of Angels; ytt it muft be 
granted alfo, that fuch Angels were fof 
united to thofe Bodies, in which ^they 
appeared, that they did in them exerciie 
feveral Adtions both of an Humane and 
Animal Life. By which we may be in-' 
flrudled, that an Angel may be To united 
to Man^ that our Knowledge of that may 
help to lead us one Step farther towards 
our Belief, that Man may be united to 
God. It mufl be granted alfo, that tho 
in feveral of the Inftances laid down, the 
Union was only between a Hian and ad 
Angel ; yet (which is clofc to our pre- 
fent Purpofe) thei who /iu^ the Appear- 
ance, did almofl: conftantly take it for 
the Appearance of God. So it feems to 
be in the Cafe of Jojhua^ in the Fifth 
Chapter of that Book: Sq it was in the 
Cafe of Manoah and his Wife, in the 
Thirteenth Chapter o^ Judges^ where die 
Man tells his Wife, We Jball certainly die^ 

iecaufe 
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iecau/^mehavefeenGaJ: Andfoundotibt- Vol. I, 
ediy it was in the Cafe o(Airaham^ when ^ 
he entertained the Three Men, in the 
Eighteenth Chapter diGenelis^ for Abra- 
ham \xi^\{\s Bchaviogr and pifcourfe treats 
one of them as the Lord God himfelf j 
and more particularly, in the Twenty 
fifth Verfe, calls hinj, the JuJge of all the 
Earth. 

To our purpofe then j If it Be certain, 
that Angels have appeared to Men in 
Humane Shape ; If it be certain, that 
under (uch Appearances they have done 
feveral Adions of the Humane Life, 
fuch as Talking, Walking, Eating, Drink* 
ing» and the like ; If it be |!robab!e, 
that God himfelf has fo appeared, and 
under fuch Appearances has alfo done 
the fame Things ; And, laftly, if it be 
certain, that moft- of thofe People, to 
whom luch Appearances have been made, 
have conftantiy taken fuch Appearances 
for the Appearances of God in the Like-^ 
neft of Man : I fay, if thefe Things be • 
fo, as it is probable, by what has been ' 
faW in (hort, that fo they are ; then, as 
we may rationally look upon fuch 
Things as Prefigufations of the Incama** > 
tion; fo may we alfo be fo far from 
tbMini the jtacamationaa ^l^riri;;,! 
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Vol. I. or a^n ImpotTilMlity, that we may be fa* . 

vrv>^ tisfiedf that great^ gooJ^ and »/y^ Men 
have helieved and thought otberwife^ and 
that too upon fuch their own Experience ; 
to which they, who deny an Incarnation, 
neither Jo nor witfi pretend^ unlels they 
will by fuch their Pretence, contradict 
themfelves. Now, if Abraham^ who 
had fuch an intimate Con verfe with God, 
and fo was a much better Judge in the 
Cafe, than we can pretqnd to be, did not 
only acknowledge thjfc Pofthlityj but 
the Reality of an Incarnation too, it may 
foWuch the kfs becbme us to deny it ; 
and that too the rather, becaufe we may 
eafily fatisfy our felves, that }xt'did fo 
believe* And therefc^e I donotqueftion, 
but that there is more in that Saying of 
our Saviour, than is u(ually taken to 
be, [Tour Father Ahrabam rejoiced t^fec 
nry Day^ imd he faw it^ and was glad.] 

J. I would take notice, in the Thtfd 
Place, That where the Scriptures do pro* 
fefledly ^re us the Account of Manis 
Creation, they do frequeotly inculcate 
it upon US| that God oiade Man after 
his own Image and Ufccnefs ; I (ay, fre- 
quently, beoaufe I find k fo delivered 
Sa times in the bee^oing of Genefit^ 
tod in Two Baces, thar is, both toche . 
-ij O Twenty 
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Twenty (ixth and Twenty feventh Verfes VoK I. 
of the Firft Chapter, with an Ingemina- 
tion : And an Ingemtnation does by 
the very way of Exprefllon fummon us 
to a more deliberate attention tOy and 
^hftrvation of what is fpoken. Now tho' 
we do not, with the Anthropomorphites^ 
from fuch repeated Expreflions conclude, 
that God has the Shape and Figure, or 
the Image and Likenefi of Man j yet 
for all that, it will be irapoflTible t;o con* 
ceive any Senfe in the Words, if God 
may not be fb like to a Man, as Man is 
like to God : For the Likenefs with re- 
ference to both muft be the fame (be 
that Likenefs at prefent what it will) 
or eUe there can be no Likene(s at alU 
And to fay, that the Likenefs condfts 
in iloiineis, is too frigid an Interpreta*^ 
tion of fuch an incukated and reiterated 
Exprefiion, and does not very well agree 
with feveral Texts, where fuch Likenefs 
is mentioned ;' nor indeed does it feem to 
come up to the Import of the Exprefllon,. 
And I am therefore perfuaded, that 
the Pattiarchs apprehended^ that there 
was fomething more in it, for the Rear 
fons ofllered under the laft Head For^ 
tho* Mofes^^ who wrote the Hiftory at 
the CreuM)g, lived after thepi f yet if 
G % is 
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VoL Lis it not only poifible, but alfo highly 
probable, that their Notion of the 
Thing fhight be derived down by Tradi- 
tion trom them to bim : And wcmay be 
the rather fotisfied, thatfb it was, becaufe 
after the Floods God does give it as a 
Reafon to Noab^ why that Man s Blood 
(hall be (hed by Man, who (heds Man's 
Blood, becaufe GoJ made Man in his ai»n 
Image. Now, (confidering the Longevity 
of Men in thofe Days) as a Tradition 
from AJam to tfoah^ fo a Tradition from 
Noah to Mcfesy is a very conceivable 
Thing, efpecially in fuch a Cafe, in which 
feverai of the intermediate Defendants 
might reafonably conceive that they had 
had, atleaft, fomething like Experience 
in the Cafe, by converting with God in 
the Likenefs of Man. 

To come up a little clofer to that Point, 
at which we all this while do aim : As 
the Derivation of all Mankind from one 
fole Head and Fountain, which was the 
Jfrft Adam^ was a Type, that all the 
£ledl (hould by Regeneration derive 
from one fole Fountain, which was the 
^cond Adam y and as the Promifc, that 
the Seed of the Woman Jbould break the 
Serpenfs Head^ contained in it a Pro- 
phetick Account of the . manper of the 

Saviours 
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Saviour s Nativity : So the Expredion of Vol. L 
Mans being made after God's [mage and 
Likenefs^ does to me feem to be a Pro- 
leptick Declaration of the Incarnation, 
and, when compared with feveral Places 
in the New Teftament^ may very fairly, 
at this time of Day, be thought to be no 
very dark Prophecy, that God (hould 
be made in the Ltkeneis of Man. For, 
if it were in the Counfel and Foreknow- 
ledge of God, that God (hould become 
Man, and be really united to an Hu- 
mane Body ; then the EKpreHTion, that 
Man was made in the Image and Ukene/s 
vfGod^ will, upon that account, not on- 
iy be warrantable^ but proper. For, when 
God made Adam^ he made him (if I 
may fo Ipeak) by the Samplar in his 
own Mind .• And I may the rather be al- 
lowed fo to fpeak, becaufe in the very 
Making of him, God does feem to fet 
himfelf a Pattern, when he fays. Let us 
make Man inhur Image ^ after our Likenefs. 
And therefore before Man was made at 
aUj and before our Saviour was made 
Mah^ the Exprefjion of Making Man after 
imr LikenefSj and in our Image^ may be 
thought only to give an honorary Pre- 
cedence to our Saviour's Incarnation^ tho* 
the Creation of Man was to have a tem^ 
G 3 porarf 
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Vol. I. ^^iiry Precedence to tlje fame Incarnation.' 
jmTy-s^ And then the Import of the Expreffion^ 
[Let us make Mam in our Image ^ ajter qwt 
Likenefs] will amount to thus much ; Let 
US make Man in that Image^ and accor- 
ding^ to that Likenefs, in which we our 
ielf in the Fulnefs oFTimc;, wUi con verfe 
timong Men. And therefore) « Man in 
his Creation 4s faid to be made in the 
Likeneft of GpJi fo Go J in his Incarnatien 
is faid to be made in the Liknefe of 
Man : So we re^d of GosPs finding his 
Son in the Likenefs ofjinful Flejb^vck the 
* Third Verfe of the Eighth Chapter to 
the Rmans ; and fo ^ain in ttvs Second 
to the fhiUp^ians^ the Fifths Sixih, Se- 
venth, arid Eighth VerjTes, tte Apoftic 
fells us, that Chrijl Jefusheing in the l^om 
ofGod^ thoHght it no RoiSerj to ie j^nal 
pith God^ andtoas made in the likepe& ef 
Man; that is, in the fame Apodlc's Words, 
I Thn. 5, and the I»ft V^rfc, Gfd ipaf 
fnanifejhd in the Flejb. An4 he whp Aall 
confider what Interpretation, the Apo- 
flle in the Second to the Hebrews^ and 
the SiWh Verfe, puts upon the sSixth, 
Seventh, and Eighth Verfes of tl^ie 
Eighth Pfalm^ and what Relation thofe 
ycrfes have to the Twenty fixth and 
Twenty eighth Verfes of the Firft Chapr 
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reir oF^»<^T, may be eafily fatisficd, that Vol. I. 
the Creation of A^am did prefigure our 
Saviour's Incarnation. And ^erefore 
it is remarkaUe to our purpofe, whit we 
meet with in the Twenty feventh Vcrft 
of the Firft Chapter of Gene/Is^ that it 
is there twice faid, that God created Man 
in his own Image; but when the Text 
goes on to fpeak both of the Man and 
the Wmoff, it Is barely faid, that God 
create J them. Agreeable to Whibh, we 
may add what St. Paai lays, in the Firft 
to the Corhthians^ the Eletf'erith Chapter 
and Seventh Verie, where he? tdJs u», 
That fi^ Man is hth the Image w^ Ghry 
tfGed ; but then fpeaking of the iVomak^ 
he only fays, thatyft^ is the Glory of the 
Man. 

Now from the whole we argue, That 
GoJy in whofe Ihiage and Likened Man 
was created, was made in the Ukenefs 
^xid FaQiion of fuch created Man • that is, 
that God, who at firft created Man, was 
afterwards made in the (ame Likenefs 
himfelf; which, in other Words, is the 
fame as, He became Man himfelf. Now 
there neither is, nor can be any doubt, 
but that That God, who became Man, 
was the Word of God alfo. . Now then, 
tf God made Man^ and if the WoM 
G 4 .of 
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Vol •• I. of God made M^n^ and if Gosf w^i madd 

^^•^ Man, and if the W<)rd was made Flcfli, 

that is, Man : Then we rauft firft con- 

trpul, not only the Account of the 

• Qeatjpa given in the Scriptures, but 

(be Account of the tncarn^tioM too ; 

that i$^ we muft in efied: contradid: 

*fhe Old Tefiameut and the liew^ before 

. we can dcrny the Union of ^ God with 

rMan^ that is, before we caadeny the 

Ipcarnation. 

We might to all this add thofe (everal 
Paflagcs in the Old Tejiament^ which 
tfcrii^ to God the Parts of an Humane 
Body^. fi^ch as Ey^^ .E?ir$, Noftrils^ iSsfc 
or Hhimadfe Pofturesi A<3:ions, Paflion«, 
aod the like « Which Ctho' they are ufual- 
iy taken to be nothing more but conde- 
fctnding ExpreHions, fuited to our fi^ble 
Opacities} j-et, fronji what has been 
faid, may be conceived to carry in them 
e farther,, and raoremyfterious Meaming, 
, thjit iSi to have a Regard to the Incarna- 
tion : And tf^at too (o much the rather, 
becaufe, (as Learned Men have obferved) 
it is probable^ that /jnce the fall God 
has ha4 no other Intercourfe with Man- 
kind, but by the Interpofition of the 
Mediator: And thcn^ if fuch Expreili- 
ons are to be applied to the Mediator^ 

(tho 
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^tho* they do not exprefly foretel indeed) Vol. L 
yet they may be thought to infinHate a 
futiire Incarnation. 

Tofum up all then in a few Words : 
As it is a Prefumption to raeafure all 
Po0ilities by the Standard qf our own 
Reafon ; fois it, to meafure allpoffible 
Unions by the Tame Line : For there are 
ajdiually feveral real Unions, which muft 
|bc confefled to be fo^ which yet we 
fliould never have known, if we had not 
been made acquainted with tbeiti by Re- 
velation. - And where Divine Revelation 
(and that, jtoo acknowledged by us for 
fuch) does in as plain Words as cut 
poffibly be made uCe of^ difcoyer to us 
the Perfonal Union of 1 God and Man 4 
and when it does moreover, ,by feverial 
Gradations, gently lead us (if our Wit 
fulnefs or G)nceitednefs do not make us 
hang back:) I. fay, when the Revelati- 
ons of God dp gently lead us into fiich 
a Belief, how dare our ihort-fighted 
Reafon contradiSl the Truth of the Difeor 
very^ or limit the Efficacy of Omnipotence t 
Do we npt know, that i^ him we li^ 
and move^ and have our iheing ? . and that 
it hcwere not-prefcntwith us, weicoij^d 
.neither think, -noV reafon, nor perfcMrm 
any the ^diftj^ry A<aions.or. Offices :fi 

• ' * " ' ' ^ " \ Life? 
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Vol. f . life ? And do we think his Power (6 re^ 
flraioed, that be cannot, when the Pur- 
pofes of his infinite Mercy and Goodnefs 
invite him to it, I fay, do we think, that 
tie cannot more intimately unite himr 
ie^ to any of us, than he has done in 
the more familiar and ordinary Ways? 
Wc believe, that he wUl do fo in ano- 
ther WorkI ; and it mufl: be fomething 
vwy fat out of our reach, which neither 
£fe ba^b ften, Her Ear bear J, mr com en- 
ter i*to tbe Heart of Man tt conceive. And 
3ree we need not at allqueftion, but that 
-God can make a more intiMte Union 
tetween himfeif and Man , than what 
vfxW be required to our deOgned HapiM- 
nefi: And therefore, wheft heteUs us, 
idiat he bos done (b, it would be very 
proper for us to refign ouffhiQow Rea- 
^n. and to take his Word. 

One Remark I would leave here, be- 
fofe I leave oflT this Head; and that is, 
"That tho' in the Inftances producied it has 
9q>peared, thaft Angels often^ and that (^ at 
leaft probably:^ GM^yW/rmrrhasappear- 
adto Men in Humane Bodies; and that 
tbey havte in fudi Bbdies exerdfed leveral 
^ndioiis <^ an Humane Life and Na- 
ore; and that therefore they were (b 
united to fticb Bodies, that, to the Ap" 

prehea* 
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judged to be an Union or God and MaA ; 
yet we do not all this while either a(Iefr> 
or pretend to maintain, that thofe Un^ 
oHs were fuch, or h iothnate, as tbtt 
which was ejchifaited to as in the Inoama- 
tiofl of owe Siviawr. For, we have not 
offeved the feveral loiboces of Divine 
Appearances totxpla'm the Mtmer how 
tbe Unipia ismade, but only to facHitare 
the Ctft/iiiiit^ of it. For, ifweareon<« 
fatiified of the Ufi^ it is oo great matter, 
tfao' we ate ipfrlna of the fffi. For« a 
reafiiiailc &Uefof the Po^tity of the 
9rhi^, wiU wipe away «U Arguments 
itbat fiiaU pretend to maintain ks Alfuf- 
dity i and the Pfij^iHihf of it, . when back;> 
led with fev«raj lexprefs and Ueeral Revcw 
labons <f its €ettakity , will be abim^ 
daatly fufficieiK to mtKe o«r BeUifiifk 
certain. Tilt>fe who pr«bend to go far- 
ther, tmd «ie not conceited .till they ofier 
to othiers a nice" Explication, how iihii^ 
and ocher fuch like MyAtries are brought 
*to paTs, do oa\y pla^e theoifelves in the 
Dark, aad ever t^r tb»t Humble «n4l 
founder «|jc «very Step they take. It iS 
better in fuch Otfes tp be mddeft and 
wife ; and truly we ihall therefot'e apftovc 
f)ur fclves mfcy if we keep our felves mo-. 
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Vol. L Jeft. Alas I we know not how any one 
E^d in Nature is produced, the' fuch 
Things lie expofed to bur narrowed: 
Search and Di(qui(ition. And if we are 
Strangers to the Methods of God's Work- 
ing in thefe ordinary and obvious Things, 
with which we daily converfe, why ftiould 
we pretend to trace him in his deeper and 
more myfterioos Counfels; in fuch 
Things , which he has covered with a 
thicker Veil} Things, that are hid from 
Principalities and Powers, and fuch a$ 
the Angels themfelvesdefire tolook into? 
In fuch Cafes then it is weU enough with 
us, if we have fnificient GrounJ for our 
Faith ^ tho* we can difcover ;iwfib/»g to 
fjratifie oQr Curhfity. And our Faith in 
iiich Truths mud: then be (Ironger, and 
more firai, when we have not only the 
^xpreft and plain Word of God, that fo 
Things are $ but when we have alfb the 
concurrent Satisfaction of our own Rea- 
fon, that fo they may be. And if any 
thing that has been faid, may but only 
fo far help our Faith in thp Article of the 
Incarnation, then Ifaope that we (hall no 
longer qtieflion it, Much lefs contradidl 
and gain*fayit, and lead of alt defpite 
and ricicule it/ - 

But 
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But tho' I would willingly hope, that Vol. li 
what has already been offered, may help 
to perfuade the Poffibility, and therefore 
alfo the Credibility of the Incarnation; 
yet I do not at all queftion, but that a. 
great many other Things will fall in to 
confirm and ratific fuch a Poffibility. For, 
when we (hall come to make out the Ex;- 
piation made by our Saviour^ we ihall 
then perceive fuch an Harmony and Con- 
gruity between that Expiation and the 
Incarnation, that we (hall be (atisfied, that 
all tho(e RevelationSi which mention xbQ 
one,do at the fame time confirm the other ; 
and that the Truth of each is therefore 
the more certain and firm, becaufe the 
Support is mutual. Which they feem to 
be aware of, who endeavour to invalidate 
the Dodrine of the Incarnation ; becaufe 
for that purpofe they never boggle in 
their Attempts to evacuate and make null 
the Dodh'ine of a GoJpeURedemption • and 
break through a multitude of exprefs 
Texts, not to fay the Tenor of the whole 
Gofpel, to make good fuch their Attempt. 
But we muft leave the farther Profecution 
of the(e Things to another Place> becaufe 
when they are laid together, their Evi- 
dence and Reafonablenefs Will appear 
more plain and fadsfadory. ;

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Vol, !• Irt the mean time, I would offer fome

been already laid down; ihatfothe Do* 

«9^rine delivered may as well promote our 

Viety^ as increafe our Faith. 

Now the Dodrine of our Saviour's In- 
carnation in order to our Redemption 
does contain in it 

I. Fir ft, Matter of Praife znd Thanks- 
giving ; and, 

a. Diretftions how to pay fuch Praife 
and Thankfgiving, as wc ought. 

' In our Profccution of the Firft of which 
Things, I woulc^ defire all Chriftians fe- 
rioufly to confider, that they ought the 
more heartily and devoutly to praife God 
our Saviour, that he was pleafed to take 
upon him our Flelh, in order to our Re- 
demption; becaufc our Condition, by rea- 
fon of our Sins , was fo defpcrate and 
forlorn, that neither our own Repentance^ 
/ nor our own Punilhmfcnt, no nor the Pu- 
niffament or InterpoTition of the Angels , 
could ever 'have redeemed us from that 
Curfe, which we, by fuch pur ^ns, had' 
brought upon our felves. For, as for our 
reives, it is moft certain, tbtt we are le(s 
able to return to out Iimoeeace, after we 
hw^JtuniJ; than we were to retain our 
Iqpocence befetewe had /i^^lt. For, every 

Sin 
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Sin ( as our fad Experience may eafily Vol. L 
inform us} weakens our Ability to rdtft w^\r^ 
Sin ; and it is far more eafie to preferve 
our Innocence, than to refflore it: And 
then, when our Ahility is made^ weaker^ 
and our Bufnefs is become greater^ we 
may eafily judge, that fuch our Bufine(s 
is very likely to go undone. For which 
Reafon, as well as for feveral others, for- 
merly mentioned, we may be fure, that 
when we had once brought our fel ves into 
a Hnfui, and , for that Reafon , into a 
miferable Condition ; we had , by the 
fame Means, put it out of our Power to 
redeem our felves from fuch Sin, and 
from fuch Mifery. And it is as certain, 
that no Man ever was or will be able fo 
to do, as it is cercain, that all Men are. 
Mortal : For, Death is .the IVages of Sin. 
And as the Experiment has pa(fed the Ted, 
that Mankind cannot fave it felf from its 
Sin ; fo it has as good as done fo, that nei- 
ther can the Angels fave it : For if they 
could, tbes they would in Nature ftr^. 
have done fiich a Kindnefs for themfelve&; 
Butthe Condition of the falo-Angels dif- 
covered tQ w by Bevehtiw^ afiures us, 
that there is. nc^poflibility for them to do. 
fuch aKindtiel^ fpr tkemfelvissi ^nd (hen, 
. 9effof$ wittrMll us, tliic Qeitb^r can they. 

Ao 
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Vol. L do it for Man. Herein then was the Love 
w/'W/ of our Saviour manifefted, and mightily 
inhancedt that he was pleafed to ftep in 
for our Reicue, when we can difcover no 
other way for our Efcape. And, if there 
be not Salvation in any other, then we 
may be fure, that our greateft Praife and 
Acknowledgments are due to him, who 
alone cohU bring us Salvation, and who 
alone has brought it j and fo has not re- 
fufed us that Mercy, which he alone was 
qualified to beftow. 

%. We ought to magnifie and praife our 
Saviour, not only becaufe he was plea- 
fed to undertake our Redemption, when 
he alone could make good fuch an Under- 
taking ; but that alfo, to make fuch his 
'Undertaking good, he was pleafed to 
take \jpon him our Nature^ and to come 
down to us in tliat Nature, The Con- 
defcention of the Mercy ought to mag- 
nifie his Praife in our Mouths, and in our 
Hearts too ; and with Aftonilhment, and 
an humble Adoration, we may well cry 
out with the PJalmifl^ Lord^ what is Man, 
that thou art thus mindful of him > or the 
Son of Man^ that thoufo regardefi himf 
We know well eno\Jgh, that God does 
every day ftoop to the ReUcf ofourN^ 
ceffities: His £yc goes through the^ 
.J World, 
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World, and' all Things are under his In- Vol. h 
/pecSkion and Care ; and he, who feed- w^'^v'm 
cth the young. Ravens, that call upon 
him, and cloaths the very Gra(s of the 
Field with Ornament and Beauty, docs 
alfo provide for the Support and Welfare 
of him, who is made after his own image. 
But then this is the Care of his ordinary 
Providence : Andbecaufe the Providence 
is ordinary, therefore alfo it is too gene- 
rally negledcd by us, and the Familiari^ 
ty of it does bring it into Contempt^ 
But when he engages himfclf to free us 
from a greater Mifchief than Famine ot 
Nakednefs, that is, from our. Sins, then^ 
as the Mercy is greater^ fo alfo is the Me^ 
thod^ by which he brings it to us, more 
inumderful and afionijhing. For, in this lad 
Cafe, he does not only floop to our 
U^ants^ but to our Condition alfo : And 
he^ who would not execute hxs Judgtnenti 
upon Sodom^ till he came down to fee , 
whedier the Cry of their Sins wero fo oi? 
no, would neither beftow his greated 
Bleffing without a perfodal Vifit. Hd 
brought the Salvation, which he defigned 
to leftou> ; and then appeared in the great^ 
eft tiwnility^ when he was about to diP 
play the Glory of his mofi endearing At- 
tributi. For, bis Condefeenfion, then to 
H take 
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Vol. I. take upon him the Form of a Servant^ 
w/^r^-^ when he defigned to become a Saviour; 
nay, therefore to do the Firfl^ hecauje he 
defigned to be the La^, was Mercy mixed 
with Sweetnefs J and when he put on our 
Condition /in order to the conveying 
(uch his Mercy to us, we ftand bound in 
Gratitude to acknowledge the ConJefcen- 
fouy as well as the Mercy. We receive the 
Favours of great Perfonages (efpecially 
if they do them to us in Terfon^ and not 
by Froxie ) with Deference and Refped: 
And tho' it may perhaps be but a Smile, 
or a gracious Nod ; yet becaule even fuch 
little Things bring along with them the 
Tokens of a condefcending Kindnefs,they 
are therefore entertained with a ;Vy/«/ 
Welcome^ as well as with an humhle Ac* 
kMpwleJgf&^ent. If therefore we would but 
' behave our felves in proportion to our 
condefcending GoJ^ as we do to our con- 
defcending Fellow-Creatures^ we ought in 
reafon to receive his Vifit to us,that brings 
Salvation with it, not only with humble 
AcknowleJgwents , but with humWe Ado- 
rations too. And when we find, that he 
does not difdain to take care in his own 
Perfon (if I may fo fpeak) of our Happi- 
nefs and Salvation, wefhouldbe ojffici- 
oufly ambitious of fetting forth hisHooour 

and 
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and Praife, for fuch his Condefcenfion^ and Vol. !• 
for fiich his Care. 

:j. We ought to praife our God, not 
only that he condefcended to be united 
to our Nature^ and fo to take upon him 
our C9ndition^ in order to oUr Redemption j 
but his Praife ought ftill to be fo much the 
n$ore magnified, that he {looped to Sin^ 
ners^ as well as' Creatures ; and that the 
grand Defign of his Condefcenfion, was 
the Saving of his Enemies. We (land at an 
infinite Diftance firom him, as we are his 
Creatures ; but we ftand in an infinite 0/- 
pofition to him, as we are Sinners. In the 
Firji Cafe we are capable of his Bounty ; 
but in the Lafl^ ^t forfeit bis Mercys and 
had he obliged us to (land the Award of 
our own Deferts, Vengeance had been, as 
our miferahle^ fo our juft Portion. Now 
our Natural Sen(e tells us, that a Favour 
to an Enemy ^ is at leaft a double Favour : 
It requites Good for Evil, and does a 
Man a Benefit^ even againft his own En- 
deavours. Now he, who has (b much 
Bowels of Mercy, as to relieve his Ene- 
my J as he has a very noble Temper^ fo he 
deferves a very noble Character. But dill 
this Charader muft run higher, if he (hall 
re(cue his Enemy from that Mifchiefv;hich 
he had pulled upon himfe If by his E$mitj 
H X towards 
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Vol. I. towards his Deliverer. And this is the 
' Cafe oRfinful Man with relation to his 5a- 
Dtour : For our Sins had not oijly Jefer^ 
ved^ but had alfo provoked the Plagues of 
Juftiee ; they were Aifts oiHoftility againjQ: 
God, and carried in them Malice as well 
as Ingratitude. And in fuch a Cafe, Reafon 
and Jufticc will teach us to expeca*, that 
ahufij Omnipotence Ihould vindics^ it felf 
with Severity of P^etigeance* But the Coo- 
defcenfion and Mercy of our Saviour has 
taught us otherwife, and may eafily coo- 
vioce us, that the Hodilities of impotent 
Creatures do not always extinguifli the 
Love of htm that made them ; that he 
pities the Peeviftinefs^ and even Wilfulnefs 
of his Children; and that he fo confiders 
their Wcaknefles and Ipiperfedioos, that, 
in commiferation to their feeble Conditio 
on, he lets his Pity take place of his Seve- 
rity, and h fo fs^r from dealing with theoi 
according to their Deferts, that he inter*- 
pofesfor their Refcue; for th^ir Refcue 
from t\iQ\FAlly^ and from the Feng/^ance 
of Sin ; and even (loops to the Lowfiefs of 
their Condition as Cr^aiures^ that he may 
favethem from the Mifery of their Coa- 
ditioa as Sinners. And becaufe iq doing 
fo, he does many ways make the Wonder 
of hlji Love and' Condc^^enfion appear 

mil 
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ftiJI greater and greater ; therefore it will V<^. L 
bi^ our Duty more and more to magoifie 
him for (uch his Condefienfim ; tad for 
fudh his Ldve. 

4. We ought to praife God our Saviour^ 
as that for our Redemption he was pleafed 
to condefcend to oUr Condition, by being 
clothed with our Fleih^ foalfo, in that by 
being fo clothed, hfcpaffeJ th^faln Angels^ 
atid took not their Nature upon him. It is 
a Remark made by the AutlK>r to: the H?- 
Iriws^ that betook not oh him the: Nature of 
Angels, i«r/ he took mbim tbe'Sttd ofAbnr 
ham. Iknow weU«nobgh, that it isobje- 
ded^That the Originial imports, that he 
took not hoU of the Ailgels, but he took 
hoUdi the Seed ofAiraham ; and it is con« 
fefled, that the Greek will admit and ap- 
prove fiich an Interpretation } and (^which 
ismorejthe Interpretation is clofe and pro- 
per fb far as concerns the Langnaffi but 
then it is not full, fo far, as concerns the 
Context : For when we are told iejore that 
he took part of the fkfh and Blood whereof 
his ChiUren were made ; and when \!V^ are 
toW immediately after the Words, that in 
all things it behoved him to he made like 
unto his Brethren^ fbat he might h a me/:^ 
ciful Hlgh-Priefl ; we may eaiily alkrw, 
that ht took on hkn the Nature of foch 




% 
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Vol. I, his Children, and of fuch his Brethren* 
But that by the by, to aflert and make 
good the Propriety and Validity of our 
Englijh Tranflation, againft the Adverfa* 
ries of the Incarnation. But more dire- 
<ftly to our purpofe : Since the Son of 
God, the Saviour, of Mankind, was plea- 
fed to interpofe for the Redemption of 
fain Man^ but did not do fo for the Re- 
demption of fain Angels ; it muft be con- 
feflcd, that the Iqfi and forlorn Condi- 
eion of the ^ir^, when compared to the 
rc^ar^ ^/Condition of the other ^ muft needs 
afford a weighty Ailment of Praife and 
Thankfgiving to Man^ when he finds his 
own Safety and Welfare preferred by the 
Saviour, to that of Angels^ and has not 
only a Poffihility ,. hut alfo the comforta- 
ble Hopes 2SiA (if it be not his own fault) 
an Ajfurance of that Salvation^ of which 
they muft for ever defpair. Now, Natu- 
ral Rea(on might perhaps incline us to 
think, that the Refcue of the fain Angels 
by a Saviour might therefore have been a 
more honourable Purchafe^ becaufe the 
Angels are a more noble Creature ; and 
the Dignity of fuch a Creature might feeni 
to countenance the preference of (uch a 
Purchafe. But in thefe Things our Reafon 
is fhort-fighted, and We may eafily judge 
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amifi^ becaufe we judge in the Dark. Thus Vol. I. 
much, however, to our prefent purpofe, v-^v-n^ 
we are fure of, and that is,that it is a great* 
er Condefccnfion to (loop to the Relief 
of an inferiour Creature ; and that where 
there is fuch a Condefcefifion , there that 
Creature is obliged to the greater Gratis 
tfide. And this is confefledly our Qafe ; 
and therefore fuch Gratitude is undoubt- 
edly our Duty. Let us ^therefore with 
Heart and Voice rejoice in this miracu* 
lous Salvation of our God ; the Salvation 
which old SimepH/aWj znd emiraceJ before 
his Death ; the Salvation, which St. John^ 
the Beloved Difciple, tells us^ was from the 
heginning^ which we have heard, which we 
have (een with our Eyes^ which we have 
looked i^^M, and our HapiJs have handled 
of the Word of Life : That is, in a few 
Words ; The Word of Life, the Son of 
God, the Saviour of the World, by his 
Incarnation made manifeft to our Senfes, 
and by the fame Incarnation qualified to 
be our Sacrifice, our High-Prieft, our Re^ 
deemer. To him therefore he Glory and 
Praife in all Churches of the Saints. Amen. 
But that we may learn to praife him 
aright, both for the Greatnefs and Con- 
detoenfion of his Mercy too; let us 
take thefe few , and following Rules, 
H 4 to 
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Vol. I. to guide us id our Pradice of fuch Prai- 
v^^rwfes. For a verbal Thankigiving b too 
poor an Offering for fo fuperlative a 
Bleflingj andtopraife God, whofearch^ 
the Heart , with our Lips, when we do 
not do it with our Hearts ^ is in deed 
and truth to mock him. That we may 
not therefore if/creafi our Sim , when 
we pretend to perfotm our Duty ^ 'we 
may do well to guide our Gratitude in 
the Cafe by thefe following Directions* 
And, 

X. Did our God condefc^nd to take 

upon him our Flejh^ that he might by 

his hfirhHions^ by his E^ample^ by his 

£i/i?, and by his Death; punkafe to hi»h 

feif a peculiar Pedpie; tedhM of g^dd 

Pl^orks^ and fo from a finf ul and degeritf- 

rous Condition , exalt Us tb a State of 

Holinefs, and by Confequedce of H«^ 

pinefs : Then we ought to meet Qur 

God in luch his gracious Defign ; and 

by lifting our Hearts towards Heaven, 

and lo by fctting them upon Heaventy 

Things, to endeavour to be boly^ M M 

is holy. It is a noble AmbitW, and 

complies with the Counfel Q«d Defign of 

his Incarnation : For it WfH engage our 

Souls in higher Flights of Duty, and reft- 

der us fit Inhabitafi|:s of chat Place, where 

Holinefs 
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Hdiinefs is both the greateft bappinefs, Vol. I. 
aiftl the greateft Ornannient. For, tho' s. 
fdAie of God s Attributes ate fb peculiar 
fo himfelf, that they are utterly incom- 
tfrahicable t6 any of his Creatures; fuch 
tctt his Omnip^iHce^ fais Omnifhienci^ and 
the like { yet there arc others, which HB 
ha^ not only prtprfioi to otar imitaboit, 
but which fllfohe has cvHtmandeJ us t0 
imitate ; aikl fuch are his Love^ \asMer<y^ 
his Juftic$i in i)ne Wotd, his Holinefi. 
Ahd therefore &e does require »x tobB 
hdy, beeaufe he i& holy. And it woolil 
b64idhafd matter to make it* out, thit 
tin Holinefs i$ 'his prime arid leading At-f 
fribute^' fueh as ^gtides and'tbddud^s all 
ehfefeft >'AwdihSW!foire'th6'1ifebeOm^ 
nipotent, yfit for ail' that, he dwinot- dbj 
it).f thing tteic y* unjiift'-lec^e he is!

The Attempt 
is great and generous, and worthy the 
Endeavours of our bed Endowments, and 
mod noble Faculties : For, if we chear- 
fully ca(t off our Sins, and, by a coo- 
ilantand fmcere Pradiceof H€4ine(s9 do 
make it our Bufine(s to be like our Savi- 
our, holy and undefiled, as he our 
High-Pricft was, we fliall in fome Senfe 
lift our felves above the Earth, even 
while we inhabit in it ; and.tho' we can- 
not get up to Heaven, yet we (hall, by 
that means, bring Heaven €loum into our 
Souls, and fo (hall in ibme mea^fure an- 
ticipate our confummate Happioels. And 
fince the grand Defign of our Saviour's 
Humiliarion in his Incarnation, was to 
engage us to this holy Ambition ; let us 
have a care, that we do not defeat fuch 
his Defign, and our own greateft Hopes. 
X. Did our Saviour, by taking our 
Fle(h and Blood, and fo uniting it to 
himfelf, conlecrate our Nature to the 
great and noble Purpofes of Holinefs and 
Mercy i And did he alfo, by fo doing, 
fo intimately unite us to himfelf, that 
we are Fk(h of his. Fle(h, Bone of his 
Bone, and Members of his Body f Then 
this (hould teach us, to have a more fa- 
cred and eipecial Care, by no means to

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pollute That, which he has fo confecra- Vol. L 
ted. And therefore what St. Paul fays v^v^ 
in the Cafe of Fornication, [Shail I take 
the Members of Chrifi^ and make them , 
the Memhers of an Harlot} God foriid^ 
that we may (ay in all other like Cafes ; 
Shall we take the Members of Chrifi^ 
and make them |he Members of a Drun- 
kard, of ah unclean, of an intemperate 
Perfon, or indeed of any other Sinner 
whatlbever ? God forbid. For, we (hould 
be afhamed to abufe our Bodies, which by 
his Incarnation are fo nearly allied to 
his Body, that they are the fame Fle(h 
and Blood with it : I fay, we (hould be 
alhamed to abufe them by fuch Pradices, 
which we mull . needs know, his Soul 
abhors : And this our Shame (hould 
therefore be attended with the greater 
Confu(ion, becaufe whereas he took up* 
on him our Fleih, that in that Fle(h he 
might work out our Salvation ; we, whea 
we employ it in any Sin, do indeed em- 
ploy it to its own utter Ruine and Dam^ 
nation. Let us therefore have a care, 
that we be fober, chafte, temperate; 
becaufe otherwife we bring a Scandal 
upon our greatefl: Friend and Benefador: 
For, by abufmg our ovon Bodies, when 
weourfelvesare Members of bis Body,

for their Saviduf's Incarnatioh, the Prai- 
fe's bf Meti^ by thdir Manner of doing it, 
cte- rehder tnemfelvds more viii than 
Beifflsi Which l»radice, as it is in it felf 
i)M8%aeely vile ^hd wichJ; fo it has 
brought fuch a Scandal upon the Duty 
by foch'its Wjckednels, that not a few 
(y rid tllbfe toio diew^M and zealous Chrifti- 
m^'iW ihtvt Zeal and Devotion does 
indeed;' Want Wifdortl) have leaped over 
iftt<^Vhe oth6r fextreme, and have utterly 
dHalloft^ed ahy Comirtieiiioration of the 
InfihitS' Bteffing' :« all. So eafily do 
fbdifli Men ruh;irM:0 Extremes On both 
S\St&s, and leav«^tfte 6oIden Mean to be 
^riiSHfed only by a few, that is, by the 
ihil'yWife.- --'-irfi^-^ 

3. Did 
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;. Did pur Saviour hunjble himfelf to VqI, I. 
our Nature and Condition, in order to 
the working out of our Salvation ? 
Then this (hould teach us to be like him 
in this very refped:, and not to difdain 
to (loop to our Inferiours, when by fuch 
our Condefcenfion we may any ways ad- 
vantage their Welfare and real IntereiSt 
And for our doing fo, we have in 'pkrx 
the mpft noble fccaraple, that evf r yef 
the World was made acquainted wiih : 
For, in this Cafe we imitate the Qonde- 
(cenfion of our Lord and Mafler : Nay, 
when pi|r Compaflion ftoops lowed, it 
only ftoops to omx Fellow-Creatures^ diolc 
who are made of the fame Lump of Clay 
with our felves, and thofe who (as 
Things may fall out) may be as helptul 
and uieful to us a|;ain. So that when 
we coniefcend to relieve them^ we do, by 
fo doing, te^b them to relieve m^ if 
ever the (ame, or the like Miferies with 
theirs, (hould become our o\x>n. And vi*e 
are fure, that Things may fo fall out, as 
we are fure, that we are Men. Now 
becaufe our God did condefcend to our 
Nature for the Relief of our Mifery, 
when the Condefcenfion and the Kindnefs 
was only Hh^ and when the Benefit 
waspnly Onrs^ Ihall not we the rather

' when by fuch our Pradice we do com- 
miferate at leaft our Own ^^/f Conditi- 
on ? Shall the Son of Gocf, by taking up- 
on himfelf our Nature, make our Con- 
dition His^ in order to his more fenfible 
Companion of fuch our Condition, and 
ihaUnot we condefcend for the Relief 
of thofe of our own Kind ; which, after 
one Remove, is for the Relief of our 
fehesi For, if we be too proud in the 
Cafe to fioop to our Inferiours ; yet me- 
thioks we ihould not be too proud to 
imitate our God : And if the Infirmities 
of the one will not engage us to Con- 
defcenfion in order to Compafton j yet 
one would in reafon be apt to think, that 
the Example of the other might do fuch a 
thing. We ought therefore, in order to 
our Exaltation, to learn from him, that 
to do any good to our calamitous Bro* 
ther, is not to debafe our felves : For our 
Charity is not the lefs, but rather the 
more noble, for being extended to a 
thatched Cottage ; and a perfonal Vifit 
to the meaneft Man, where it is likely 
to prove beneficial to him, will always 
wear this Charader, That it is a glorious 
Imitation of the Lord of Glory, who 
did not difdain a perfonal Vifit to the 

m^nell 
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meameft of his Creatures, whom he had VoK L 
mdowed with Capacities of receiving *>vnj 
that his ineftitnable Blefling, without 
which they muft have been for ever 
miferable. 

4. Did our Saviour not only come to 
us clothed id our Flefh^ but did he alio 
put 00 the Form of a Servant^ in order to 
the Purchafe of our Redemption > Then 
this his Example ihould inftrud: us to do 
our very beft Works with Meeknefs and 
Humility. We are very apt to think our 
ordinary Performances, QH in My degree 
pious}i to be extraordinary good ; and 
not a few of us put fuch a Value upon 
our good Deeds, that we fpoil that 
little Goodnefs that is in them, by our 
over-valuing them; and our fpiritual 
Pride, like the Fly in the Box of Oint* 
ment, robs chem of their good Smell and 
Savour : But it muft be confeded, that 
in fo doing we do not imitate our Lord 
and Mailer, who was meek and lowly^ 
and by his Self-denial aicribed fuch his 
Good Works, which could not be hid, 
entirely to God's Glory. Why! wha^t 
Graces we have, do confefledly come 
from God, the Author and Giver of eve- 
ry good thing ; and therefore to afertbe 
the Goodnefs of any thing we have, or

Ufurpation and Robbery. For, i we may 
as well afcribe to pur felves our Nataraly 
as we may our Spiritual Life : Both the 
one and the other derive from an higher

he who has taught us by his Word tp ac- 
count our fel vcSjWhen we have done all wc 
can, but tufpraJftal/eScrv^nts^ has taught 
us by his Example to do more. For, He 
did exadly fulfil the Law, and bis Obe- 
dience was perfe<ft ; and yet, for all tliat, 
his Humility was great. And then, in 
reaibn, bccaufe our Performances are lefs^ 
CHir Humility ought to be fjeater. For, 
as Moie^j (lu>iild make us humble, when 
we'do vi>ell ; fo our Defe^ in fo doing, 
ftiould make us more fo. And therefore 
our Saviour's Example, which (hewed 
forth the grcateft Humility in the hi- 
chievement of the greateft and noblefl: 
Performances, fhould oblige us, poor, im- 
potent, defedive Creatures, to a greater 
Cwere thatpoffible) Humility. 

f. Lallly,. Did our Saviour come 
down in our Fleih, to fave Sinners^ both 
from the Slavery and Filth of Sin, and 
from the Wages of Sin too ? Then this 
ihoald engage our Endeavours to refcue 
ftAqers from fhe Ettot of their Ways,

T N order to our Vindication of the 
X Counfd of God for the Salvation 
of finfiil Man^ To far iforth as he has 
been pdeafed to make maoifeft fuch bis 
Coan(H by the Revelations of his Word ; 
we havenudeit out, tlstt we had brought 
oar feives into fo ioAom^ Condition by 
our Sins, that. To far as Reafoa ^nded 
by Revelation can difcover, there was 
no podible Way Id't for oar RecknsptioD, 
but only by the^cajraation of the Son 
of God. And io 'purfujt of ibch our po- 
^gn, we have in ourla^ Chapter mad^ 
it good. That the Son of God was veify 
Gc^ and very Man i <lod and Man vaA^ 
ted in one Perfon, <x God Incarnate. That

this is a Truth profcfledly and exprefly Vol. I. 
declared in the Scriptures, and that too 
in fuch Words, that it is impolfible to cx« 
prels any thing whacfoever more plain- 
ly or more fully. That what the Spirit 
fo declares in the Scriptures^ is in no 
wife diftgreeable to our Natural Reafon • 
and that upon both Accounts in Conjun- 
dion, it is to be admitted into our Chrijii^ 
an Belief. For, undoubtedly, whatever 
God fpeaks, that is notdifagrceable to our 
Reaibn^ ought by usXo to be adm^itted. 

Now becaufe, in order to a Gofpel* 
Salvation > a Gofpel-Forgivenels is re- 
quired ; and becaufc, in order to a Gof- 
pel-For^vencls, an Expiation is requi- 
red ; and becaufe we have already made 
it good. That no meer Creature can by 
any Means whatfoeyer make out fuch 
an Expiation : Therefore we ihal), in 
what is now to follow, make it our Bufi- 
nck to (hew. That f he Incarnation of the 
Spn of God is (as by the Scriptures, fo 
alfb} by Natural Reafon, th? moft con- 
grous Means,andthe bed acconimodated^ 
tor the making gpod of fuch an Expia- 
tion, For, we may be very fure, that 
the All-wife God al\y.ay« makes ufe of tlie 
mod proper M^ans to bring about the 
Defignsof his Counfels / And wc may 
\x . be 
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•V<I>1' f . be furealfo; that where" lit himfelf t6Vt4 
us, that he-makes ufe'bf any'MeafiS'for 
the bringing any fuch-his^Deftgnstb pafs, 
that whslt in fuch a Cife he tells us; is 
Truth. If^ therefore he tells us, that-he' 
employed the Incarnation of his Son^for' 
the Exptation of Sin, or that his Son Was 
Incarnate in order to fuch Expktion; we 
may, for tliat Reafon -alone ,* (ipyet 
thfre were- no other) 'be rationally fa- 
tisficd, that fuch his' Son s Incarnaribh' 
was a proper Mea^ -of t>ringihg (6 piafs! 
ftich an £>fjiiatiorT/ ^for^ 'the Methods 
qt G^rf'j Proceeding^ Tti 'ftnyXafe^^'ivlVat- 
foever, are therefore W?/^; tccaufe* they 
are his \^ And if at afry tinie we::canri0t 
difcover the Wifdonc! of 'fuch MethoSs/ 
it would be both mbdeft and* wife in us

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«ences, that they laborioufly and indu- Vblf t 
ftrtoufly. endeavour; to bring down, the 
moft exprefs Revelations ot God to the 
Standard of fuch their Rcafon ) butfcem 
to take no Car^ to bring their Reafon to 
ran Accommodation with fuch Revelations. 
. But to return to our Defign^ which is 
to make it out. That the Incarnation of 
the Son of God is a Means wifely, as 
well as mercifully prdained for making 
grood the Expiation of Sin: ^Lct us firll 
hear what the Spirit faith, ^who in the 
Fourth to the Ephefians^ the Fo^urth and 
fifth Verfes, tells us. That vih^n the Ful- 
nefs of Time was come^ GoJ fent .forth his 
iSw, maile of a iVqrnan^ wade under the 
Laiv^ (that is, his 3on was Incafnftte,aod 
was under the Law, and therefore, made 
fo, as to be obliged to b^ obedient to it} 
to redeem them that were, under the Law^ 
that we might re(;eivf> the ' Adoptio.nof Sons. 
And when we are tojd in oneplace^Tfeat 
the Son of Cod was niunffeftedfort thts^iary 
pitrpofe^ ttfat he might dejlroy the Wvrks of 
the Devil i and in, another, Xhat-^d- was 
manifefi to take 'away Sin: And ;when lO 
anfwer to^ and .explain the Meaning ^/ 
^hcfe Places, wg are aflTu red from -ot h'ar 
Placesj that at lejift one Way of his taking 
•away Sins was h th^ Sacrifice of himf elf ^ 
^ . ' I ^ as 
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Vol, I. as in tfte Twenty fixtli Verfe of the Ninth 
%y>/'^^ to the Hebrews; and that he appeared for 
that wry purpofe^ in the (ame Place : And 
when we add to all this, what we find in 
the Fifth Verfe of the following Chapter, 
that God had prepared him a Body ; and in 
the Tenth Verfe, that we are fanSifiedi 
(that is, our Sins are put away) through 
the offering of the Body ofjefus Chrifi once 
for all^ wko (as St. Feter fpeaks^ his own 
felfhare our Sins in his own Body on a Tree : 
I fay, when the Spirit of God does all a- 
long in^;he Scriptures exprefly and cate- 
gorically tell us, That our Saviour fuffer- 
cd in his Body, Ihed his Blood, loft his 
Humane Life for our Sins, for the Re- 
miflTion of Sin, for the Redemption of 
Sinners j when it does in feveral Places 
compare his Death to the Expiatory Sa- 
crifices under the Law • when it calls him 
the LamB of God, (alluding to the Pafchal 
Lamb) that taketh away the Sins of the 
World; When it tells us, that he is the 
Propitiation for our Sins^ and the like ; it 
does by thefe, and fuch like Ex{i)reirions 
(as much as Words can do it^ acquaint us 
at the fame time, that he fuffered \n his 
Body , and died to atone for and to expi- 
ate our Sins. And therefore all the un- 
couth and forced Interpretations of thefe 

and 
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fifld fuch like Texts (which yet are a Vol. f. 
multitude J that ftttempt to evacuate their 
plain Meaning, may as foon perfuade an 
honeft and fincere Man, that the Scrip- 
tures both of the Old and /Sfe» Tefiament 
are a Book full of CoUuAon trnd Prevari- 
cation, as they may, thzt Je/$is Chrift ojjt 
Saviour did not die to expiate the Sins 
of Mankind. And were I not afTured of 
God's Providence, I fliould be apt to fear, 
that the Devil ntight in time fo bring 
Thirds about, that if he could upon Pre- 
tences of Reafon wipe away that part of 
the £i^^ that concerns our Saviour's /«« 
carnation^ and the Relation which that has 
to Man's RtJemption^ that he might at 
kft raife his Hopes of blotting out the 
v^le Chrifiian Religion. For, to tell us, 
that our .^viour is only fuch a Man, as 
other Men are, but on|ly conceived in a 
different, and therefore more wonderful 
manner j to tell us, that he died patient- 
ly, tho' wrongfully, only that he might 
give us an Example of an exad: Patience, 
and of an entire ^ubmiHTion to God's Pro- 
vidence; tfo tell us, that he was flaina 
Sacrifice only to confirm the Covenant of 
Grace^ but thjit there was no fuch Defign 
in his Death, astojfijf^rfpr, or to expi- 
ate our Sins: as: it is a notorious C^»-

ignorant what that Law was,againft which 
they finned, 

' z. Wetake notice. That as that Latb^ 
about which/alone the Gofpel-Forgivenefs 
is concerned, was the La\y given by God 
xoMan ; fo the Gofpel takes no other or 
ijirther notice of the Tranfgrejjion of that 
Law, than as that Law is broke by Man. 
F'rom whence we infer in the ^ 

T^. Third place. That that Puniihmeitt, 
whidh the Law threaterrs againlt thofe 
AVho tranfgrefs it, can only in Juftice be- 
long to thofis^ to whom-the Law was.gi- 
ven rand dinBed. , For, they can newer 
franJgrefazL^W , who?have no Law .of 
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Vol. l.^^Wthem ; and they can never be juft- 
\y pmiiJheJy for the Tranfgreffion of the 
Law, who can never tranfgrefs the Law. 
The Law therefore, about which alone 
a Gofpel-Forgtvenefs is concerned, being 
the Law given to Man, and tranferefled 
by Man; Man alone can juftly futer the 
Penalty of fuch Tranfgreffion. From 
whence we infer in the 

4. Fourth place. That if any Penalty 
can ever juftly expiate that Guilt, which 
is contracted by the Breach of the Law ; 
that Penalty tbatxnuft: make fuch Expia* 
tion, muft be a Penalty laid upcMi Man. 
And therefore our common Senfe of Ju- 
ftice will n<H allow us to think, that ei- 
ther Angelsy which are ranked ahove Man- 
kind ; nor Beafts^ which are ranked helow 
tiiem, can by any Sufferings whatfoever 
expiate or atone for the Breach of foch 
Law, which being given by God to Man^ 
does §0 far forth concern Man aknte. And 
tho' we have before made it out, that nei- 
ther Angels on the one Haad^ nor brute 
Beafts on the other, can expiate the Sin 
of Mankind, as both the onQ and the 
odier are Lreatnres ; yet what we now 
fay, is, tliat they cannot do it. as they 
are difertnt Creatures. For, it feems ne- 
ceilary, rad that too in the.Nature of the 

Thing 
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Thing it felf^ that Creatures fo different Vol, 1. 
Ihould be under different Laws J and that s^^sr^ 
therefor^ aeither their Obedience to, nor 
their Tranlgreffion of thofe (everal Laws, 
under which they are, (hoald have any 
fqch Concern or Relation to one another, 
as that one fort of Creature (hould in any 
Cafe undergo the Penalty of the Tranf- 
greffions of the other fort of Creature. 
And therefore, for the fame Reafon that 
we fhould look upon it as abfurd and un- 
juft, that a Man fhould fuffer for the Sin 
of an Angei • I fay, for the fame Reafon, 
we (houldthink it no left abfurd and un- 
# juft, that an Angct Ihould fuffer for the 
Sin of a Man. The Thing might be 
made out in more Words : But it needs 
not. 

Now thefe few Remarks being left by 
the way, to give Perlpicuity and Strength 
to thofe Things which are to Follow ; the 
tVifdwn^ Juftice^ Keafonahlenefs^ and Con^ 
gruity of the Redemption of Mankind by 
the Sufferings and Death of our Saviour 
Cas that Redemption is exprefly laid down 
in the Scriptures) will appear from thefe 
following Confiderations. 

I. Andfirft, Our Saviour, who by his 
Death and Sufferings utidertook the Pur- 
chafe of Man's Redemptioh, was as really

z. And (econdly, As it acopainiodates 
the Saipturc- Account of the Purchafe of^ 
,Man s Redemption, to the Law ; becaufe 
our Saviour, , who fuffered 4a o^der to 
fuch Purchafe, was a Man : So it accom- 
fnodates the Scripture- Recount of the 
P,urchafe of Mans Redemption, to the 
Rules of Jujlice ; becaufe om Saviour, 
who fuffercd in order to fuph^ Purchafe, 
was an Innocent Man. It • rpay perhaps 
at firft fight ippk (Irange, when Jfa.y, that 
^the^ Purchafe (?f Redemption by the Death 
of •a.n, Innocejat Man, is accommodated 
1:0 the Rules of J^^qftice ; But the Wonder 
Will, thm vanifnV ,when I Ihall come to 
make it out,^ jth^t tho' an Innocent Man

.) . puniih-

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Vol. !• our, as that Saviour was a Man^'wW yet far- 
ther and more notorioufly appear, if we 
confider the firfl: Rife and Formation of 
Mankind according to that Account 
uhich the Scriptures givQ us of it : For, 
there we are told in general, that God 
did of one Blood wake all Nations of Men^ 
for to dwell on the Face of the whole Earthy 
in the Seventeenth Chapter of the A^s of 
the Apdflles. And then, if we look back 
to the original Creation of Mankind, and 
there enquire more particularly how this 
was dode ; we (hall from thence be in- 
formed, that God firft made Adamoxxx of 
the Earthy and that after that he made 
Eve out of Adam^ (both of them extra- 
ordinary and miraculous ProdudionsJ) 
9i}d that then , through all fucce^ing 
Generations, he formed all the reft of 
Mankind out of /tf/i^, or fuch iucceeding 
Pairs which proceeded from both, (to an 
underftanding Man as miraculous, tho' 
a more ordinary Produdion than that of 
the jfirft Man and Woman,) Sq that all 
Mankind are by the Scripture- Accpijiflt of 
the Thing a c6ntinued Propggjjtion of 
the Bloodof Adam^ branched out through 
the Teveral Difleminations of all iqcceed- 
ingMenand Women, from his Days to 
this prefent Xipae. Now oqr Saviour, as 

he 
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he was Man, took part of this Flelli and VoL L 
Blood, (fo the Scripture) and by doing 
ib, became a part of that common Blood, 
out of whicb all the particular Men in 
the World are, and always have been 
made, as well as he. He ftands therefort 
it! as near a Rel^on to all Mankind, as 
can poflfcly be made by the fame FleQt 
and Blood ; and that Relation may weU 
be granted to be very near, becaufe it is 
that very Relation, which the Teveral 
Parts of a TMog (^by continued deriva- 
tion the fame> have to one aiK)ther. And 
(b far the Relation of our Saviour to the 
reft of Mankind is in all Circum (lances 
exadly the fame with that ReIation,which 
every other Man haj to every $ther. But 
yet there is ibmething peculiar to our 
Savhur in his becoming Man, which 
does not belong to any 9ther Man whmn^ 
-focver: And that is, tliat as the firft 
fVaman was formed only out of the Maa^ 
Co our SaviBi^ was formed only oat of 
the Ifiman- And accordingly, the firft 
Promiie of Redempition,. tliett God gave 
to -rf^^iur after :he had (inned^f was proplxr 
tically worded, when he told him, that 
rbeSeedaf the i'VomanJhoulJ break the Str^ 
pent's Head, And therefore, as Adam is 
in t/ic Scriptures called ihzfirft Man, b«^ 

caufe 
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Vol. !• caufe he was formed out.of th^ Earth\ 
fo our Saviour is called the fecend Man in 
the fame Scriptures,becaufe he uas form" 
ed out of the Wman ; ) that is, he was the 
firft Man after i?ij Kind, as v^z/aw was ill 
bis. To our prefent Purpofe and Defign 
then : As we cannot but take notice,- that 
God*s Counfel and mcrcitnl Purpofe for 
the RedemptidnUof Mankind Lwas Very 
early, (for that Counfel hiufl needs be 
fo^ that was \t\> A manner ;-ebt?mporary 
-to. Man's firdSin, as the. immediate Dif^ 
co^ery ofthat'Ootinfel to Maia^'upon thie 
Commiflion.of that Sin docs ^rokeit ap- 
pear) fo fome Glimpfes.of'lhj&:XounfeI 
da (tame) fcem to* ihew: farih them- 
felves in the Scripture-Accotinrof Man's 
€reation. For, w^en God tells lus in his 
Word, that he,ha$ fo: ordered rtiie Grea"- 
tioci, Propagatl(»i; and Difleoikiation of 
Mankind, thattho' their Numbers are to 
ji%. innumerable, yet we do for all that 
know, that they all came from one • Angle 
Fountain, that is,: from one fingle Man} 
and fo,. that they are-^ll but fo.many Rit 
mulcts from that Fountain : And wdieo, 
moreover, we are afliired, that our Sa* 
-vidur is One of thofe Rivulets ; (^For, 
tho* our Saviour, was only to'be made of 
the Woman, yet becaufe the Woman was 

made 
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made out of the Man, therefore our ^'?- ' 
viour did by the Woman derive from the ^ \ 
fame one fingle Pcrfon with the rell of 
Mankind) I fay, when we confider all 
this, methinks it is no hard matter^o con- 
ceive, that God himfclf does kf his Word 
lay the Ground-work of Man's Redem- 
ption by a Saviour (if I may be allowed 
fo to word my felf) in that near and in- 
timate Relation, which our Saviour, by 
becoming Man, has to all Mankind be* 
fides; and that fhe Intimacy of fuch 
Relation confifts in this, that the Saviour 
and all Mankind do derive from one fin- 
gle and common Fountain. And hence 
we are told in one Place, that as ly Mm 
came Deaths (there is the Sin of Adam , 
and the Wages of fuch Sin) hy Man came 
alfo the ReJurreBian of the Dea J^ Qthere 
is the Redemption of our Saviour, and his 
Purchafe.) And more exprefly ftill to our 
prefent Purpofc, fpeaks the fame Apoftle 
in the fame Chapter, ( the Fifteenth of 
the Firft to the Corinthians^ For as in 
Adam a// dieJ^ fo in Cbrifi fhall all he 
wade alive: And to the fame purpofe 
again, in the Fifth to the Romans and the 
Eighteenth Vcrfe, Therefore as hy the Of- 
fence of one^ Judgment came upon aB Men to 
Coju/emnation ; evenfo hy the Righteoufnefs 

K of 
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Vol. l.ofone^ the Free-gift came upon aO Men un- 
to Juftijication of Life. In all which Texts, 
and fevtral others that might be named, 
it is notorious, that the Redemption of 
Mankind is foafcribed to \\xtfecond Adam^ 
the Man Cbriji Jefus^ as the Sin and Death 
of Mankind is afaibed to the /rfi Man 
Adam. And I do not at all queflion, but 
that thofe Hints , which the Scriptures 
do frequently offer to us, of our Siaviour's 
taking the Humane Nature in order to 
our Redemption, of tiis taking Part of 
the fame Flcfli and Blood with us,, of his 
being our Brother, and the like ; I (ay, I 
do not at all queftion, . but that, when 
lerioufly confidered, they may mightily 
affift and facilitate both our Conceptions 
and Belief of the Wifdom, Juftice, Hea- 
fonablenefs, and Congruity of our Savi- 
our s Incarnation, Death,. Refurredion ; 
in one Word, of that Redemption, which 
he, by being made one with Mankind, by 
taking their Nature upon himfelf, hai 
purchafed for them : And may mighti- 
ly conduce to the removing of thofe 
Difficulties which the Enemies of the 
Crols of Chrifi have thrown as fo many 
Stumbling-Blocks in the Way of plain and 
honed Chriflians. 
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4. The Wifdorn, Juftice, Rcafonable- Vol. L 
nefe, and Congruity of our Saviour*s In- 
carnation , in order to his Purchafe of 
Man's Redemption, does yet farther ap- 
pear, in that by becoming Man, he put 
himfelf into a Capacity officering Death, 
that is, of fuffering that Punijhment^^lixch 
the Law had denounced ^^g^inU thofe that 
Ihould tranfgrefs it. For , it is a grofs 
Miftake, and does indeed bring a Scandal 
upon Gcid's Veracity, to affirm. That he 
threatens greater Vengeance in any Law, 
Before the Tranfgreffion of it, than he 
will execute after the Tranfgreflion, that 
fo he ma)^ the more effedually prevent 
fuch Tran(greflion.. For, God never yet 
threatncd any peremptory and uncondi- 
tional Punilhment in any Law, which he 
has not, or, when the Time comes, he 
will riot as certainly execute. In the Day 
thou eatefl thereof^ thou fbalt f^rely die^ 
fays God. The Tiireatning, we fee, is 
peremptory ; and the Execution, we find, 
isfotoo; and therefore all Sinners die. 
And I cannot in the leail doubt, but that, 
for the fame Reafon, an eternal Punifti- 
roent will be the certain Vengeance upon 
a filial Impenitence* But that is not fo 
dired: to my prefent purpofe,and therefore 
here I pais it by^ But, to confirm wiiat I 
K % am 
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Vol. I. am now upon, I fay, that God does not 
' pardon the Death threatned in his Law 
againfl Sin, no not in Confideration of 
the Death of our Saviour ; and therefore,: 
notwithftanding his Death , and that too 
in our (lead, we lee, that all Men, and 
even thofe who hope for Salvation by 
fuch his Death, do yet die. What there- 
fore our Saviour in this Cafe has purcha- 
fed for us, is not a Freedom^ but a Rekafe 
from Death : And therefore that Redem- 
ption from Death, which is the Purchafe 
of his Blood, is to be accompliflied Rafter 
we have been dead ^ by a RefurreSlion. 
A Refurredion then is to make good the 
Purchafe of his Death; and therefore his 
Death purchafed for us not a Freedom^ 
but a ReUafe from our Death by iuch Rer 
furredlion. Now, as his Death was ne- 
ceflary for fuch a Purchafe , (b his Incar^ 
nation was neceflary in order to fuch his 
Death : And he was therefore made pf 
the fame Blood with all Mankind, that 
by (Iiedding that Blood for Mankind, he 
might after his own Refurredion reftore 
the Lives of all Men, which had been 
forfeited by Adam's Tran^effion. ^ 
that as his Death was the meritorious 
Expiation of Sin ; and as a Refurre(3ioa 
istheiFm/and Effe^oSGxch his Expia- 
tion: 
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tion : So his Incarnation was a neceflary Vol. I. 
forerunner of fuch his Death ; and there- 
fore before he could poffibly die for Man, 
and fd purchafe a Redemption of Man 
from Death, it was agreeable to the Laws 
of Wifdom, Juftice, and Reafpn, that 
he fliould become Man himfelf. 

But then, bow his Death (jame tp be 
of fo valuable a Price, as to make fo glo- 
rious a Purchafe, we muft leave to far- 
ther Enquiry. For, by that it will ap- 
pear ^ that as it was neceflary, that he 
ihould die the Death of a Man ; fo it was 
neceflary^ that fuch his Humanity ihould 
be united to the Divinity: And by both 
it will appear, that God was manifefted in 
the Flejh to defiroy the Works of the Devil • 
^nd that therefor^ when the Scriptures 
tell us fo much, they tell us no more 
than what is agreeable to Wifdom^ Juftice, 
andReafon. 
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CHAR VI 

The Divinity of the Son of God necejfary 
for the Expiation of Mans Sin^ as well 
as his Humanity. Some Doilrinal /»- 
Jerences. A general Proof That as our 
Saviour did ailually die^ fo^ that he 
wight juflly die for the Expiation of 
Sin. 

HAving therefore feen , that our 
Lord Jefus Chrifl was qualified 
by his Incarnation to make an Expiation 
for Sin by the Sacrifice of himfeif ; and 
that fuch his QuaUfication is agreeable to 
the Laws of Juftice, and to the Rules of 
Reafon, and Wifdom : Our next Enqui- 
ry muft be, Hdw fuch his Sacrifice came 
to be of fuch a Value^ as to be juftly/ij^- 
cient to make good fuch an Expiation. 
For, becaufe the Death of an Innocent 
Man (if he be no more than a mere Man) 
is but the Deatk of a Creature ; and be- 
caufe no Creature can by its Punifhment 
in another Creature's (lead, expiate the 
Sin of that other Creature ; Cforif it could, 
then a Creature might by its own Punifli- 
ment expiate its own Sin, both which we 
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have already (hewed to be impofli^le; ) Vol. L 
Therefore it was neceflary, that as our 
Saviour, in order to his undertaking the 
Expiation of Sin, (hould be a real Man^ a 
Creature ; fo, that he (hould be more than 
a Creature, in order to the accomplifhing 
of fuch \i\s Undertaking. For, tho* by 
becoming Many he did accommodate his 
Condition to his Vejign of undertaking an 
Expiation (as we have juft now feen) yer, 
for all that, his Humanity h^d funk under ^ 
but had not taken away the Burden, had 
it hot been fupported by his Divinity. For, 
that that cfulhes both Angels and Men, 
(and that too, while they cope againfl: 
it only with their own Strength) beyond 
the pofTibility of a Recovery, muft, for 
the fame Rcafon, have cruffied him al(b, 
(when once he had put himfelfin Man's 
(lead, and by confequence into Man's 
Condition } had he not been endowed 
with a Power fuperiourto both, to tena- 
ble him to fubdue and conquer it. And 
what Power, but that of God, can we 
think fufBcicnt to conquer Sin and Death ; 
and that too, when they had got to fuch 
anheighth, as tohave infeded and over- 
run the whole Race of Mankind ? Can 
we think, that when the Contagion and 
Mifchief had fpread it felf fo wide, that 

K 4 even 
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VoL L even the beft of Men (and tijofe whofe 
^•>r^ Graces are chiefly celebrated by the Spi- 
rit of God hioifelf) cpuld npt preferve 
themfelves from the overflowing Inun- 
dation ; I fay^ can w^ think, that in fuph 
, \a Cafe any pne fingle Man (were he no 
more than a Man ) could have faved 
himfelfhom the univerfal Mifchief; by 
the Strength of his own Refolution or 
Virtue ? And if in Reafon we muft think, 
that hp could not ; then how can we in 
Reafon think , that his Strength (hould 
be fufficient torefcue and fave all the Reft? 
No! Such Salvation belongs only to 
the Arm of God ; and He, who can fave 
from Sin, Death, and Hell, and can over 
and above extend fuch SalvStion over all 
the Earth, and that too through all the 
fucccffive Generations of Mankind, that 
ever did , or ever Ihall live upon the 
Earth,, mufl: be God, and God alone. 
The Extenfive Merit therefore of the 
Death and Sufferings of the Man Chrift 
Jefus , derives it felf from the infinite 
Dignity of Jeftu the Son of God. For, 
had not this Jefus been the Son of GoJ^ 
as well as the Son of Man^ he had never 
been the Saviour of Man. And if there 
be not Salvation in any other ^ (as in effed: 
the whole Book of God does t^U us} 
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it may feem inconceivable, how this Seed Val. [• 
of the Woman fliould extend this Salva- 
tion, and (b break the Serpent's Head, 
from the Days of AJam to the Confum- 
mation of all things, unlefs all Things 
were in his Difpofal, that is, unlefs be 
were God. No! He who confiders the 
Thing ferioufly and wifely, may be fatis- 
fied not only by the Scriptures^ but by 
his own Reafon al(b, that there is the 
fame Mercy, and the fame Power requi- 
red to reJeemfiftful MaUj that was requi- 
red to make Man ; and that He only, who 
JiJ the Jfr^j can do the Iqft. And there- 
fore , as we are taught by God, that all 
Things were made by his Word; (b are 
we alfo, that this Word was made Flelh, 
and that by bdng fo made, he became to 
us, after we were dead in Trefpafles and 
Sins, the Word of Life, From all which, 
and a great deal more that might be of- 
fered, both from Reafon, and from Re- 
velation, (fome of which Things we have 
already fpoken to, and fome of which 
we jhall have cccafion to fpeak to hereafter) 
we may be not only informeJ^ but ajfured. 
That the great Merit of our Saviour's 
Expiation made for Sin by his Death and 
PaflTion, did arife from hence , that his 
Divinity was perlonally united to that 
1 , ' Body, 
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Vol. 1. Body, which underwent fuch Death ; 

<y'>r^ or, that nothing lefs than the Death of 
the Son of God could expiate that Death, 
which the Law had denounced againft 
the Sin of Man. But becaufe thefe Things 
wil appear in a more full and clear Light, 
in I the farther Prqfecution of our Etefign ; 
therefore we here leave' them for a while, 
land proceed. 

For, it having appeared, as to Matter 
of Fa£l^ and that too by moft exprefs 
Declarations of Scripture, that our Sa- 
viour was made an Expiatory Sacrifice 
for Sin ; and it having alfo appeared,that 
tie did by his Incarnation accommodate 
iiis Condition to the making good of 
fuch Expiation , and that too in a Way 
very agreeable to our Natural Senfe and 
Reafon : The next Thing to be fpoken 
to, is, the Matter of Right^ or whether 
or no he could make fuch Expiatton in 
Ji4flice ? But before we proceed to fpeak 
to That, it will be prober that we make 
jfomc Inferences of weight and moment, 
from what has been already fpoken. 
And, 

I. By what has been faid, it appears 
plainly, That tho* our Saviour made^ 
good the Purchafe of our Redemptioa 
by his Death and Refurredion ; yet that 
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fuch his Purchafc fliall not be fully made Vol. I. 
over to Ais, till our own Refurredion, ^jot^ 
That he made good the Purchafe, his 
Refurre<aion is a Demonftration : For^ 
becaufe the Wages of Sin is Death, and 
hecaufe he died for our Sins, and not for 
his own^ and becaufe after fuch his Death 
he rofe igain, and becaufe fuch his Refur- 
reftion was a Difcharge from the Penalty 
of thofe Sins, for which he died ; I fay, 
from all thefe Things it is evident, that 
he accompliflied his defigned Purchafe, 
that is, -he made good his Expiation by 
his Death and Rcfurrecftion. But then, 
on the other fide, becaufe it is moft cer- 
tain, that we are not redeemed from the 
Curfe or Penalty o^ the Law, (ill we are 
redeemed froni Death; and becaufe we 
are not redeemed from Deaths till we 
rife from the Dead, that is, till our own 
RefurreSiioH; therefore it is as evident,thj^t 
till fuch our Refurredion , we are not 
put into the Pofleffion of fuch his Pur- 
chafe. And therefore (ftriiftly (peaking) 
no Man (bt he who he will) is adually 
juftified in this Life. For, becaufe every 
Man that lives (hall certainly die, and 
becaufe Death is the Penalty threatned 
to Sin by the Law ,• it therefore grates 
too hard upon our common Senfe, to 

tell 
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Vol. I. tcU u$,that any Man is then juftificd, when 
^^^V^he is not only liahle to the Vengeance of 
the Law, but when he is alfo Cure in a 
little time to undergo fuch Vengeance. 
If therefore any Man be, according, to a 
Gofpel-eftimate of Righteoufnefs, a righ- 
teous or good Man, we may upon that 
Account fay, (and we ftiaU fay true) 
that he is in a juftifiable Condition ; but 
we cannot truly fay, that be is a juflified 
Perfon. Juflification then in the Execu- 
tion belongs to a future Life, and not to 
this. And when we (hall come to di(^ 
courfe on the fecond Thing contained in 
a Gofpel'Salvation, which is a Reftitu- 
tion to Holinefs, and the Confequent of 
it, the Gift of Eternal Life, we Ihall then 
be more fully fatisfied, that Juftjification 
canr\ot belong tp any Man in this World, 
becaufe no Man in this World is reftored 
to that Holinefs, which was loft by the 
Tranlgreffion of the Law ; and becaufe 
no Man ihall be compleatly and adhially 
juftified, till he be fo reftored. 

2. Becaufe the Expiation of our Sin by 
our Saviour^ and by confequence the far^ 
. don of Sin by God^ is Hot Abfolute, but 
Conditional ; and becaufe fome of thofe 
Conditions, upon which fuch Pardon 
0oes depend) are to be performed by ust 

fuch 
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fuch are bur Repentance , Converfion, Vol. L 
and the like; and becaufe, laftly, our 
Condition in this World is fuch, that 
there will of neceflity be required Time 
for our Performance of fuch Conditions : 
Therefore we do conclude , that as our 
Saviour has t)urchafed for us fuch ConJi- 
tions^ in order to our Redemption ; fo^as 
healfo purchafed for us a longer Term^ in 
which we may perform fuch Conditions* 
iFor, it is evident, that the Denunciation 
of the Law upon the Tranlgreflion of it, 
is, [In the Day thou eatefl thereof thou 
[halt fur ely die/\ And in ftri<9: Juftice and 
Reafon, the Puniftiment is then to be in- 
flicted, vohen it becomes due ; and it then 
becomes iue^ {ofoon as the Law is broken: 
For, were it not due /)&f», it would never 
become due at all. Now becaufe we 
find , and that too by Experience, that 
notwithftanding not Only Adam\ Sin, 
but our own Sins too, we do not prefent-^ 
lydiej but that God waits our Return, 
that he may be gracious to us; and be- 
caufe we know, that fuch his Patience 
and Forbearance is therefore extended to 
us, that we may by our Repentance qua- 
lifie our felves to bd made Partakers of 
that Expiation, which is made by our 
Saviour, (for, there is not Salvation in 

any 
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Vol. I. any other) therefore we do at lafl: con- 
^-^"v^ conclude, that the Grant of a Space for 
Repentance is the Purchafe of our Saviour. 
For, it would have been the fame thing 
for our Saviour to have made no Purchale 
for us at all, if fuch his Purchafe had been 
clogged with fuch Conditions on our 
Part, which it was utterly impoffible for 
lis to perform : And it had been utterly 
impoffible for us to make out our Repen- 
tance, and Amendment, if we had not 
been allowed a competent Time to make 
them out in. 

And what we have faid concerning 
God's allowing of a competent Time in 
which Sinners may perform tlie Condi- 
tions of the Covenant purchafcd by the 
Saviour, that we fay alfo concerning the 
Means which are neceflary for fuch their 
Performance : Such are his Word, the 
Succours and Afliftance of his Sjririt, his 
Sacraments, and whatever elfe does ufu- 
ally come under the Title of Means of 
Grafe. For, it is not conceivaWe, that 
our Saviour (hould purchafe for us the 
EnJ^ and yet leave us without the Meaus^ 
which are neceflary for the bringing a- 
bout fuch End. But yet becaufe tfac 
Means to enable us to perform the Coiih 
ditioos required qi us in orderto our Sat 
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vation, are not, nor indeed can poflibiy Vol. h 
be that very Salvation, for which they ^../-v-^ 
are defigned or employed as means ; and 
becaufe, while we live in this World we 
are required, and it is neceflary in it felf, 
that we always have, and alfo employ 
fuch Means to the purpofe of ourjuftifi- 
cation ; and laftly, becaufe it is fo far 
from being neceflary, that it is neither 
proper, no nor wife, to employ any Means 
for any End already attained ; therefore 
what we obferved under our lad Head, 
will ftill remain true ; and that is , 
That no Man isadually juftified in this, 
Life. 

^. From what has been^laid, we take 
notice, That tho' Afflidions in this Life 
are undoubtedly the Executions of Ju- 
fticej yet (which is owing to our Savi- 
our s Purchafe) there are always couched 
in fuch Afflidions Defigns of Mercy. 
For tho*, as they look iafkwarJ^ they 
have an Eye to our Sins ; yet, as they 
look forward^ they hav6 ao Eye to our 
Amendment y or, at Jeaft, to our Reftrainu 
For, had we died for our Sins, accordr 
ing to the Law, we had been both im- 
mediately /wi/j^f^fdir our Sins ^^/?,and had 
by the fame Means been prevented from 
ever finning for the time to come. (For, a 

Death 
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Vol. L Death without a Refurredlion, had pro- 
wnir^ ved a furc and everlafting Prevention. ) 
But (as we have feen} our Life being 
continued in confideration of our Savi- 
ours Purchafe (tho' Afflidions are laid 
upon us during the Reprieve) and tho* 
fuch Affliiaions do confefledly come from 
the Hand of Juftice j yet they are never 
laid on without a Defign and Mixture of 
Mercy : And therefore, as they are the 
Punijhments of Sins paji^ fo they are dc- 
figned as Means of Grace for the time to 
come : And by the wife Counfel of our 
merciful and gracious God are employed 
(chiefly indeed for our future Rej^frma- 
tion) but at leaft for our future Refiraint ; 
and fo are one, and a great Branch too, 
of what we call Refiraining Grace. 

As therefore we took notice under our 
lad Head, that the Reprieve of Man 
from the immediate! Execution of the 
Sentence of the Law, was the Purchafe 
of our Saviour, and that fo Man's Life 
came to be continued, notwithftanding 
his Tranfgreffion ; fo under this Head 
we may obferve, that tho' Sin, during 
fuch Continuance of Life, cannot be re- 
ftrained by Death; yet the Juft, Mer- 
ciful, and All-wife God has not, even in 
' fuch Circumftances, left it without all /f^- 

ftraint ; 
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jiraifit ; but has by Afflidions fitted fuch Vol. h 
i Curb fot it, which (notwithftanding 
theSavidur'^ Purchafe) is an irrefragable 
Proof of his Juftiee : But the' it be {6; 
does in no wife encroach upon fuch Pur- 
chafe, but father promotei the Defign of 
it. For, a Life continued in order to the 
Performance of thofe Conditions^ by the 
Performance of which Man , in and 
through his Savioufi may obtain Salva- 
tion j A Life, I fay, contiriued to fuch i 
PurpWfe^ is Inorfe likely to anfwer to fucH 
Purpofe, if its Attempts after finful Com- 
miflions be reftrained, than it could be^ 
Were fuch Attempts left free arid at large* 
For which Rcafon, fuch Reftraint, tho' 
it be caufed by Afflidions, does rather 
fall in with , than cantroul the Defign of 
our Saviours Purchafe. Anfd tho' it be 
corifefled^ that fuch Refirdint \s not fa 
efficacious for the Prevention of future 
Sins, as Death tbithoHt any Reprieve had 
been, (for, in the l^ Cafe the Preven- 
tion had beert neceffary^ ^hcteai iti the' 
firft it is at the moft but poftble^ yet it 
mufl be confefled alfo, that it is mbft 
wifely fuiterf to the Circumflances ot 
thofe, about Whotn it itf employed; arid! 
chat for this Reafon, belcaufe all Reftraint^ 
fibing defignod ettbfr to keep or to make 
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Vol. I. them Good, it is neccflary, in order to 
t either, that it be left to their own Choice^ 
u hether they will improve it to either^ or 
hth Dedgns, or no: For, there can be 
no Goodnefs at all^ without fuch Frec^ 
dom. By all which we may at laft un- 
derhand, that tho' AfHtdions^ as well 3s 
Death, are the Wages of Sin ; and thp' 
God does not let the reprieved Life of a 
Sinner pafs on without the Tokens of 
his Difpleafure, that is, in the prefent 
Cafe, without Afflidions; yet that it is 
owing to our Saviour, that all fuch Af- 
flidions are employed as Means of Pre- 
venting Grace: Whereas otherwife, the 
Prevention of Sn by a Death without a 
Reprieve, that is, a Death without a Sa- 
viour, and fo without a Refurre<9ion, 
had been no Means of Grace at all, but 
only pure and mere Punilbment. 

4. Laftly. From what has been faid, I 
take notice, that our Saviour, by his Ex- 
piation of Sin, did not purchafe for us an 
Ahfolutc Freedom from Death; fb t^jat by 
vertue of fuch his Expiation we ihould 
not die at all ; but only a Releafe from 
Death, fo that after our Death we ihould 
be raifed to UJe again. This I fpake to 
before 5 and the thing is as certain, as it is 
certain, that all Men do die; and there* 

fore 
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fore I ihall fpeak no farther to it at pre- Vol. Ii 
fent : Only one ^art I would make 
upon it, apd that is this; Whether, be- 
caufe the Lavo required I^eath as the Tu^ 
ni/hment of Sirtj and becaufeour Saviour^ 
for the Purchafe of our Redemption^ and 
ioT tht fulfilling ofthei^jy, was neceffi- 
tated in his own Perfon to undergo Death ; 
1 fay, Whether upon this Account God, 
by a Mixture of Mercy and Severity, 
might allow his Es:piation to extend no 
farther than only to releafe us from I>eath 
after we had fuffercd it, but not to pre^ 
vent us from fuffering it at all ? But, as 
I (aid before, I leave this as a ^^re, be- 
caufe the Scripture fpcaks nothing to it, 
and fo the Refolution of it lies in the 
dark. Only I thought it not amifs to 
mention it, becauie it may help to in« 
ftrud us in the very great Malignity of 
Sin : As mod undoubtedly that mull be 
very pernicious to God's Creatures, which 
is down-right Enmity to him, who made 
them, and which is not wholly expiated 
by our Saviour himfelf, ^ 

However, the Wifdom and Harmony 
of God's Triith, Juftice, and Mercy do 
(eem to me, from what has been faid, p 
ftiine forth very confpicuoufly in his 
Counfel for the Redemptioo of liankind. 
L X , For, 
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Vol. L Po^' '^^' ^^^ executes that Death upon 
Man fatally^ which, upon his Tranfgrefli- 
on of the Law, he threatne J peremptorily ^ 
and io, notwithftanding the Death of our 
Saviour makes good the Truth of his 
Threat by the Execution of t;he Penalty : 
Yet for all that, he does not fo execute 
fuch Penalty, but that he firft allows Man 
a Reprieve for a time, to make himfelf a 
fit Subjedt for his Saviour's Purchafe; and 
fecondly, he grants him a Releafe from 
Death by a Refurredlion, to capacitate 
him to be put into the adlual Pofleflion of 
fuch Purchafe. 

Again, tho' the Life of Man, continu- 
ed in Confideration of his Saviour's Me- 
rits, be ever and anon* overcaft with 
Afflidions; and tho' foch Afflidions are 
a Punifliment for his Sins, and foa Proof 
of God's Jullice : Yet ftill thofe very 
AfBidiohs are; in Confideration of his 
Saviour, turned into Means of Grace, and 
fo are a merciful Difcipline to fecure him 
from thofe Mifchiefs, which otherwife 
might retard or defeat his Purfuit after 
the purchafed Pardon and Inheritance, 

Thefe Remarks being left by the way, 
we proceed to the next thing propofed, 
and that is, Whether our Saviour, as he 
did in fi[|(a, lo alfo might in "Juftice and 

RigK 
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R^htj die for the Sins of Mankind ? For, Vol. I. 
becaufe the Scriptures do lay down the ^/V^ 
Matter of Fad not only in exprefs Terms, 
but alfo in grtzt variety of Expreffions; 
and becaufe thofe who deny the Doftrine 
of the Expiation, do in this Cafe, as they 
do in tnoft others, oppofe Reafon to Re- 
velation : Therefore^ as by what has been 
(aid already, we have made it out, that 
our Saviour did die for our Sins ; (o, in 
what is to follow, we fliall endeavour to 
make it out alfo, that he might fo die. 
For, if the Matter of Fadl be found to be 
the Declaration of God, we may be fure, 
that it will have the Approbation of Jur 
ftice : For, Juftice and Truth can ne- 
ver clafti nor interfere. But however, 
before we begin, I cannot but take no- 
tice in the 

I. Firft place, That the Redemption of 
Mankind by our Saviour, is one of thofe 
Things of God, which no Man knoweth, 
but the Spirit of God ; and that, upon 
that Account, it is not fo proper a Subr 
jed: for the Deliberations of Humane,tfaat 
is, of Jhort-fighted Reafon. And my 
Warrant for fo judging I therefore take 
to be good, becaufe it was a Thing (as 
the Scriptures themfelves tell us) that 
was hid from Principalities and Powers, 
L 3 from 
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yol. i. from Ages and GenenttiODs, till it was 
\/V^ made known by God to his Qinrdi, that 
is, to thofe who were ebiefiy^ and, as to 
their cum Perfons, m/f concerned in it. 
And therefore we are very (tire, that no 
Man» by the Sagadty of his own Rea* 
fon, could ever have made zay DHcove* 
ries of ic 

2. I cannot but be iatisfied, in the (e* 
coad place, that any Man of an ordinary 
or of an extraordinary Underftaoding, 
who is willing in honeftyand fincerity of 
Heart to receive the Scnptnres as the Re* 
velations of God ; I fay, I cannot but 
perfuade myfelf, thatTachaMatt (and 
that too by the bare Condad of his cofflh 
mon Senfe) would readily acknowledge 
and accept it for a Truth in thofe Scrips 
tures revealed, that our Saviour fufferra 
and died to expiate the Sins ^Mankind : 
For, the Texts that a(fert it, are fo often 
jepeated, and, when compared, do fo 
mutually not only cMfirm each others 
Truths but alfo ^x^/j/n each others Meanh' 
/>^; and the Management of the whole 
Thing is fo exadily accounted for, and 
that through all the Stages and Periods 
of it, till our Saviour comes to oSkr his 
Sacrifice to God in the Heavens , the 
Place of his more peculiar Refidenceand 
I ..,• .:.-.. ■ Abode

Abode (as the Higb^Prieft did typically Vol I 
pi the Uke Cafe do in the Holy of Ho- w/Wi* 
lies, the more peculiar Difcovery of God s 
Refidence among the fews under the 
Law : ) I fay, all thefe Things are fo 
categorically aflerted and explained, and 
f(> critically accounted for in the Revela- 
tions of God, that I cannot as yet per* 
fuade my felf, that common Senfe, and 
common Sincerity, will not oblige thofe 
to receive and believe them, who are 
willing to receive thofe Books, in which 
they are fo laid down, for the Word of 
God. 

. 3* Neither can I perfuade my felf, 
that Reafbn, if it be not fpun too fine, 
(and what is fo, may eafily break) but, 
I fay, i cannot perfuade my felf, that 
JR^eafof), upon a fober Examination of 
the Matter, Cas it is laid down in the 
Scriptures) can in any wife call in que- 
(tion the Jufticc of it For, as it is there 
laid down, there are only three Perfons 
flfioi'e efpecially concerned in it , and 
thofe are, God, our Saviour, and Man. 
Let us therefore take the Sum of the 
Bufinefsin thefe Three Propofitions, and 
then fee, iEour honeft and natural Rea- 
fon cao difcover any Injuftice in it. 

/^E^^^ L4 And, 
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Vol.1. And, Firft, God does forgive our Sins 
s^>r^ in Confideration of our Saviour's Suffe- 
ings. 

Secondly, Our Saviour did fuffer in 
our (lead, in order to the obtaining of 
fuch Forgivenefs. 
• Thirdly, We do obtain fuch Forgive* 
nefs in Confideration of fuch his Suffer- 
ing. ^ 

• NoNV if we fet our plain and honeft 
Reafon on work to examine, whether 
there be any Injuftice in this whole TranP- 
adion J that will readily tell us, that if 
there be any fuch Thing as Injuftice in 
it, that Injtkftice muft be attributed to 
fome of theferfons concerned in it^ For, 
in this Cafe, it is not fuflicient to lay, 
that the Tranfadion, either in the Whole, 
or in any Part of it, is unjuft, un-* 
lefs we do particularly alFign that PeFfiiM 
engaged in it, to whom that Injuftice does 
belong. For, all Injuftice in Matters of 
Fadl muft be afcribed to fome Perfoit or 
other: And no Injuftice, in any Matter 
of Fadl whatfoever, can be truly afcri- 
bed to any Perfon whomfoever, if that 
Perfon bcluppofed to have nothing to 
do in that Matter of Fad. Now, in the 
Cafe, as it is put, there are (as we ol> 
ferved jaft now) no other Perfons con- 
cerned. 
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cerned* but God^ our Saviour, and put Vol. I. 
ifejves. If therefore the Thing prove to v^v^ 
t)e, as by the Revelations of God it will 
be found to prove, that we Sinners ar^. 
reconciled to God by the Suffer! ags,Deatlj,, 
and Merit of our Saviour, and fo art: 
pardoned for our Sins j then it will fol- 
low, that if there be any Injudiqe in 
the Cafe, that Injuftice muft be either 
afcribed to God, to our Saviour, or to 
burfejlves. 

' Now there cannot poflTibly be any In- 
juflice in W, becaufe we are purely ^^ 
Jive in the Cafe : For, fo far forth as wc 
are foi^iven, (^and that is as far as we 
are concerned) mod certainly we arc fo.; 
And we may be very fure, that Reafoa 
will never tell any Man, tl^at he is there? 
fore a Criminal, becaufe he receives a great 
Blefling from God ; and leaid of all wiU 
U tell him,, that it is a Sin in him to re^ 
ceive from Qodthe Par Jon of his Sins. 

And I dare notfo far queftion the Mo- 
deftyof any Chriftian, as to fuppofe, 
that they will fix any Injuftice in the 
prcfent Cafe, either upon God, or upon 
our Saviour : And therefore becaufe no 
Injuftice can be charged upon any of the 
Perfons concerned in the whole Affair; 
therefore, if we be but once fatisfied, 

that 
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VoK 1. Aat God himfelf has told us in his Word^ 
that the Affair was fo managed, CasofK^ 
certainly fo he has told us) then the Con- 
clufioo at iaft muft be, that there was n<^ 
Injuftice io it at all. I fay, I am fatisfied, 
that this woi^d be the way of reaipqing 
to a fcfbef and modeft Chnftiati ; and 
that this would be good and fatisfadory, 
if Men would with Modefty and Humi- 
Kty bring their Rational Sentiments to 
comply with the Scriptures, and not in^ 
duftrioufly flruggte to force the Scriij- 
turcs to comply with their oWu pr^udi* 
tate Opinions or Sutmifes. For, in % 
Thing of that Depth and CounCbl, as is 
the Redemption of Mankind, I am fum 
ft is much naore y2^, as well as more 
modefi^ to coniply with the Djedarations 
bf God, whole Counfel and Work it \s^ 
{and that too eCpecially, where, as we 
have feen, a fober and modeO: Reaifon 
falls in With, and approves fuch his De- 
clarations J> than by a more refined way of 
Reaibning, and a more tedious and intri- 
cate Deduidtion of Conftquences, (where 
any little Flaw or Mfftake npay fpoil the 
whole Concatenation, and at long run 
determine in Deceit and Fallacy J down* 
right to controul and contraditft fuch 
Declarations. ' For, God is bur bed and 

mod; 
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tnoft fore Guide in aH things : And then. Vol. I. 
when he profefifedly undertakes to be fo^ 
and that too in fuch Things, that our na^ 
tural Reafofi knows notl^ng of, witho« 
fnch his Guidance f it would be the beft 
Ufe that we can poffibly make of fuch our 
Reafon^ in all foch Cafes to follow his 
Condud. For, tn this very Cafe, God 
has himfelf told os, that he has confounded^ 
the Wifdmofthemfe. For, Chrifi cru- 
cified mat to the Jews a Stuntiling-ilock^ 
and to the Greeks FooUfinef$. And it has 
before oinr Days been thought very good 
Reafbo, that he therefore could not fave 
others ^ becaufe he could not fave himfelf, 
Tho* i cannot perfoaddmy felf to doutn:, 
but that That, add aH other Nfethods of 
reafoning, that attempt to makQ out the 
Ii^ufticeoFhis Suffering in our (lead, or 
any other ways to evacuate the Merit and 
Purchafe of his Blood, will tn the Con* 
dufiont prove frivolous and empty ; aikl 
that they will be found light, even in the 
Balance of Reafon it fdf. 

But to carry this Bufinefs a little far^ 
ther : As we have made it out, that fb- 
ber and focind Reafon will warrant the 
Juftice of Man's Redemption, if it was 
(b managed, as we have laid it down ; 
fo^ that Jt was fo managed, we maybe 

a$ 
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Vol. I. as much aflured by the Word of God, as 
v^'VN-^ we may of any other Thing contained in 
that Word. And hence we are told, that 
God made our Saviour to iecome Sin far 
us J who knew no Sin^ % tor. ^. ult. That 
bf reconciled us to himfelf by^Jefus Chrifli 
in the Eighteenth Verfe of the fame Chap- 
ter : He tells us alfo, that he wds recon- 
cilitjg the World to himfelf^^ not imputing 
their Trejpajfes unto them^ in the Verfe 
immediately following- And that we may 
be aflured, that God does all this in Con* 
fideration of pur Saviour's Death and 
Paffion, we are told in one Pls^e, that 
he died jor our Sins i in another, that the 
Blood of Jefus Chrift cleanfeth us from all 
Sin; in a third; thzt heinzjuftifiedhy his 
Bloody we Jhall be Javed from Wrath 
through him. All which, with a great 
deal more to the fame import, that might 
be alledged, amounts to thus much ; That 
our Saviour took upon himfelf our Sins, 
and in our flead.died for them ; and that 
thereupon God pardoned fuch our Sins, 
and was reconciled to U5. ' Nowj becaufe 
G^i/ himfelf tells us fuch a thing, and that 
too in as plain and exprefs Words,' as any 
tiling can poffibly be tojd .in, we may be 
very fure,, that what is fa toJd, is plain 
and. open Truth: And becaufe at the 

fame 
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fame time- he tells us, that what was lb Vol. I. 
done, was done hy himfelf ; we may 
moreover be fure, rhat what was fodone^ 
was yKJ? and right. However, thus far 
we are certain, that if in the prefent Cafe 
we will be contented to be determined 
by the Word of God, that then there nei- 
ther are^ nor can be any Laws of Juftke, 
that can hinder ,our Saviours Suffering 
in our (lead, in order to our obtaining 
the Pardon of our Sins by fuch his Suf- 
fering. 

The Anfwer then to what (hall be al- 
ledged againft fuch Juftice, we (hail defer 
to the next Chapter. Only before we 
break off here, we cannot but take no- 
tice, that the Dodrine of our Saviour's 
Expiation, as it has in part already , and 
will more fully hereafter appear to have 
more Truth in it, than what is alledged 
againfl; it ; fo alio it will appear to have 
more Comfort. For, if there be no o- 
ther Name, whersby we mud be faved ; 
it muft needs be very imprudent at leaft 
to refufe to admit our own Salvation in 
and by him : And it is a Doubt at leaft, 
whether they, who deny hjs Expiation, 
the Purchafe of his Blood, and the For- 
givenefsof Sins in Confideratipn of his 
Death, do not fo refufe it. And it is at feai^ 

ano- 
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Vol. I. tnother Doubt, whether diofe, who re- 
fufe it upon fuch Confiderations, donor 
fefufe it akogether. The Scriptures do 
mt leaft feem to tell us fo : And tbev will 
gh^e but an ill Account of their Prudence^ 
who will fo far hazard their Salvation, as 
to gratifie their Obftinacy in an Opim- 
on, that does (o palpably controul God's 
expreis Dedarations. 



CHAP. VIL 

Afffioers to Three OhjeSians. i. The fur 
nrflment was in Juftice only due to us^ 
not to him. This Oljeilion retorted uj^ 
on the Socinians. x. That his Death 
was hut a Temporal Punifhment ; hut the 
Expiation pretended to he made ^ was of 
an Eternal Punifhment. 3. The Ahfur^ 
dity^ that God Jhouldfuffer for the Satii^ 
faSion of his own Juftice. 

BUT notwithftanding the Multi- 
tudes of fuch Declarations in his 
Word, which do avowedly and profefled- 
ly acquaint us with this great Truth; yet 
for ail that, it has met with many Ad- 
verfaries : Who, as they have endeavour- 
ed by odd and very uncouth Interpreta- 
tions 
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tions to expound away the j^ain and ca* Vol. I. 
cegorical Aflertionsof (uch Declarations ; ^^rv'^ 
fo have they alfo to back fuch their Ex^ 
pofitions with Arguments taken from Na- 
tural ReaTon. Now it may be reafonably 
expededy that thofe Reafons (houkj be 
very good, and well-grounded , which 
pretend to make good fuch an Interpreta*- 
tion of God's Word, which at firft View 
is a downright G>ntradidion to iiich 
Word. And becaufe all thofe Interpre- 
tatiofis, which attempt to aqnul the E%r 
piatory Sacrifice of our Saviour, are fuch; 
therefore, before we proceed any farther, 
we catinot but take notice, that it looks 
prefumptuous at leafl: to pretend to mea^ 
fitrt^ and much more is it fo, to controul 
the Juftice of the Divine Counfels and 
Ad:ions, laid down expreiPy and frequent- 
ly in his acknowledged Word, by fo un- 
certain a Standard as Humane Reafon j 
becaufe it is impoffible, that foch Reafon 
ihould comprehend all PolTibilities; efpe- 
dally fuch, which are confefledly brought 
to pafsby the more fignal and extraordi- 
hary Power of an Omnipotent Arm. But 
however, becaufe fuch Attempts have 
been made, we will confidcr ftme^ and 
the chief too, of thofe Allegations which 
have been offered in oppofition to thc^ 

plain 
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Vol. {. [rtain and exprefs Difcoverie^, that GoiJ 
'in his Word has made to Man, of the 
Method of his dwrf Proceedings in thi 
Forgi v6nefs of their Sin«. 

I. And firft, It 16 pleaded againft the 
Juftiie of ouf SaViour's Siffifering in or- 
der to the obtaining of our Pardon, That 
fuch Sufferings cannot therefore be Juft; 
becaufe in Ju(lice and Equity they are due 
to w, ind not to him. For, fince the 
Juftice of the Puniflifflent muft arifcfroni 
the Demerit of the Delinquent, the Punifli^ 
ment can in Juftice be only laid on there; 
where the Demerit is lodged. And there- 
fore, if our Saviour was not the Sinner^ 
(as* mod certainly he was not) neither 
ought he in Juftice to be the Suffered'. 
And to confirm this Way of arguing, we 
have the Voice of God himfelf afturingus, 
that the Father /hall not fuffer for the Ini- 
quity of the Son^ nor the Son for the Iniquity 
of the Fathtr^ (that is, one Soul fliall not 
fuffer for the Sins of another^ htkt the Soul 
that finneth^ that Jhall die ^ in the Eigh- 
teenth Chapter of EzekieL And, which 
is yet a great deal more, God does there 
appeal to the Sente of Mankind for the 
Equity and Juftice of (uch hii Proceed- 
ings. Now then, if every Sinner ought 
in Juftice to bear his' own Burdea^ lra>^ 



c^ 
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CfUiitpoffibly be^uft) that the iWifhrneot VoL % 
of our Sins ftioufd be laid ui^on another, ^r\^ 
who was in no wife guilty of ttiofe Sins ? 
And then, laftly, if the Vengeance due 
to our Sins could not in Julltce ^ laid 
upon another ; then neither can ^t b; 
true, that God does therefore remit fucih 
Vengeance to us, becauie our Saviour 
has mffered in our (lead. And by confe- 
quence, the Forgiven^fs of our Sins cail^ 
riot either in Reafon or Juftice depend up- 
on our Saviour's Sufferings. And if it 
does not,. then it iiiuft bea Miftake at 
lead to affirm, thatGod^s Forgivenefs of 
our Sins is juft and equal ; aridyet at thei 
£ime tiote to maintain, that he does for- 
give them in Confideration of our Savi- 
our's Sufferings. Tte Objediori (you fee) 
Jooks piaufible at the firft fight ; but ye^,* 
when it comes to be {IritSly examined, 
will (as will appear by and by} figriifie 
juft nothing. For, 

. I. There is no cfpubt made Jb^ any of 
Mankind, that we know of, but that irf 
fome Cafes one nky becbnie a Surety 
for another ; and that if the Principu 
fails in the Perforntance of his juft Obli-

Vol. I. foa docs willingly, freely, and of his owtf 
accord fubmit to a Puniiliment ; there the

did fo, therefore tho God (aid upon him, 
and accepted from him the Vengeance 
-due to our Sins, in order to our Acquit* 
tance ; yet he did him no Injury by (b 
doing , becaufe he was willing, as our 
Surety and Proxy, to undergo and fuSer 
fuch Vengeance. * Indeed it is not to be 
diflemblcd, that becaufe the Sin was Oars^ 
and not His^ that God therefore might, 
and that juftly too, have refufed the Pu- 
nifliment to ie his^ and not curs. But 
then, withal, we mud take notice, that 
tho* God might have done fo ; yet that 
there was no Law of Juftice, that either 
did or could oblige him fo to do. And 
therefore, to clear that, or any other

3. In the third place, That where that 
Perfon, who willingly fuffers for another's 
Crime, has an undoubted Right and 7/-' 
tie in all thofe Things, and an uncontrouU 
ahk fomrio difpofe of all thofe Things, 
which zxt6!^^x damnified ox loft by fuch 
his Sufferings: In fuch a Cafe, as there 
is no Injury done**o his Perfon^ by rea- 
fon of his willingiiejfs to fuffer jfo neither 
is there any Violence offered to any Law 
pf Juftice^ by reafon of fuch his undoult^ 
ed Right ^ and ahfolute Power. Now at 
once to clear this Matter, and to bring it 
up to the Point we aim at, we mud take 
notice^ that our Saviour tells us himfelf, 
in the Tenth of St. John and the Eigh- 
teenth Verfe, I have power to lay down my 
Ufej and I have power to take it again. ^ 
And Reafon tells us the fame Thing : For, 
becaufe he made the Worlds^ and becaufe 
all things were created h him and for him^ 
and becaufe for thefe Reafons alone he is 
the Almighty Godj therefore there can 
be no qucftion, but that he may juftly 
challenge to himfelf that Power, wh'chi 
the Supreme God claims, as his moil u 
doubted Prerogative, / kill^ and I mah 
alive. To which we may lil^ewife ad4 
M 5 that 
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IToL I.that he is to be Juelge hoik of £luick atrd 
Dead (as even that Cteed^ which go^bj?^ 
the Name of the Apofiks^ and even our 
Adveriaries too, in theprefent Of?, do 
allow. ) Now it cannot in the leaft feem 
reafonable, that he (hould have the Power 
of IXfwiriirgand Savings who has not the 
Power oi Life ^n^ Death: For, it fiiwift 
needs fouQd harih to our Reaibn^ to grant 
him the greater Pow$r^ artd in the ^leort 
time to deny him the left* Xakipg it 
therefore for granted, that he had an tb^ 
(oXxktt and uncontroulable Power tc^ d({^ 
pofe of his Life as it Teemed ^befi to his 
own Wifddm ; if he was pleafed rQtOiH& 
pofe of fuch his Life^ asto lay it down ta 
cor ftead^ and for our fakes, there could 
not poflibly lie any Obligation of ^uftice 
upon God, to bind hipi up fron^acceptr 
ing the Q0er of fuch his Sacrifice ;^1bef

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Vol. I iwiocent Perfon in the World '(jtf'yet we 
wTV^'fcoold fuppofe fuch a Pcribn) from Ch6 
Days of the Creation, to the Confumma^ 
ition of all Things. As therefore we Icarn- 
£d by th6 laftHtzdy that God might have 
refute J to accept our Sivioiir^s Death in 
t)ur (lead ; becaufe the Life of{ered was 
not the fame that was forfeited; but ana* 
tber 7 SOy by what has been fpoken under 
that Head , and this^ we may nbw per* 
ceive, that there is no Reafon in Law or 
Juftice, why he might m/ accept it. For, 
jf our Savidur might have become Sure- 
ty for the Difcharge of that Debt, which 
by the Tenor of the Law we owed^o Ju- 
ilice, by our Tranfgreffion of the LaW; 
and if> upon our Inability to pay fuch 
Debt, fo as to obtain our Acquittance, he 
was willing, and fully impowered to lay 
. down his Life, in order to our Releaie 
and Difchaige; and if God might in Ju* 
ftice accept the Offering of fuch his Life 
for lb gracious and merciful a Purpofe: 
Then the. whole Objection againft the 
Juftice of his Suffering in our (lead, and 
for our fake , : vaniihes^ and comes to 
nothing. ' 

Thefe things I have purfued thus far, 
to put the whole Matter inf a true Light, 
ana to lay it down juft as it is: Tho' I 

. . do 
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da fcankly confers, that I do not think Vo|. {« 
the Objection againft our Saviour s Suf* 
ferings, taken from the Injuftice of fuch 
Sufferings, to be of any force at aU, no 
not upon thofe very Principles, upon 
'\vhich they go, who make it. For^ ^hey 
themfelves allow our Saviour to be inno- 
cent, and by confequence Ctho' they make 
Death a natural Thing, which, by the 
way , is but an Heathen-Notion of ic ; 
for it doesi not in the lead agree with 
what the Scriptures teach us about it:^ 
But, I fay, they themfelves allow our 
Saviour to be innocent; and therefore 
they mud allow, that he did not defervt 
that Death, which he fufFered. But then 
they tell us, that God did therefore per^ 
mit him to undergo fuch a cruel and hard 
Treatment, that he might be an Example 
of Patience, Submiflfion, and Refignation, 
to all Men, in any Circumftances, under 
which they fhould be brought by God $ 
Providence ; and that he was (lain a Sa- 
crifice to ratifie and dftabliihthe New^ . 
Covenant, that God then made with 
Man in order to the Pardon of Sin. By 
which it is notorious, that they endea- 
vour to vindicate God s Juftice from thofe 
Ends and Deiigns of his Providence pr 
Mercy, for wUich God delivered up his 
'• /. Son, 
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Sol. I. Sotii to a cruet and bloody Death, the' he 
did not defervefuch Death. 

i; Now we are very well aflurcd, in 
the iSdl^place, that our Saviour was deli^ 
fHfrfif up fu, te criicifieJ Mdjlaiik^ hy tkf 
Jeti'rmhfate'* Counfel aitJ J^rfkwwiedgc of 
Gad. Fbr (oSt: Peter exprefly tells us, in 
the Secoad of the Aifs and the Twenty 
third Verfc. - And ^ain^ we are told in 
the Fourth oF the ASts the Twenty fc- 
ycnth and Twenty eighth Verfes, thaj

Mercy and Compaflion (which are un- 
doubtedly included in fuch Expiation) 
are mpft undoubtedly juft and good 
Things^ when they are defigned and 
brought to pais by juft and lawful Means. 
And therefore, when the Adverfaries of 
the Expiation do tell us, that the Death 
of our Saviour was juft and lawful, they 
do with the fame Mouth-full of Breath 
contradid their own Objedion againft 
the Jfufttce q( the Expiation ; and do al 
^ good 
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good as tell us, that the ExpiatiMis ]\iii Yol« L 
' and lawful too. When therefore Saciniu^ yy>r^ 
and his Followers^ do in very tragical 
ExprelTions (and fome of thole Exprefli- 
pns fo indecent and irreverent, to fay no 
worfe, as not ^ t to be mentioned) exclaim 
againfl the bodice of the Expiation; it 
is notorious, that they quit their Rec^qn^ 
and )?^ to Harangue I that is, they hope 
in this Cafe to prtrvail by their Rhetorick^ 
rather than by their Arguments. For, I 
can hardly pprfuadc my felf to believe 
them fo Ihort-fighted, as not to perceive^ 
that any Argument againfl the Juftice of 
the Expiation does not contradid fuch 
their own Pofitions, which maintain 
thejuftice of our Saviour's Death and 
PaHion. 

One thing mote \ would remark, apd 
then I iball proceed j and that is^ Th^t

For, if the Fulnefi of the Godhetfii 
I dwelt in our Saviour bodily, and fo was 
united to and with that Body • then it will 
be no inconceivable Strain to ima^ne,that 
the infinite Dignity of the Perlbn fuj^ring 
0iuft need^add an immenfe Value td 
fach his Sufferings, and by (b doing mvft 
make them more than adequate toth^. 
Guilt of all Mankitfd. And tho' this of 
itfelfmay befufficient to (top the Mouth 
of the prefent Objedion ; yet if we do 
but reco\\t€t fome few Things, that have 
been fpoken to, and made good already, 
we may ftiii be farther (atisfied, that the 
Obgedion againft the Value of his Suflfer* 
^ngs, in order to the Expiation of the 
Sins of Men, will be of no force at alL 
If we do confider therefore, that becaufe 
our Saviour took on him the Nature of 
Man^ and not of Angels^ that he did 
therefore Jie for Men and not for Angels : 
If we confider, that the fain Angels are left 
without any hope of Efcape from the 
Vengeance of the fingl Judgment, which 
Mau is not : If we confider, that the Ven* 
geance which the fain Angels fiialt then 
Mftt^ will never work out their Rcdeni* 
ptiotif. Or Forgivenefs ; and that for that 
very Reafott, becaufe that Vengeance 
ihall be eternal : If we coafider^ that 

neither 
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neither would eternal Vengeance work Vol, I.' 
out the Salvation of any Man^ for the ^-O^"^ 
fameReafon: Andlaftly, If weconfidcJr, 
that notwithftanding the utter Impoflibi- 
Kty of Man s fatisfying the Divine Jufticc 
by his own Puniftiment : yet we are aflii- 
red by the Voice of God, that fome Men 
fliall obtain Redemption by their Savi-» 
our^s' Blood, even RemiflSon of Sins: I^ 
fey, if we confider all thefe Things, our 
Natural Reafonwill help us to conclude, 
that the Death of our Saviour, tho' it 
were but the Death of One^ and tho* it 
were but a temporal Death neither, yet 
will do that, which all the Eternal Deaths 
in the World could not do; that is, it 
will reconcile Sinners to God, and from 
him obtain their Pardon; and that upon 
^hat fingle Account, it is of more value 
in his Sight, than the Death of Angels 
and Men; and that therefore he, who 
foSered that Death, was infinitely greater 
than both. By which we may alfo un- 
deriland i that, if there be any abfurdity 
in the thing, that one Perfon, by his 
ftni^le and temporal Death, (hould fatisfie 
tfate' Divine Juftice For the Sins and De- 
merits of fo m^oy ; they, who make the 
Objedion, do make the Abfurdity too ; 
becaufe, in their Opinion concerning the 
N Perfon 
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Vol. I.Perfoo fuSering, they do degrade him 
%y^>r^ below that infinite Station and Dignit}%ia 
which the Scriptures do afliire 05, that he 
Aands exalted. 

3. The laft Objedion againft our Sa- 
viour $ Expiation of Sin, and that which 
does indeed rather attempt to prove the 
lmp0ffthility , than the Injuflice of the 
Thing, is this; That if our Saviour be 
Qod himfelf, and if this very Saviour did 
die to reconcile Sinners^ to God ; then it 
will follow, That God fuffered to recon- 
c'de Sinners to himfelf: Which, at the 
veryfirft fight, looks abfurd. 

I . And io it may indeed, to .Humane 
Reafon, which in many other Things, but 
more efpecially in the Things of God, is 
very often guided by dark and blind Mea* 
fures. But tlill the Apoftle twicp tells us, 
in the x^tp thtCoriHtbians^ C. 5. v. 18, 19, 
That Go^ was reconciling us> and reconci-^ 
ling the World to himfelf^ and that he did 
this by Jefus thrifts whom yet the fame 
Apoftle in another Place calls, God ever all^ 
hlefjedfor ever. Now, in the Contrivance 
and Enterprife of this Reconciliation, l» 
was the firfl and principal Agent ; and (b 
indeed the very Beginning of the Recon* 
ciliation came from the oflended Perfon : 
Nay, it was he, who<x)ntrived the whole. 
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Method of Reconciliation; (for, // w^ Vol. L 
hid from Ages and Generations^ from Prin- v^v^w 
cipalities and Towers^ till God made it 
known to his Church.} And that we 
may not think, that there is any Abfur- 
dity in this his doing, he does in this very 
Cafe, as far as our Circumftances will al- 
low, command us to- follow his Exam- 
ple. For, in the Eighteenth of St. i^/^r- 
thevo andth^ Fifteenth Verfe, he requires, 
that if our Brother offend uSy we, (that is, 
we the Offended^ jbouldgo and tell him his 
Fault. Sothati tho'thc Injury be done, 
not/y us, but /^ us; yet we muft make 
the nrft Step towards a Reconciliation. 
Now, a Man of a worldly R^afon would' 
in this Cafe be apt to cry oun, What I 
muft I begin to give my felf Satisfadtion i 
Is this Senfe or Jufticc > Did not he do 
the Injury ? And is not the whole Repa- 
ration to come from him ? But, God's 
Thoughts are not as Mans Thought Sy nor 
his Ways as Man^s Ways. And therefore, 
thp your Enemy began the Injury ; yet, if 
he commands, you muft begin the Recon* 
ciliation. And if God db not only iegin 
the Reconciliation in the Cafe before us, 
but alfo fuffer himfelf, that he may corn- 
pleat it ; all the Inconvenience that will 
follow from it, will be, that God can do 
N X more 
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Vol.' I. more than Man: For, he can do any 
^-^v^ thing, that is not unjiift ; and any thing, 
chat is not impojjihle. And, as we have 
already made it out, that ic is not unjuft ; 
fo we ihail go on farther^ to make it out, 
that it is not impoflibte. 

X. For, fecondly, our Saviour being (zs 
we have already made it out) a Middle. 
Perfon between God and Man, a Media- 
tor in his PerfcH^ as well as in his Qfice; 
as he was mt fo Man^ but that he mas Godi 
fo he was^ n9t fq Gid^\ but that he was 
Man. And t^en^ if we add, that as Man 
he fuffered for the Sins of Man^ fo niuch 
may be allowed now, becaufe fo much 
lias been proved already. And indeed^ 
ftridlyandclofely fpeaking,. it was Man^ 
not God^ who fuffcred in the Perfon of 
our Saviour. For God, wc are fure, is ut- 
terly, and in his own Nature, incapable 
of any fuch Thing, as that is, which we 
call Suffering. So fat forth therefore as 
the Objedion furmifes,that we take God 
to have fuffered ; fo far the Objection is 
miftaken and laid wrong. But yet, 

.3. Becaufe God and Man were perfo- 
nally united in x)ur Saviour, and fo made 
up but one Chrifi; therefore our Reafon 
will tell us, that the Sufferings of fuch a 
Man mull receive an immcnfe Value from 

his 
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his Perfonal Union with God. Tkke the Vol. h 
Thing in an Inftance, ,and it will be much ^^'•v^ 
more plain, and fatisfadory. A Man 
ftrikes a Prince. No one will fay , that 
he ftrikes his Dignity^ (for the thing is 
impoffible) but only his BoJy. But yet 
to think, that the Injury and Malignity 
of the Stroke (hall not be rated, as well 
by bis Dignity^ as by his BoJy^ would be 
an Imagination, that an ordinary Reafon 
would condemn of Weaknefs. And there- 
fore, tho' the Bodies of all Men are 
made of the fame Flelh and Blood, and fo 
the wounding of a Prince is no greater a 
natural Hurt to him^ than the wounding 
of a Feafant is to him^ (fuppofing their 
Wounds to be equal or alike) yet we 
know, that the difference of their Condi- 
tions fliall make fuch a vaft Difference in 
the f^alue of the Mifchiefs done by the 
feveral Wounds; that in the frft Cafe, 
the Fault of fuch Mifchief fhall be 
efteem'd Capital; when perhaps in the 
laft it fliall hardly be thought PenaL The 
Sufferings therefore of the Man Chrift 
Jefiis might be fufficient for the Expiation 
of the Sins of Mankind, not becaufe his 
Deity fuffe/J with his Humanity : but 
becaufe he being IMMANUE £, his 
Deity gave an Infinite Value to the Suf- 
N \ ferings 
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VoL L ferings of his Humanity^ by being inti- 
inately, becaufc Perfonally, united to it. 
And therefore, as my Reafon fuggefts tov 
me the Certainty of the Union of his 
Deity with his Humanity; from the Ex- 
piation made by the Value of the Suffer- 
ings of his Humanity ; fo from the Uni- 
on of his Deity with his Humanity, jt ra* 
ther fuggefts to me, that he is One Per- 
fon of the Deity, than that his Deity 
fuffer'd for the accompftfliing of lucli 
his Expiation. And I cannot but think, 
that the Arguments already offered, will 
in a good meafure warrant fuch a Sugge- 
flion ; And therefore, to what has been 
already faid, I add in the 

4. Fourth place. That tho^ the Expiati- 
on of the Sin of Man was £^»^Defign both 
of our Saviour's Incarnation and Su&rings; 
yet that it was not the whole Defign of 
fuch his Sufferings, and of fuch his Incar- 
nation. For, he came to dejiroy the Works 
of the Devil i the Kingdom, which the 
Devil had fet up in this lower World ; to 
recover fmful Man from that Revolt that 
he had made from God, and fo to reftore 
him to his Duty and AU^iance to his So- 
vereign Lord and King Cas will appear 
more fully hereafter.) And to this pur- 
pofe, as it was neceuary, that he ibould 
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purchafe to bimfelf a peculiar People zealous Vol. L 

' of good Works ; fo it was neceflary, thdt ^ ^ 

he Ihould free fuch People from that 
State of Sin, id which they were in Bon- 
dage, and by doing both, cftabhih a King- 
dom of Holinefs and Righteoufnefs, in lieu 
of a Kingdom of Sin and Darknefs. His 
grand Defign then was the enlarging of his 
Father's Kingdom, by reftoring to it 
what the Devil had torn off from him. 
And then, if for the accomplijhing of fiich 
his Defign, the Expiation of Man s Sin ; 
and if for the Expiation of Man's Sini 
his own Death was neceflary ; it will be 
no great drain to conceive, that the Man 
Chrift Jefus united to' the fecond Perfoii 
in the Trinity, Ihould do and fufFer what 
he did, for the fulfilling the Will of God, 
by relloring, and fo enlarging his King- 
dom, by fubduing his Arch-enemy, arid 
by taking his ufurped Domuiion out of 
his Hand, Snd aflerting it to himfelf. For, 
all this dur Saviour did, when by thofe 
Methods, with which the eternal WiP 
ddnl has acquainted us in his Word, he 
builds up a Kingdom of Rightedufnelsi 
out of one of Rebellion and Wickednefs: 
Which Kingdom, when his Work is ful- 
ly accompliftied, he will Cwhich was his 
main and grand Defign) rcfign up to 
N 4 God, 
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VoLL God^ the natural and rightful Lord of all 
Kingdom and Dominion : See i Cor, chap. 
ly. ver. 24. Tho' therefore our Appre- 
henfions may be ftartled, when we un- 
dertake to conceive, that the Son of God, 
tht Alpha and Omega^ the Word of God, 
by whom he made the Worlds, fhould 
fuffer to reconcile Man (who had made 
himfelf his Enemy by Sin) to himfelf, in 
order to Man's Pardon : Yet when we 
confider, that by the fame Undertaking, 
he re-fetled his Father's Kingdom, aflert- 
ed his Honour and Dignity, difplayed 
his Mercy, and in CQnjundlion with that 
maintained his Juftice ; and that by do- 
ing all this, he exhibited God to the 
World, not only a faithful Creator, but 
alfo a gracious and loving Redeemer : I 
fay, when all thefe Things are confider- 
ed, our Wonder and our Incredulity may 
not only abate ^ but ceafci and we may 
be rationally iatisfied, that it was as well 
worth our Saviour's Sufferings , to bring 
all thefe Things to pafs, (tho' his Enemy, 
Man, had his Intereft in it} as it was for 
him to make Man at firft. 

Now, what we have faid, is a fuffici- 
cnt Anfwer to the Objection, upon fup- 
pofition, that any or every Sin is of fo 
malignant a Naturcy that the jufl: Puniih- 

ment 
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ilient of it (hall be eternal. But tho' there Vol. f. 
be fuch a Thing, as Eternal Punifhment 
mod exprefly aflerted by the Scriptures, 
<and therefore we do by no meanj quefli- . 
on the Truth of it) whatever the Socini* 
/ins may pretend to the contrary ; yet per- 
haps it is not fo certain, that the Scrip- 
tures do allot any Jach Puniftiment to any 
ether Sin befides Unbeliefs or (which a- 
mounts to much the fame Thing, tho' in 
other Words) a final Impenitence. For, it 
is moH certain, that all other Sms^ if they 
be truly and heartily repented for, (hall, 
in confideration of our Saviour's Merits, 
ht forgiven ; and it is as certain, that no 
Man (hall undergo an eternal Punilhment 
for thofe Sins, which (hall be forgiven. If 
therefore we do aflert, what is moft true, 
chat our Saviour did not die to fave Un- 
believers, or Impenitent Sinners; and 
that they are the only Sinners, to whom 
eternal Puni(hments are adigned ; io fuch 
a Cafe, the Objedion, that his temporal 
Puni(hment could not take away an ^^^r- 
M/Puni(hment,would be of no force : be- 
caufe^n fuch Cafe, ^f^rM/Puni(hment was 
not defigneJ to be taken away. For, every 
UnbeUevcr, and Impenitent Perfon, (hall 
fuflfer it, notwithftanding our Saviour's 
Death : And there do not want very good 

Proba- 
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Vol. I. Probabilities (and thofe too in no wife 
wfv^ difagreeing to Scripture-Revelations) that 
the Sins of thofe, whofe Sins (hall not be 
pardoned after the Refurredion , (hall 
have juft fo much Punifhmcnt , as they 
do in Juftice deferve, (be that more or 
lefs) but that fuch their Punifhment fhall 
not tbereforehtttttmX^ bccaufe fuch their 
Sins did deferve fiich eternal Punilhment ; 
but becaufe thQyrefufeJand rejeSte J thok 
eafie Means, which God had provided 
in a Saviour, by a due Ufe of which they 
might have efcaped all Puniftiment what- 
foever. Now, becaufe it is ablurd to 
imagine , that our Saviour underwent 
Death to fave fkofe who Ihould flight or 
reje^ that Salvation, which he purchafed 
by his Death; and becaufe none but fuch, 
who do fo, (hall, by the Tenor of the 
Gofpel, fuffer ^/^m^/ Puniftiment ; there- 
fore it is no Objedion againft the Merit 
of our Saviour's E>eath, to fay, that his 
temporal Death cannot expiate an eternal 
Punifhmcnt, becaufe he did not fuflfer 
Death for any foch Purpofe ; and he did 
not dofo, beotufe he did not fu^ Death 
for tbofe^ who alone ihall fuffcr eternal Pu- 
oiihment; that is, he did not fufier Death 
for thole, who (hall refule and reject the 
only Means of Salvation,which he purcha- 
fi^ for Mankind by his Death. Much 
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Mbch more might be offered upon this Vol. L 
Occafion ; but this being fufficient in ^y-v^-^ 
this Place, I (hall therefore here add no 
more. ♦ 

In the mean while, I do not queftion, 
but that the Value of our Saviour's Suf- 
ferings is fufScient to expiate the Guilt 
of any Sins, for whofe Expiation fuch 
Sufferings were-defigned ; tho' fuch Guilt , 
(hould be fuppofed or allowed to deferve 
eternal Punifliment of it lelf. 

And from the whole, that has been 
fpoken on this Subjed:, we do at laft con- 
clude, That a Releafe from the Ven- 
geance due to Sin by the Law, and pur- 
chafed for Man by his Saviour the Lord 
Jefus Chrifiy who for Man's fake made 
his Soul a Sacrifice for Sin, is a juft and 
legal Pardon, and agreeable to the Mea- 
fures of Right Reafon^ and to the Lam of 
Juftice. 

For, becaufe the FW^^h of Sin does im- 
ply in it a Defen of Punifliment in the 
Vzxiy forgiven i and becaufe the laying the 
Puniihment which he deferves upon ano- 
ther^ is in effed: a Remiffion of that Punifli- 
ment to him ; and becaufe, laftly, a' Re- 
miffion of Punifliment to the Party, which 
deferves fuch Punifliment, may be truly 
accounted a fardon of his Sin ; i For, 

Pardon 
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Vol. L Pardon of Sin to any Party whomfoeVer, 
^/•v^ is neither more nor lefs, than the Relea- 
fingor Freeing him from the Punilhment 
due to his Siq : ) Therefore, if, by what 
has been fpoken, it has appeared , that 
the PuniQiment due to our Sins was, with- 
out any Injuftice, tranflated upon another^ 
and that upon fuch Traqflation it cannot 
juftly be exaded of lis j then it will fol- 
low, that fo far forth as our Sin was par- 
doned, fo far forth the Pardon was juft. 

And therefore, fo far as we have hi- 
therto gone, we may truly and rationally 
conclude, That that Method, in which 
the Gofpel difcovers our Salvation to be 
brought to pafs, does exadly fquare to 
the Rules of Right Reafon and Judice. 
For, fo we have feen, that it does in the 
firft thing, which a Gofpel- Forgiveneft 
does imply and contain in it; and that is 
the Pardon of Sin.

CHAP. vni. 

JStfre Par Jon, of Sin not fufficient for a Gof^ 
peUSalvation : Same^ Reafons offered for 
it. They J who are entitled to the Reward 
of the Law^ wuft be entitled to the Ohe- 
dieuce paid to the Law. Such Obedience^ 
muft he perfeil. Some PraSlical Refle* 
ilions. 

THo' we have hitherto aHerted the 
Sufficiency of our Saviour's Sacri- 
fice^ for the Expiation and Pardon of 
Sin ; yet it miift be confefled, that hare 
Pardon of Sin^ upon any Confiderations 
whatfoever, (be thofe Confiderations nc* 
ver fo valuable) yet can never in Reafon 
or Juftice make out a Gofpel-Salvation. 
And therefore, we laid it down at the Be- 
ginnii^, that as, in order to a Gofpel- 
Salvation, there was firft required an £x- 
piation^ and, in confjderation offuchEK- 
platioo, z Pardon of Sin ; fo there is alio 
required a Re^itution to Hpiinefs, and the 
Gift of Eternal Happinefs. For, becaufe ^ 
God s Law Cas every good Law befides) 
doeis confift of TwQ Parts j Firft, theD> 

reUivey 
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Vol. I. reitive^ or what it requires to be obey'd ; 
and, Secondly, the Vindiiiive^ or what^ 
upon Difobedience it requires to be fuffer- 
ed : And becaufe Sin is the Difohedience 
to, or Tranfgreffion of the Law : There- 
fore, fo far as we have difcourfcd of the 
Juftice of the Piardon of Sin, fo far we 
have only difcourfed oUhat Juftice which 
concerns the VindiSlrve Part of the Law. 
But by doing that^ we have not at all dif- 
courfcd of that Juftice, which concerns 
the Dire£live Part of the Law. And if, 
upon our negled: to follow fuch Diredi- 
ons, God does, fpr any Rcafons whatfo- 
ever, forgive us the Penalty, which we 
incur by fuch our Negled, arid nothing 
mare; it muft be confelled, that by fuch 
a way of Proceeding, all Care of the Di- 
reSive^ which is indeed the principal Part 
of the* Law, \s thrown away. For, be- 
caufe all Men are Sinners, that is, becaufe 
none do obfey the Law; tho' God upon 
valuable Confiderations do remt the Pu- 
ntlhment to fome^ or all of thofe Sinners ; 
yet ftiJl it/ is certain^ that the Duty en^ 
joined by the Law remains undone by alL 
And I therefore fay, it is certain, becaufe 
it will notorioufly appear by what follows, 
that the Pardon of Sin, that is, the Par^ 
don of the Trinfgreflion of the Law, (tho* 

fuch 
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fuch Pardon be granted byGod, and ob- Vol. I. ! 

tained by us, in confiderat|on of our Sa- <>>r^ 

viours Suffering in our fte^d J can never 

pafs for the Performance of the Diredions. 

of the Law ; that is, can never 4>afs for 

that Righteoufnefs, which confifis in an 

Obedience to fuch Directions; andthere- 

fore (as we (hall lee more fully hereafter) 

can never be fufficient for our obtaining 

a GofpeirSaivation, which includes in it 

an eternal Holinefs^ and an eternal Hap^ 

fiinefi^ as well as the Pardon of Sin. 

Now, that the Parden of our Trai^ 
greffim of the Law, can neither in Reafon 
nor Jufticc pafs for our Performance of 
the Dire£tkns of the Law, will appear 
notorious from thefe following Confide- 
rations* 

I. Becaufe Forgivenefs does imply in 
the very Notion of it a Defert of Ehinifh- 
mentj and a Defert oi Puriifhment does 
imply in it the Tranfgrefj^on oi the Dire- 
dions of the Law. For, no Man can be 
truly forgiven^ who does not juflly deferve 
to be punifhed; and no Man can jftfily 
deferve to he punifhed^ who does not trai^^^ 
grefs the DireHions of the Law. Now, 
for the fame Reafon, and upon the fame 
Account, to efteem a Man Innocent^ and 
yttSL Criminal^ muft needs be abfurd, be- 
caufe 
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Vol.. LcaufeitisaContradiaion. And thco,bc- 
^•"^^^^^ caufe in G)ntTadid;ions only one Part can 
be true : therefore, To fure as we are^ 
that he, who is tiruly forgiven^ muft be 
a Sinner^ fa fare we are alfo, that he nei- 
ther is, nor can be truly luppofed to be 
imiofent. And therefore, when God for- 
gives, as it is fuppofed in Reafon and 
Common Senfe, that he does forgive 
Sins^ and isfo expre(Ied in general in the 
Scriptures ; fo it is fuppofed in the lame 
Reafon, and .the fame Common ; Senfe, 
that he does forgive thofe Smito pinners. 
And therefore we cannot bt fuppofed 
ta have obeyed the Diredions of the 
Law,' upon t^e Account, that God does 
foigive us the Biniihment threatned in 
the Law. 

' -x; -Nor can We be fo, fecondty, Be- 
cab(e ihouid we undergo the. Tjimjbment 
which the Law threatens;, yeti we could 
not by fo doing ever fulfil rht DireSiaus 
of. the rLaw.( for, it is noti6rioas in it 
felf^ that thpr j^jfj?/i»g(.whjtKTthe. Law 
fbh^afeus- ismtx the doing MAt the Law 
cmmands. Now, it is certain^ that the 
Forgiv^nefs of tharPuaiihrneot^ which 
we have deferred, can give us no better 
i Title to Obedietice, than our fuffering 
fujch Punifliment could have done, had 

that; 
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that Punifhrrieht not been forgiven. And Vol. ti 
ft look's abftird at fifft View, that Giilt ^ ' ' 
IhdbH cortfift in the riegfciS of OhlJience^ 
and phat PuniJBiiient ftiould be the Defert^ 
and therefore in Jiiftice the iffeil of our 
l^lri/r,i' and yet that OheJience Ihould bd 
the Bffea of dur f moment : That is, thai 
Guik^ aftelf one Remove, flioafd be the 
broper, and in a manner liatiiral, becauid 
joftCaiife of Duty. But, we may bd 
therefore ftre, that it is ho fiich matter; 
becaufd vl^e sire told by God hiiiifelf, thai 
khere is a Puniftiment after this Life, 
whi^rh (hall be eternal ; which yet would 
\^ impoffible^ if the Tiiffering of Punifti- 
ifaerit were eqbivalenfc to a pei-fecSt Obe- 
diejicfe: to the Directions of thfc Lawj 
tVtiiclii^; be<iaiife for the Reafon aliedgeJl^ 
an)d for i/nort^ ^^x,mi^f be alledeed; it 
cahtibt W, therfefore neither Can the For* 
grt)eJ*^/i*bf fuchPHinifl^^ For, it 

is^ evident, that the Forgivenifs bf our 
PpiiilHhienc can db ho more towards the 
itiakirig us hhedient^ than the Punijhmeni 
itfdf cduld doi Ihould we undergo iti 
^hd^fierefore thd Pardon of our Sins for 
ttieSakcdf oilr^Savibars having fuffered 
iri otitfte^, ddes.ubt of it felt fuppofe 
-te^d Hav6 fulfiffedthe DireArpns df tlJe 
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V<d. I. V T^® Forgiveuefs of our Sins does 

* imply nothing more in it,, than o«r Free- 
dom from that Vet^eance, whid^ the 
Law has threatnei^ and which we have 
Jeferved by our Tradgreffion of the Dfr^ 
regions ofit; and fo does only free us 
from the vindiSlive Part of the Law; but 
does not, for that Reafoiiy entitle us 19 
thofe Rewards^ which the Law pTonru&s 
to thofe who vley its DireSHu$i. Nbw» 
it is a very different dung to be barely 
freed from the Venytance of the Law -i 
and to be entitled, tp. the Promfes of the 
Law } beca,u{e riie.Cafe may really fo be 
put, as that a Mao. mxf.ehtMu a Reiet^e 
in the Ftrfi Cafe, and yet nf ver be enti- 
tled to, or pofefs the Promifes. io tl^ lu^. 
And in all Cafes 0et'them be whati^ey 
will) yet ftill we are certain, that the 

- /'/ry? can only in ReaToi^ nay, in Nature, 
belong to tbofe^ wm have tranf^^Jl^d 
the Law ; and that .^Lafi can. only in 
ilri<^nefs of Law belong to t^ofii^ who 
have oi(yed theLaW: And tlfi^^ejbce, 
that th& Firft can be only Matter of /v«- 
vour\ whereas the Z4/? may be Niniteir pf 
ti%bt. Now, if there. \» aay P/^aeenu 
ifl the Two Cafes 'tjifiBp. let that)'pi&- 
rence be lodged where Tt will, yeV we,iure 
.from.theDcea(rured> that the Cafes are 

* ^ not 
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hot the fame; and therefore, neither cari Vol. L 
the Forgivenefs of our Sins upon the Ac- ^>VnJ 
count of our Saviour's fuffering the Ven- 
geance of the Law in our ftead, be any ^ 
Argument, that we have fulfilled the Di- 
rttaions of the Law. 

And therefore, tho' it be affirmed by 
feveral Learned Men, that wc are fuffici- 
ently eatitled to Eternal Happiriefs by 
the bare Pardon of our Sins, in confide^ 
ration of our .Saviour*s Sufferings; ani 
that for this Reafon, bccaufe when we 
are treated -by God with Impunity^ w6 
lare at the fame time treated as Innocent $ • 
and thziMi who is treated as an Innocent 
by God himfelf, (who cannot be miftd- 
ken in the Cafe) rauft therefore needs ie 
Co. 

Yet thefeMen, as they dp not fuffici** 
ently diftinguifh. between an Innocent and 
a Saint : fo neither do they between Ini- 
Punity and a Reward. For tho' our Savi- 
ours Sufferings, are meritorious of a Re- 
ward to himfetj^ (and fo the Scriptures 
fell us j> yet they are only expiatory to 
us I and that too in the Nature of the 
Thiog. Fjwf,. the utmbfl Defign, the 
natural Tendency, and the only liufinefs 
of an Expiation, is to obtain an Impunity 
for fucb who have deferred ^ arid there- 
O % fore 
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Vol. L fore muft in Juftice , without fuch an 
w/^r^ Expiation, fuffer Punifhment. But nei- 
ther Scripture, Reafon, or Juftice will 
teirus, that a Purchafe of Impunity from 
the Vengeance due to the Tranfgrejfors of 
the Law, can be a Purchafe of that Re- 
ward^ that is only due to Obedience to the 
Law. In one Word, Reward and Punifti- 
ment derive not only from different^ but 
from contrary Principles : And Impunity 
has, and that too in the Nature of the 
I'hing, a Refped or Relatioa only to 
Puni/hment^ but none at all to Reward : 
And for that Reafon, the meritorious 
Caufe of :lmpunity can have no Concern 
with /f^u^^r^ neither. Since then the 
Death of our Saviour is the meritorious 
Caufe of Pardon tothofe, who have /r^riir/^ 
grejfed the Law j it is abfurd in Nature 
and Reafon to make it alfo the meritori- 
ous Caufe of that Reward^ uhich, as it 
fuppofes no need of Pardon, fo does bv 
the Law only belong tb thofe, who ha^ 
obeyed the Law. So that an Expiation 
does at the rtioft but make ^ Man Innoi* 
cent^ but does nothing to make him a 
Saint : For it ortly can'cels his Negkcft of 
Duty, but does not do that Duty for him, 
which he has negledted.

3. That Expiaiion has no Relation to 
the Reward of Obediences but that it 
only concerns that Punijhment^ which 
without fuch Expiation is in Juftice due to 
Difoledieme. , 

Now becaufe God has taught us, not 
only that our Sins fliall be jprgiven in an(S 
through our Saviour j but that alfo, in 
and through the fame Saviour, we 4iall 
obtain a glorious Reward : And becaufe 
^as has appeared in general) Reward does 
in Reafon and Juftice as properly belong 
to Duty and Ohedience ^ as Forgivenefs 
does to Expiation : Therefore our next 
Enquiry muft be, upon what Obedience 
fuch Reward is grounded. For, we are 
very fiire, that, becaufe the Diftributiori 
of fuch Reward is lodged in God*s Hand, 
therefore the Reward will be beftowed 
juftly ; and becaufe we are fure of tbat^ 
therefore we are farther a/Tured, that it 
will be conferred upon Duty and Ohedience. 
4nd indeed, having in what went before 
O 9 feet 
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Vol. I. fcen what Provifion God has made for 
•w/*y^ the fulfilling the Vindidivp Part of the 
l-aw, in order to the Poffibility and Ju- 
ftice of Man's Salvation ; and being fatis- 
fiedj that that Prpvifion , which he has 
made for that Purpofe, will not alfo ful- 
fil the Direilive Part of the Law; it muft 
be our next Biifinels to enquire, what 
frovijion he has made for the fulfilling of 
JTuch Diredive Part. For, 

!• In the firft place, We may therefore 
be certain, thai: it fliall be fulfilled one 
.jvay or other ; becaufe the Law being 
Gpd's, is in itfelf Holy, Juft, and Good^ 
And we knpw, (and that too by the 
Light of Nature) that if cannot be an* 
indifl^rcnt Thing to the Ever-wife, and 
moft Holy Law-giver, vyhethcr a Law, 
which is fp, be obeyed, or not. For, that 
would be in effcd to caft off all regard 
to Duty, Holipefs, and Righteoufnels. 
Nay, (which i? yet more) becaufe every 
Juft Law mull: for that Reafon, even be- 
raufe it is jvjft, defign the OheJience of 
thehi, for whom it is made; I fay, be- 
'(caufeit muft principally' and in the jfrfi 
place defign their Ohdience^ apd not their 
funtjbment^ (and therefore not their For- 
giv^nefs neither, it would be in effeca to 
^bntradid his own Defign, in giving forth 
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his Law. For, the Defign of his Law Vol. !• 
being the HoKneft of his Creatures, re- 
fulting from their Conformity to the EH- 
redSons of fuch Law ; if he (houldfo par- 
don their NcgledJ: of fuch Conformity, 
Xjthat is,, the Neglcd: of their Obedience) 
^s to make fto Provifion for fuch Obedi- 
ence j it is evident, that- by fo doing he 
would {iave no more regard to the Dire- 
dive Pirt of his own Law, thzn they have 
had ; and fo the Manner of Forgiving the 
Trknlgreffion of the Law would unravel 
the main and principal Defign of making 
the Law. But, we know very well, that 
fuch a Way of Proceeding is neither a- 
greeable to Wifdom, nor to Holinefs; 
and therefore much lefs to infinite Holi- 
nefs ^nd Wifdom. And therefore, if the 
Ever-Holy and Wife God gave up his be- 
loved and only begotten Son to Death 
for the accompli(hing the vtniiBtve Part 
of the Law ; and if tor the fame purpofe 
he puniQ>es ail Mankind, not only with 
many Miferies in this World, but alfo 
with Death in their goin^ out of it : I fay, 
if he does all this, Qwhich vet he himfeif 
teUs us is his'flrange fVort) that fo the 
vindiSlive Part of rfie Law may not fall 
to the Ground; (hall we think, that he 
will do /(f/}^ or indeed (hall we think, that 
04 he 
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Vph I.b^ ^il' ^^^ rathier do m^r^, to ma^e gooi^ 
^^r^^^mainzn^grand^ and, Ifnaya(|d, th? 
inprc natural Defignof Ijis Law, \vhic|i 
is the Holiqeff of his Creatures ? Nq ! we 
jire fufe, that no Word of God (h^U re^ 
turn empty ; and thaf therefore his more 
folemn and exprefs Declarations (and 
fuch afe his Laws) (hall be fyre tp havp 
^heir AccompHihfpent, and flial) be ful- 
^iled in tbf^ir due tirpe, potwithdandipg 
jthe' counter-Endeavours of EJell and 
Wickedaef$. Fpr^ it mail npt be jn thp 
Power of any Encipy tp defeat the Couq- 
felsy or evacuate the ipain Defign qf 
f hat Law, which proceeds ffonj JEtern^l 
and Eflentijjl Bolinefs, and which morp- 
pvcr is l^acked with Orpnipotence. #c 
may therefore very well bp latisfied, th^t 
(^od has njade Prqvifipn for tlie Perfor- 
in jnpe aqd fi^lfilling pf the Diredions qf 
fbeLftw, as wqll ^s of the Vengeaqce of 
jhe Ljiw, ,

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given. And therefore, becaufe the Law Vol, (. 
was given to Man^ and require^ Obedi- w^w 
ence n'om Man^ we cannot fay, that the 
Defignof theLawis fulfilled, unlels Men 
tip obey it. 

I. We may be fatisfied, in the third 
place, that w Man in this World (except 
pur Saviour alone) has obeyed the Di- 
reSipns of the Law, from the Days of 
Adam^s Tranfgreflion, to this very Day. 
And we may be fatisfied moreover, fron[i 
fo long an Experience of the Thing, an^ 
from Reafon grounded upor> fuch Expe- 
rience; but, if both will not do, we may 
be iatisfied from Scripture, that no Man 
ever willotjhall pay a per fed Obedience 
to fuch DiiecStions. Nay, it is notorious, 
that no Man does fo, becaufe we know, 
that every Man in this World is under the 
Curfe oi the Lawj and we know, that 
pvery Man is fo, becaufe we are aubred, 
that eyery Man in his going out of the 
World fhall undergo fuch Curfe, that is, 
that every Man {hall die. Now, Death 
being the Penalty exprefly affigned by thp 
Law to the Tranlgreffion of the Law j we 
may be lure, that thbfe, who are not only 
iialle to fuch Penalty,' but who (hall alfo 
certainly undergo it, arc Tran/greffhrsaf 
the Law. And'then, becaufe that is the 
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Vol. I. Cjifc of. all Mwi in this World, we. may 
*-«v**-'from hence, alfp coiiclude, th?t ctll Men 
in this World are Tranfgreffbrs of the Di- 
redive Part of the Law. 

4. We may be fatisfied, in the fourth 
place, C^Ii becaufe it is the Qbjed of 
each good Chriflian*s Faith and Hope in 
particular, and bocaufe it is an exprefs 
Kevelation of the WiU of God in general) 
%\atfme Men (hall be faved^ that is, 
ihall obtain ao Eternal Happinels in ano- 
ther World J tho* we know naoft aflured- 
ly, . Aat all Men do tratifgreff the Law in 
|his world. Now^ becaafe it is impoffi- 
jble injullice, and abfurd io Reafon, that 
Vengeaocc and Salvation ftiould Both be 
the Repompence, of the TranferefBon of 
"the lUwj and becajife, tho* au Men are 
f|ji:ari^eflj>r^ ^^fiijne pfthofe Tranf- 
gre/lors fljaU be pwrfued with Venzfiance^ 
yet ^thers^ xy^n the Account of their 
Tincci;e, tho* imperfe<a Obedience, ihall 
bexewarded wiph Salvation: Therefore 
we do infer in ie^^ 

5. Fifth place, that thofe who ihall be 
fo rewarded, fljall, la order to Cich their 
.Tl.ew»rd,. be then, .entitled to a . perfed 
^PMien(;e, .whsn fjich Rewarfl (hall 
.<;ome to be beftowejj: That tkis is a 
IXfyth laid dawa ia the Cove/iant of 
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Grace, the Covenant by which alone Yol^ J^ 
Men (hall obtain Salvation : ThatReafbn w/v>j 
and Juftice do fall in with fuch Covenant, ' ' 
in afiertiog and maintaining the fame 
Truth ; and that therefore it is every way 
firm and good. For, it founds har(h to 
our natural Senfe of Juftice, that with- 
out a ^^r/r^ Obedience a Man fhould ob* 
tain that ^ Reward, which in Juftice and 
Reafon can only be allotted to fitch Obe- 
dience. For , an Obedience that falls 
fliort of Perfection, is in truth and reality 
f whatever it is called) a Tran/grepon: 
And fo is fo far from Jeferving a Reward^ 
that it does indeed fland in need of a Par- 
don. For, the DrfeH of fuch Obedience 
is Sin ; and Sin mixed with at^ thing, cor- 
, rupts the vfiboUy and makes it unclean and 
impure; and we know, tha^t nothing 
diat is fo can enter into the Kingdom of 
God. And therefore, in order to bis Sal- 
vation, St. Fji</ renounces his own Righte- 
oufnefSy which is of the Lolw^ in the Third 
to the PhilippianSj and the Ninth Verfe. 
Alas ! the very beft of us m this World 
have our Failings and Imperfedions ; and 
not only fmful Weaknefjes^ but finful Wil- 
fulneffes alfo ; Nay, our very Righteouf- 
nefles are but fiXxhy Rags : And then we 
may be fatisfied, that we ihall never in 

* thofe 
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Vot. 1« tbofe RagjS be admitted to the Marriage* 
' Supper oT the Lamb. When the Prodigal 
5on. returned to his Father, the Father 
not only provided the Feafiy but the Roht 
and the Bang too, to qualifie his Son to 
be a // Gueft for fuch a Feaft. . 

Now from thefe Propofitions, fo laid 
down and confirmed, it may feem no 
very remote Copfequence , that that 
Righteoufnefs, to which thofe, who (hall 
be favedy fhail be entitled, in order to 
fuch their Salvation, (hall be the Righte- 
oufnefs of that Perfon, whom fhe New 
teftameut fets forth to be the Saviour qf 
Mankind* For, their Salvation mud in 
Judice and Reafon depend upon their 
Ohedience to the Law ; other wife fuch Sal- 
vation can in no Senfe be truly reckoned 
a Rewards And if that Obcdienc^ to 
which fuch Reward is by the. Law afl%n- 
ed, were entirely their otvn^ then that 
Perfon^ whom yet the Scriptures call 
their Saviour, could in no Senfe be truly 
So called, becaufe in fuch Cafe their Sal- 
yation would ,be their outn legal Purchafe, 
as being the Reward of their own Obedi- 
ence. And laflly, to f uppofe the Saviour 
to be therefore, jrheir Saviour, becaufe he 
bellows upon them Sialvation, inconfi- 
(jcration of Mjmperfe^ Obedience, that 

is, 
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is, an Obedience which is ip far from de- Vol; (. 
ferving Salvation , that it does indeed .-/-v*^ 
ftan^ in need of a Pardon, is to fuppofe 
him to beftow the Reward there^ where 
the Law does not lay it ; that is, upon 
Suppofition that fuch Law isjuft, it is to 
fuppofe him to be unjuft. From all which, 
the Conclufion at laft muft be. That ftncc 
their Saviour muft fave them for their 
^xd^ Obedience to the Law, f if he fa ve 
them jufil/) and fince we are fure, that 
he does fave them juftJy^ tho' they have 
paid w fuch Obedience; that therefore 
the Method in which he faves them, is 
by entitling them to a perfeft Obedience 
Now, haw that is don«, will be our Bu- 
fmefs to make out'; a^ alfo, that the 
Manner of his doing if is juft and righte- 
ous, and therefore reafonable; ^By whicK 
it will appear, that ourjprefent Way of 
Reafoning do*s not want its Weight, tho^ 
perhaps it may at prefentfeem too light 
to demand an Auent. But before we 
pfoceedtb^that, wefhallo^rafew P«^ 
dical RefleiSions upon wh^t has beenal* 
ready laid down. ^'^ ^ • 

!• Andfirft, From whaehai^ been faii^ 
we may cafily perceive^ -that God is not 
jfo fdnd of ^pufr Perfons, or of oar futurt 
and everlaflin^ Hap^pinefSy ab ^to provide 
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YoK !♦ for fuch our Happtneis, by his own Neg- 
' \tSt of bis own Law. For, Heaven anJl 
Earth Jhall pafs away ; hut one Tittle of bis 
Law jhall not do fo. Tho* therefore we 
can eafily allow our felves to break his 
Law, and make light of his Commands j 
yet we may therefore be fure, that he 
will not ^ fo, becaufe his Commands 
land his Laws are Holy. For, it is a fool* 
101 and vain Imagination to think, that 
cflential Juftitse and Holinefs, that is, in 
other Words, that God will put Slights 
upon himielf^ to gratiiie thofe with hnpa* 
nity, and.mocb lefs witK Glory and Im* 
mortality^ who puts Slights upon Holi- 
ficfs^ by fiArting againd his' Laws. The 
trtitljiDf it;i$i be^ufe wc are fond e^ our 
fthes^ and vcfry ddirous of our own Hfjpr 
pineft, wc dre C^y 1 and tb? very beft ef 
us too) too apt to think <hat< God is to 
too ; and in thii^ Gafe Wjear^. fooliftily in- 
clined to think him to be altogether /kb 
an one as wrjtlves: Aod thAni9kes us to 
Entertain >/> and iir^.

tor, were Wd freed from all 5i», we 
ihould be alfo fteed from all Mifery, For, 
we miftake, if we dd not thirtk, that 
Crofles, Lofles, Pairts,Sickne(s, and Death, 
ire all of them the Effeas 6f duf- Siti^: 
And we may be fute, that they ftierefori 
.are f6, bccaufe we are fure, that ,wheh 
our Sins afe done awiy, all thefe IVlife- 
ties (hall be taken away too. ^oV SvH 
is mixed with ouf Life • That fpots,ftainSj 
and corrupts it; and foAffliiitibft and 
Mifcry come to be mixed with it tod. 
And therefore, were Sin bticc bihiftied 
6ut of this lower World, and trtfe Righ- 
teoiifiieft planted in its Place; 'were God'sf 
Will done id Earth, asitis.dbrie iii fiea- 
' Ven, his Kingdom would prefetkly Come, 
ind the Glories and Beatitudes bf J4^vcri 
would Certainly flbw iiii updn' atl th'oft, 
who have arrived to a perffed, that ii, 
to in Heavenly HoRileft. Since ilfcrefprc 
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we may be fo eafily fatisfied, that M is Vol- !• 
Sin, and Sin alone, that impairs our Hap- s-/Sr^ 
pinefs, .and that too ( that Happinets 
which mod of us love fo well) our Hap- 
pinefs in this World 5 one would think, 
that this Confideration ftng^e, and by hi 
felf, Ihould engage us to hate Sin^ as 
much as we love fuch our Happinefs ; 
and therefore alio to endeavour to en^ 
creafe our Happinefs^ by dejiroying our 
Sins. 

4. If our Good Works are {o full of 
Flaws and Imperfections, that, in order 
to our Salvation^ it will be neceflary, that 
we be entitled to a perfect Obedience i 
then this may inftrud: us, not to trufl: irt 
them alone for our Salvation. For^ tho^ 
it be true, that, we cannot bejaved with- 
out xh^m ; yet, it i^a^ true, that we can- 
not be faved Jby.^theip alone ^ becaufe art 
imperfe(9: Caufecan never produce a per- 
fcdi EfFed. Such Salvation then, as the 
Gofpel has taught us td hope and expe(9:,' 
(jo J in our Saviour only can ieflow ; but 
we can never by our Good Works deferve^ 
And i:hereforej evert he, who has wrought 
put fetch Salvation for us, has taught us 
Cwhen we have done the beft we can} 
ftill to confefs our felves Unprofitaik Set- 
iianisi 
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Vol. I, 5. Laftly, If no Man's Obedience be 
i^V^ perfeft in this World, then itwillbntiii 
become us to haft of our Perfection here : 
Whiqb in this latter Agt has been the 
known Pradice of fevcral jn-oud Sedu- 
cers , and Enthufiafts ; who have there- 
fore defpifed all other Chrifliam^ but 
^ thofe of their own Caft or Sed:, as carnal 

and profane Creatures, A Pride hateful 
to God and Man, and fuch, which has 
conftantly betrayed it felf to come from 
that proud SjMrit, (^which is the great De- 
ceiver) by the deteded Falfities, Forge- 
ries, and Villanies of ks moft celebrated 
Pretenders. Let us therefore have a c;ai^e, 
that w^e be fobcr, and humble : Let us 
not be high-whided^ hut fear : And feeing 
there remaineth a Rfftfor the Feople iff God ^ 
let us lahur to enter into that Reft^ left atty 
^f us fall fbort^ tyreafouy not only of our 
Unhelkfy but of our Qmfidence alfo. 
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CHAP- IX. 

fVhofe that Terfeil Obedience is^ in Confix 
deration of which y Eternal Happinefs it 
given to Man. That it is our Sannours. 
Some Olje^idns anfwered; and the Dor 
Slrine oj the Imputation ajjerted. i. A 
g^infl thofej who acknowledge the Expi ac- 
tion • z. Againfl thofe , who deny it. 
This Doilrine agreeable to the Scriptures. 

HAving laid it dawn in the former 
Chapter, that thofe who fhall be 
rewarded with Eternal Happinefe, (hall 
fee entitled to a Perfeii Obedience, in or- 
der to fuch their Reward : Our next Bu- 
fmefs is to enquire, Whofe that Perfed: 
Obedience is, to which they ihall be fo 
entitled j and whether they can obtain 
fuch Title according to the Rules of Rea- 
fon, and the Laws of Juftice. 

I. And to fatisfie this Enquiry, we lay 
it down, firft. That as the Obedience of 
our Saviour to the Law, while he was in 
the Flefti, (and fp under the Law) does 
alone in Juftice. i/f/^/i^^ that Eternal Hap- 
pinefs, which is promifed in the Cofpel.* 
P X • fo 
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Vol. I.fo the ImpHtation of fuch his Rigfiteouf- 
^ysr^ nefs-toJklievervis jJie only true and 
juji Reafon, why they fliall be made Par- 
takers of fuch Eternal Happinefs. When 
the Apoftle telis us, in the Fourth to the 
GaiatianSy the Fourth and Fifth V^rks^ 
Thzt Go J fefft forth bis Son, wade of a Wo 
many made under the Law^ to redeem them 
that were under the Law ; he feenis to in- 
fmuate at lead, that our Saviour's being 
under the Law, was in fuch Saviour a re- 
quifite Coadirion, in order, to his working 
out of Maris Salvation. Now, had our 
Saviour been fuch a Man as other Men 
are, the Reward (itiscpnfcfled) lifldofi- 
ly concerned his own Obedience: " But, 
becaule by taking upon l^tra the Nature 
of Man, he obliged himfelf to obey that 
Law, which God had given to Matt ; 
and becaufe he took upon himfelf the Na- 
ture of Mao, when he might have refufed 
fatodo; and lailly, becaufe he took it 
upon himfelf for Mans fake alone, and 
not for his own, therefore, for Man^s fake 
alone, and not for his own J^^ put himlelf 
under an Obligation of /^i-^ryiATg the Law. 
from all which, tjie Jeaft th^t can be in- 
ferred is, tiwt Man wa? to reap fome con- 
fidcrable Benefit ^ti^ Advantage from liich 
itijOljpdience.. 

^ V . V ■ '" It 
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It IS ufually alledged in this Place, That Vol. h 
had he not obeyed the Law himfelf, he 
could not have been qualified to make an 
Expiation by his Death for the Tranf- 
greffion of others : And we may take 
notice, that they who offer this Allega- 
tion, do in effed tell us, that his perted 
Obedience to the Law , was nothing 
more, in order to Man's Salvation, than 
a previous Condition to fit and capacitate 
him to make fuch Expiation. 

X. And therefore we offer it to Confi- 
deration, in the fecond place. That the 
Reward promifed in a Saviour to thofe, 
who do Confefledly pay but an imperfeEi 
Obedience to the Law, is greater than 
that Reward which was promifed to 
Adam^s perfect Obedience, without a Sa- 
viour. It is true, there is not in the Law 
given to Adam any exprefs Promife at all : 
Butthen/itisas true, that there is an im^ 
plied Promife. For, when the Law does 
threaten his Tranfgrefion with D^ath^ it 
does as good ^s promife Life to his Ohedi'^ 
ence. And indeed, there was no Occadon^ 
much left any Necejfity^ that the Promife 
of the Reward Cwhich was Life) fhould 
be exprefs j becaufe the Law being given 
to Man in his Innocence, (thatis, while 
he was in ailual Poffeffian of the Reward) 
P 3 he 
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Vol. [.he ws by the Tenor oftbeLaw fecure 
w/'^r^ of fuch Pofleflion, if he did not forfeit it 
by his TranfgreiTion. 

Now we therefore fay, that the Re- 
ward promised in a Saviour to thofe, who 
do confeflfedly pay but an imferjed Obe- 
dience to the Law, is greater than that 
' Reward which was promifed to Adam% 
perfect Inwcence , becaufe we are aflured 
by the Gofpe!^ that Eye hath ntt feen^ nor 
Ear heard^ nor can it enter into the Heart 
of Man to conceiue^ the Revoard which God 
has prepared for thofe^ who in a Saviour 
(hall be faved. But we are fure, that no 
fuch Things can be truly faid of the Re- 
ward promifed to Man in his Innocence; 
For, he knew his Reward experimentally, 
and therefore it could not be to him In- 
iconcfeivable. 

Put we the Queftion then, How comes 
the Reward promifed in the Nevo Cove- 
nant, fo far to differ from, and to exceed 
the Reward promifed in the Old ? For^ no 
doubt, there is therefore a good Reafon 
for fuch Difference , becaufe all GocJ's 
Words and Ad ions proceed (if I may be 
allowed fo to fpeak) from eflential Rea^ 
foH : And it is as certain, that they all 
proceed from Jtijiice. Now, neither Ju- 
(^ice fiot Re^foq do tell iis^ that an Im- 

menfe 
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metfe and hconceivahle Reward can be Vol. L 
aj(figned to a hoken and imperfeSt Obedi- 
ence ; and, in the mean while, a iefs^t^ 
ward be affigned to a perfeSl Obedience. 
Since therefore a lefs Reward was propo* 
fed to Adams Obedience, (had (uch his 
Obedience been perfetf) than what in a 
Saviour is propofed to a Chrifiians imper- 
/^^/ Obedience ; it 15 notorious, thatfuch 
difierent Rewards can neither in JuAice 
fsor Reafon be ailigned to the difierent 
Obediences, zs/Hch; but that the Re- 
ward Bo the Chrifiian muft derive from 
his Sauhnrs Merits, as the Reward of 
Adam mud have derived from his awn. 
If therefore it be demanded, upon what 
Grounds the Cbriftians Reward does de- 
rive from his Saviour; the only An(wcr 
that can be given is. That it muft derive 
either from his Saviour s Sufferings in his 
ftead, or from his Saviour's Obedience in 
bis ftead. And then, becaufe we have 
already made it out, that it cannot either 
in Juftice or Reafon, or indeed in com- 
mon Senfe, derive from his Saviour's Suf- 
ferings (which do and can, and that too 
in Nature , only relate to his Punijhment^ 
but not at all to his Reward') therefore 
we do at laft conclude, That that im- 
menfe Reward which the Gofpetaffigns 
P 4 to 
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Vol. I to the believing Ci&r(/?/^», it does aflrgn to 
s./^^'^ him only in Confideration of his Savi- 
our*s Ohedience. 

Before we go any farther, we may 
from what has been faid, obferve. That 
the iramenfe Value of our Saviour's Per- 
fon and Di5»i/y does (hew forth it felf, as 
well ill the immenfe Value of his Obedi- 
ence^ as in the immenfe Value of his 
Death ^nd Sufferings. For, as it is evi- 
dent, that the Reward of A/j Obediencfe 
is inconceivably greater than the Reward 
of Adam's had been, ( had Adam been 
obedient} fo, for the fame Reafon, it is 
infinitely greater than the Obedience of 
any other\ Man, were that other only 
fnch a Man as Adam was. The Dignity 
therefore of the fec&nd Adam is inconcei- 
vably greafer,than the Dignity of the //y?. 
Now, as by what has been faid, it has 
appeared, that the Obedience of our Sa- 
viour is the only Obedience, that is or 
can be entitled to a Gofpel-Rcward ; fo, 
ill what is to follow, we muft make it oar 
Bufineft to fhew; firft, that Chrijiian Be* 
lievers may in Reafon and Juftice be enti- 
tled to fuch his Obedience, (which is to 
be made good by Reafon ; ) and, in the 
next place, that they ihall a£lually he fo, 
(which is to be made good by Scripture.^ 

And 
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And then,if upon the whole Matter it (hall Vol. I, 
appear^ that they may be fo entitled, and 
that in order to their Salvation it is necef- 
fary that they he fo ; then the Conclufioa 
will be, That the Do^rtneoi thclmputa^ 
tionis therefore true^ becaufe tht Salva- 
tion of Believers is certain. But then I 
would have it remarked, that I only fay, 
that this Conclufion will follow, if our 
Reafons prove good. For, becaufe the 
Salvation of Believers is generally agreed 
to be exprefs Revelation ; but the Imputa- 
tion in order to fuch Salvation, is not j 
therefore, as our Reafons , and thofe In*:* 
terpretations of the Scriptures which we 
bring to back them, may be found defe- 
dive • fo when once they appear fo to be, 
I do profefs in this Cafe, as in all others, 
that I (hall willingly part with them ; be- 
caufe to me, exprefs, and on all Sides 
acknowledged Revelations, do weigh a 
great deal more, than all Reafontngs, and 
elaborate Deductions, or Interpretations 
whatfoever. 

Now, to make it out. That our Savi- 
our's Obedience may be juftly and reafon- 
ably imputed, orafligned over to Belie- 
vers, in order tp their obtaining the Re- 
ward of fuch Obedience, I would take 
notice in the "

Vol I. I. Firft place, That tt ba tUng ia ft 
^i-nr^ manner generally agreed among Man- 
kind, that one Man's Duty (m roaay Ca- 
ies at lead} may be done by another^ and 
yet the Reward of fucli Duty Iball be 
thought, and that toojuftly, tobekmgy 
not fo much co him^ho JiJibst Duty, as 
to him for i»h0m it was done. The Thir^ 
is notorious in all Proxies^ Deputatioas, 
and Subftitutions whatfoever-; And eve* 
fy Prodtor, Attorney^ SolHcitor> Fadtor^ 
Journey-man, Apprentice, and Servant, 
is a Witnefe and Proof of it. For, all 
fuch Perfons do^ . as foch, ad, not ^or 
themfelves , but for others ; and the Be- 
flefiis and Advantages which arife from 
X fuch their A<9:ions, dd accrue to others ; 
. and,which is more, and more to our Pur* 
pofe, are by the common S^nCi of MoflK 
kind thou^t to do fo fujilf. And tho' it 
be confefied^ that in moftj if not all the 
Cafes mentioned, fome Benefit ck)escome 
to him^ who adually does the Duty ; yet 
it is known alfo , that fuch Ben^ be- 
comes his Due, only by a collateral Con- 
trad; but that it is neither the folly nor 
the dire^ Reward -of the Duty done by 
bim. For, the whole Right of fiich Re- 
ward is univerfally thought to belong to 
his Principal. And I do hardly believe, 

that 
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that any Man, tbo^ never fo juft and righ* Vol. I^ 
teous, does then think that he wrongs his <.x>^* 
Journey-man, when he pays him his Wa* 
ges agreed between them, tho' by fo doing 
be does not allow him all that Profit, 
which he himfelf reaps by his Work* But 
if any Man, the better to maintain his 
Argument, (hall refolve with himfelf to 
go againft the ordinary Senfe of Man*- 
kind in theCafe, and ihall pertinacioufly 
affirm, that fuch Dealing isunjuft (as t 
,am iatisfied, that in fome fpecial Cafes 
fome Men are fo refolved} I (hall not at 
prefent (becaufe I need not^ contend the 
Point with them; but ihall add in the 

%. Second place, that which ferves as 
well for our prefent Defigo, but what is 
more free from all Exception : and that 
is, I'hat if any Friend^ purely of his Good- 
will, without any Expedition of Recom* 
pence or Reward, nay, with a fixed Re- 
folution not to receive any ; I fay, if fuch 
a Friend ihall undertake and difcharge the 
Duty of another; whether his fo doing 
may not fo far be imputed to fuch other^ 
as to entitle him to that Reward, which 
belongs to (iich Duty. To fay, [ // cannat\ 
would go a great way towards the ma-* 
king c^ all Friendihip ufeleis, and would 
l^ave a ^eat tendency tQwards the ren- 

dring 
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Vol. L df ing of all Peoples Lives forlorn and 
' comfortlefs j and, when throughly exa- 
mined, would be found to contain fo 
much Uncharitablenels in it, that ( were 
there nothing el(e in the Cafe) yet fuch 
an Opinion, purely upon the account of 
its Malignity , and ill-natur'd Infifuerice 
upon Humane Afl^irs, may very well be 
thought not to contain that Juftice in it, 
to which it pretends. And therefore, be- 
caufe a mutual and friendly Jffi^ance of 
each other, in the EXfcharge of the feve- 
ral Duties that lie upon us ; and fome- 
times in the undertaking and performing 
each others Duties entirely^ is very bene- 
ficial to Mankind in general ; and becaufe 
Jufiice is fo too ; therefore we (hall rather 
conclude, that it is agreefahle to Juftice, 
than that it contraJiHs it, that one Man 
may, not only receive^ but alfo have a 
Right to the Reward of that Duty, which 
yet \sdone for him by another. To which 
we Ihall add, 

?. In the third place, That when on^ 
Man is difahkd from doing his Duty, and 
another^ in Cdmpaffion to his Difability, 
does it for him j there it will be fo far fro;n 
being unjuft, that the difabled Perfon 
Ihould receive the Reward of the Duty 
(o dpne, that it* would be uncharitable 

(and 
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^and all Uncharitablenefs is at leaft a De- Vol. L 
gree of Injuftice) to debar him of fuch w^-vv 
Reward. 

Now before wei proceed any further, 
we ' do, in order to our main Defign, 
from the Propofitions already laid down 
and confirmed, conclude in the firft place, 
That our Saviour being made efa Womam^ 
made under theLaw^ thoit is, being Incar:^ 
nate, and made Man, in order to qualifie 
himfelf, among other Things, to fulfil the 
Diredions of the Law given to Man, 
might juftly (if he fo defigned and plea- 
kdj do that Duty for other Men, which 
the Law laid upon them as their Duty; 
and by doing fuch Duty in their (lead, 
might entitle them to that Reward^ which 
the Law had promifed to thofe, who 
fhould obey it. For, the Reward^ by the 
Tenor of the Law, becoming his Righ/!^ 
upon the Account of his Obedience,there 
can (I think) no doubt be made, but 
that he may, and that juftly too, aj^gn 
over fuch his Right to whom he pleafes ; 
and that he may fo much the rather^ do 
fo, becaufe thofe,.to whpm he make^ 
fuch Affignmeht, were utterly difahle^^^ 
and thfit^too without their own Perfonal 
Fault, todofuch Diitythemfelves.^ 'Arid 
there can be the lefs doubt, that he might 
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Vol, I, fo do, bccaafe, had it not been for Man's 
^j^^r^ Difability, and for Man V fake, there had 
been no Occafion, and much lefs any 
NcccfTity, that he ftiould have been In- 
carnate, and fo have been made Man 
himfelf j that is, (^Cb far as we are con- 
cerned at prefcnt) there had been ndther 
Occafion nor Neceflity that be IhouW 
have brought himfelf under any OUiga^ 
tioH of obeying the Law given to Man. 

Now, if^^wc add, to what has been 
fpoken, that our Saviour will only affign 
over the Reward of his Obedience to 
tbofe^^ who tho' they neither did nor C4>uld 
obey the Law, yet however were willing^ 
and did teftifie the Sincerity of their Wii- 
iingnefs by their hearty Endeavours to 
have obeyed it j and who moreover were 
heartily grieved and trouUed^ that they 
could not make good their Endeavours, 
(which yet is realty the Cafe i>etween out 
Saviour, and all thofe, who {ha:U -be re*- 
warded forhisRighteoufnefe:;) Ifay, if 
we add this Connderation to all the for^ 
tner^ it may perhaps help to give us a 
inbre rational Satisfaction in the Caffe^ 
and may convince us, that his Affign- 
ment of the Reward pf his 6wn Obedi- 
ence^ to fuch Peoj^e, is an ^dt of ^ir- 
fiici^ as well as fity j bccaufc God, by 

putting 
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fntting his Creatures into Beings has ("and YdL f. 
with all Reverence I defire to fpeak it) 
inflated them in z Right to jfuch Things, 
voithout which they ttiuft needs be w^- 
rahle^ and which (tho'they heartily en- 
deavour it ) yet rhey cannot by their 
tfnm utmoft Powers fupply themfelves 
with. 

From tlie whole, we may reft fatisficd, 
that the making over of that Happinefs, 
which was the Reward of Iter Saviour's 
Obedience,' toother Men, is nofuchab- 
furd or urrjtift Thing, as it is but too ge- 
nerally taken to be. And I am pretty well 
allured, that fome even of thofe Men, 
who hive ftiffly (^ppofed it in the Qife of 
Man's Sutvation by our Saviour ^ yet 
both have and will allow it in other Cafes, 
that run parallel mth k ; and that tb^e- 
fore, in order to thdr taicing fodi a Way 
of ftoceeding of Injafticc, they do even 
contradid; themfelves. 

It may perhaps be objeded, That our 
Saviour^ by aj^mng tfe Reward of his 
Obedience to any others^ does by fo 
doing difpcffefs bhfelf of fach Reward'; 
becanfe, 1^ makii^ it over tothern^ hb 
does in OTeAmake it ^nty4y from kim- 
fetf. 

Which 
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Vol. I. Which feeraing Difficulty (for To i 
'*^^>^^^ fliall only call it in this Place) may be ei- 
fily removed, if we do refled back upon 
what h^s been (aid in this Chapter^ con- 
cerning the iHconceivahle Value of the 
Purchafe made by our Saviour s Obedi- 
ence, and the Imonceivahle Dignity of his 
Per(on : And, w hen we have made fuch 
Reflection, fliall go on farther to com- 
pare it with what has been fpoken to, and 
made goo(|||Concerning thcextenJtveM^'- 
rit of his Expiation, in the beginning of 
the Sixthi and upon the Second Objedi- 
on of the Seventh Chapters. For, by 
comparing what has been ifaid in thofe 
two Places, with the Cafe now before 
us, and by applying the one to the other, 
it will be no hard Matter fo tq refolve 
this Teeming Difficulty, as that it ihall not 
any longer appear to be aqy fuch Thing. 

But to return: As it has appeared, thajt 
Men may obtain the Reward promifed by 
the Law, in virtue of their Saviours 
Obedience to the Ls^;w, whereas yet they 
have not obeyed jh^ Law them/elves ; fo, 
if tHe Reward d^e to tl^^ir Saviors Obe- 
diencei c^theref^e.oi^ybejmiyi^^ 
ferred upon tbem,\ becaufe tb^if^Saviouf 
did ciey the "Law iii thirii^zd : Thentbc 
next Condufion will be, 

1. that

in order to their receivfng fuch tlcward, c^^'>?w 
be accounted as theirs ; that is, in other 
Words, his Obedience to the Lavf^ iriuft 
be firft imputed to them as theifs, bcfbre 
they can have a juft Title to that Happi- 
nefs, which is only the legal and juflr Re* 
ward of his Obedience. For, ifbtieMari 
perfornq^s that, Which it was anotnet 
Man's Duty to do, but ^et iJo^ not do it>

not do it fer that other : in fuch Cafe, 
that other can neyer in Joftice either claim 
or receive the Reward belonging td fucFi 
Performance j becaufe that Performance 
can never be made his^ till it be mslde 
over by hini, who* was t\\^ Author oi \t. 
Abd, on the other fide, it is rib' bafie 
Matter to conceive, liow one.Mari ihotild

It may be obje<fted here. That I talk of 
the Law^ when I Ihould talk of the Gof- 
pfU For, tho'it be troe^ that the Reward 
promifed by.the Ii^m to Obedience does 
only h9l(m , and therefore can in Juftice 
b6 only beJimeJ upon a perfed: Obedi- 
«ice ; yet it is not true, that the Re- 
ward promifed by the Gofpel]s fo clc^ged 
or limited, but that by the Tenor of 
fuch Gofpel it may belong to an Obedi- 
ence that is not perfeS^ providtd fuch 
Obedience be attended with Sincerity, 
and followed with Repentance. 

Now, in anfwer to this Objedlion^ it 
is freely granted, 

i. That the Prqmife of the Reward in 
the Gofpel*Covenant is, as it is faid to 
be; that is, it Aands engaged to Sioceri* 
ty and Repentaince ; and that therefore 
tbofe Believers that ztejiftcere in their 
Ohdicfk^^ and ptnitent for their Fnilings^ 
Ctho' qyeither their Obedience^ nor their 
Repentance be. abfolutely peife^) yet 
Ihall inherit fuch Promife. 
r %.l^t then, in the fecoivl.pkce, ijC 
fflufl b^.aKo acknowledged^ thftT God has 
Q^a. made 
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VoL I. made -and eftahliflied that Promiieof the 
v^V^ New Covenant in ow Savhur^ and Irt 
our Saviour atome. Now,; the BufmeftoiF 
our prefent Enquiry is not, what M.thc 
Prmi/e of the Gofpel, :(for in that* we 
are agreed s ) but upon what Jnfi and/4^ 
timal CohflJerat^oH fucb Promife \s founds 
ed. And fince it is agreed in general, that 
it is founded in our Saviour; aU the De- 
bate at prefent k. Whether the Fromiie 
of the Gofpel-Reward be founded io ihac 
SzvvofofsOheditfKe^ 6t in his Death ; or, 
in otter Words, Whether the Promifeof 
the Kewdrd be notfo grounded upon our 
Saviour's Ohedienct^ aS the Promife of 
fardam "is upon his ExJpiatqry Suwfi^e. 
And if tbofe Reafons which we have al- 
ready, or fhall hereaftcroffeir; do prove, 
that in Juflice and Rea(bn it is fo ; then 
the Objedion vanishes. » - 

I niay add. That? the Objediofi' cJfiiy 
fpeaks to the M^ttcr^ oi FaH^ thd there 
is a Proftiife 'made ja-tlie' Goipei <to aii 
hnperfedObedience^ **^hicb no orie>- fb 
far asUcfiiow, denie^^^^ \Bb^ <f^ rtet 
(peak, as to the Miktevot^ Right md^^^ 
Jticf, hdf ^ad> a[ E^oiol^ can b^/ii/l/^f 
reafonally made, Without arty VioWflc*

That then,, which is the oftly Thing 
whicb is at prefentmtiintained, i$, That, 
the Promife of the' Reward in the Gofpel 
to an irnperfe(9: Obedience had never 
been made to Man at all, becaufe it could 
riot have been made juftly, if the Law of 
Wiorks given to Man had never been /«/- 
filkd by Man ; and that the Gofpel^Pro- 
mife was granted in Confideration that 
bur Saviour fdlfiUed that Law. And to 
this, the CM>)e6lion, fo called, is really no 
Objection at all. 

It is confefled indeed, that the Eternal 
Life promifed to Believers in the Gofpel^ 
will be attended with an Happtneis incon- 
ceivably greater , than the Eternal Life 
promifed in the Law to Adam; and it 
may be thereupon furmifed , that the 
Reward prcwnifed in the Gofpelhzs no Eye 
to the Obedienoe required in tht Law ^ 
and (if it has not) that then the Eternal 
Happinels of Believers cannot be the Pur- 
chafe of our Saviour s Obedience to the 
Law. 

. To which I fhall fay no more at pre- 

fent, than this; m. That it is agreed, 

(^3 that 
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Vol. [.that our Saviour by his Death tcxA awiy 
* J Death, the Curfe of the Law, and m^de 
good fuch his Atchievement by a Rcfuiv- 
re(aion. Now, the Life after the Refur- 
redion is a Life in a Spirifual Body^ not 
in a Natural, (I fpKsak the ApofUe^s 
Words : ) And ouf Natural Reafon tells 
us, that a Life in a Spiritual Body, is a 
more refined and exalted Lif^, than a 
^ Life io a Natural Body ; and that in mul- 
titudes of Circumftances it muft needs 
differ from it ; perhaps in fo many, that 
it may be as inconceivable to us now, as 
the future Happinefs of the Saints. And 
yet this refined and exalted Life is no 
good Argument, that it was not purcha- 
fed by our Saviour's Deaths nor, that 
fuch his Death had no Eye to the Law of 
Works in fuch Purchafc. ^ 

And fo fay we ; Tho* the Eiippinefs of 
the Bleflcd be greater^ vaftly greater, than 
what was by the Law of Works promi- 
fed to Adam upon his Obedience; yet 
that can never make it out , that fuch 
Happinefs is not the Purchafc of our Sa- 
viour's Obedience, or that fuch his Obe- 
dience was not an Obedience to the Law 
of iVorks. It may indeed convince us of 
the fuper-eminent Dignity of his P^on^ 
and of the' inconceivable Value of that 

Reward, 
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/Reward, which by. being purchafed by Vol. L 
him, derives {uchits Value from fuch ^-/v^ 
his Dignity, as we obferved beifore ; and 
>vhich isdire<Si:ly to our prefent purpofe, 
it may furthermore convince us, that the 
Reward of Believers is the Reward of their 
Saviour^ s Obedience made over to them j 
but not a Reward that does or can belong 
to their own (at the very beft) imper- 
feU Righteoufnels. 

I know very well, that this Doctrine 
is denied by many Divines, and other 
Learned Men ; and thofe too, not only 
fuch, who do utterly ^i?»y, that God be- 
ftows Salvation upon Men, in confidera- 
tfon of their Saviour's Merit and Pur- 
chafe ; but even by the generality of 
thofe, whoyetdo ^cri^f the Salvation of 
Man to fuch Purchafe and Merits. What 
Reafons they offer for fuch their Denial, 
we (hall fpeak to hereafter : But, in the 
mean time, we ihall go on to ma|ce good 
the Imputation, againft each Party that 
denies it ; and after that, ihall fliew, that 
thoReaibos of fuch their Denial have 
not that weight which they feem to 
hjive. 

I. And /trft, we (hall fpeak to them, 

who do tiot barely acknowledge^ but evea 

cfntend^^zx the Salvation of Man is ob-

Arid the Mien pf whom Nye now fpeak, 
do maJQtain,. That in order to Man'sRe-^ 
dempuba, our Savioijir died for Man's 
Sin; and that, by fuch his Death^he 
purchaftd for Man a Freedom from that 
Vengeance , which is the juft Wages of 
fuch Sin. Now, what they fo maintain, 
we believe to be true, and are ready to 
join Hands with them to make it goo4 
. .againfl; all the Adverfaries of theOofe, 
of Chrift. So far therefore we are agreed. 
But then, if may be demanded, How oiir 
Saviour can poffibly fufTer for Mafi's Si% 
it the Sin, of Man be not imputed to him - 
For, in prder to his Suffering for Man's 
Sin, he muft take upon him fuch Sin ; 
and the taking upon him Man's Sin, is 
the having Man s Sin accounted as his 
own ; that is, in effed, and in other 
Words, the having Man s Sin imputed 
to him. And then, on the other Side, how 
can Man have any Pretence of 5^«^ 
frooi his Saviour's Sufferings, if the Me- 
rit of fuch Sufferings be not {mpMicdxo 
'Man > Fof , without fuch Ipipuc&tion, the 
Merit (be it jvhat it . will} . cao , only b^ 
long tQ.the Sayiouf himfdff /. 
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It is evident therefore, hy what has Vol. f , 
been faidin fhprt, (but might be made .•vn^ 
.out in more Words) that they who aff 
fcrt the Expiation of Sin by pur Saviour's 
fuSering in Man^s (lead, do therefore 
entitle Man to the Benefit of fuch 
Expiation, becaufe Man's Sin was iw/^ 
teJ to his Saviour, and the M^ris of his 
Sjaviour's Sufferings, at leaft* jmputedto 
Maa 

Things, therefore (landing thus in the 
Cafe of the Expiation, it may be realbn" 
^y and further demanded, why our Sa- 
viour's Kigjjteotifnefs or Qhedience may not ' 
as warrantably be imputed to Moa^ as 
Matf s Sin may be imputed to his Sarui* 
9ur ? or. Why the Eternal fJ^appinefSjWhlpii 
Is afligr^ed as the Reward of Obedieqop 
by the Law, may qot be beflowedupon 
Man ill comideration, that the Merit, of 
his Saviour's 0^^<//e»c^ is imputed to Man j 
as well as a Rekafe from Puniihment may 
be granted to Man in ociatidei^ation that 
the Merits of his Saviours Puniftxmeot 
;^e imputed to Man? For^ .there is the 
very felf-rameRealoo, why the W/i? wc 
of our Saviour fhould beiqiputed to Man, 
in order to Mzns Salvation^ that there is, 
that the Sin of Man fhould be imputed to 
our SavioiMT, ip order ta fuch ^AS^w/wr'i 

CiMT- • 
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Vol. t Condemnation: And there is the feff-farii^ 
'Rsaion, why the Merit of our Sa^idtir s 
OheJience Ihould be imputed to Man, ia 
order to Man's obtaining Eternal Life 5 
OS there is, that the Merits of our Savi- 
our's Snjferings ftiould be imputed to Man, 
in order to Mans Rekafe from Death. 
That is/ Imputation is asreafdndble and 
as juftifiable in one Cafe^ as in the other; 
for they both (land upon one and the 
fame Foot ; and for that Reafon, he who 
throws down one, throws down both. 
And therefore, whoever rejcds the Do^ 
drine of the Imputation of our Saviour's 
Righteoufnefs to Man, does, by fo doing, 
rejed the Iniputation of Man's Sin to our 
Saviour, and all the Confequences of tt : 
Or, in other Words, he who rgeds tlte 
Dodrine of the Imputation^ does, by fo 
doing, rejedtheDocarineofthe Expia-- 
ir/w likewife. 

X. Thofe Men who dofo far maintain 
Man's Salvation to depend upon the Me- 
rits of our Saviour's Death alone, as to 
dtny Imputed Righteoufnefs to have any 
thing to do in the Purchafe of Salvation, 
do not feem to me fufficiently to confi- 
der, that thcireare Two Things' contained 
in the Death of our Saviour; i. The 
Death it fcif^ and, t. His Ohedience i<% 

the 
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the Will of his Father > in fubmitting Vol. I, 
himfelf to fuchaDeatfa. Nosv, becaute v^/vs^ 
Peathis, properly fpeaking, whatheiiin* 
derweot for the Expiation of Man's Sin, 
(for the Vi ndidive Part of the Law docs 
cxprefly aflTign Death as the Puhifliment 
of Sin) hence it is (as I conceive) that 
moft of thofe who have diicourfed of 
Man's Redemption for the Sake and Me- 
rit of oar Saviour s'Deathy have placed 
the Merit of the Piirchafe only in fuch 
Death ; and in the mean time have whol* 
iy ]aid afide all confideration of the Me- 
rit of that OhedieHce^ which attended it. 
But becaufe ^ the Scriptures in the Cafe 
fpeak otherwife, and becaufe we muft 
needs be bdO: inftruded out of thefli^ in 
any thing which concerns our Saviour ; 
thorefore, laying afide at prefent all 
Schemes of Huoiane Reafontngor Con- 
trivance , we (hall entirely apply our 
felvesto them for fuch Inftru&ion. Take 
we notice therefore^ that they inform us, 
that our Saviour was delivered to death 
iy the determinate Cennfel and FereknaiV' 
ledge of God: SoSt. F^/^r tellsus, in the 
Second of ASs^ and Twenty third Verfe ; 
and fo we are told in other Places* From 
which we infer, that the Sufferings and 
Death of our Saviour was an Adi of (^*

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Vol. I; Jifm to the Will Md Coiidfel oF Godi 
wnrs^ All *vhichSt.?tf«/ gives us inx few Words, 
but thofe very f uU to our prefeot Purpofe,

Since therefore our Saviours Death was, 
in lead, one Branch of his Obedience to 
1^^ Will of his Father; thatris/ iince his 
Qledience m the Scripture*AccouBt was 
Shewed in his Deaths as well as in his 
Jfift ; and therefore Bodi, wbea in Qm^ 
j<i(t(dioni were one and the felffame^ing : 
i would defire to know^ upon what 
Growid, or by what Warrant, it can be 
fmafined^ and much le(s defended^ that 
Man is faved for the. &ke of his Deaths but 
that he is not faved for the fake of his 
^Obedience. And I would fo much the ra* 
ther infift upon this Inquiry^ becaufe 
tho' it (hould be granted, that cur Sa- 
viour's £>eath was meritorious of Mans 
Everladiog Bappiuefs, (and that is the 
prefent Cafe) theo^ if we muft make ao 
Oppofition between his Death and his 
Obedience, (and to afcribe Man's Hap- 
pinefs to his Deathy but not to his Obedh 
e^e^ does make fuch an OppoTition but

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I fay, if there muft bean Oppofitidn madfe Vol. L 
between them, it feems much mcJre'a- v->v^ 
grecabJe^ to Reafon, na^ itideed toc^tif- 
mon Senle, toafcribefudi Merit to the 
Ohedienct of his Deaths tlian to his Death. 
For, it is the Voice of Natural Juftice, 
that Vuty and Obedience may defer vtf-% 
Reward J but it is a Strain beyond coif

For, if that were allowed, then theyij^rw 
i«g of ')?uni(hment for theBr^fi^V^ of the 
LaWi mtghf •* be juftlf tiierltorious bPk 
Reward, as well as OhJie^ce to theC^W- 
maftd o(th6 Law j and 'fd at longrurt-Jt

and (confiderjng what has already been 
faid) that he muft have it fo in the laft. 
That is, in a few Words, That the Obe- 
dience of oor Saviour both in his Life^ 
and in his Ceatb^ mtift purchafe for Man 
that Happinefs, which by the Tenor of 
Juftice is the proper and appropriated Re- 
ward of Ohedience. 

It being evident then, that for the fame 
Reafon, for u'hich the Merits of our Sa- 
Afiour's Death may belong to Believers, 
the Merits ^ of his OheJience may do fo 
too ; and that both the one and the other 
do therefore belong to them , becaufe 
they are imputed to them : Our next Bu* 
Tinefs mud be with thofe Men, who Jefiy 
all Imputation whatloever, and therefore 
neither allow the Merits of his Life or 
Death, to have any thing to do in the' 
Purchaie of Man's Salvation. 

And becaufe we have already and large- 
ly difcourfedof the Purchafe^made by his 
JDeatb: Our only Bufinefs at prcfent will 
be, to enquire , concerning ^^e Purchafe 
« made by his Oiedicftce. And becayfe the 
Men, we have now to do with, do deny 
all Imputatioa of what our Saviour did 
or Cu&rcd whatToever; therefore we ih4i

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lay down, aod attempt the Proof ofthisVoL k 
following Proportion: That that Riffhte-r w<*Nr^ 
^ufnefs ^ I?) whch Believers Jl^all he judgeJ^ 
and in ^onfideration of which they Jhall oh^ 
tain Salvatiifn at the Refurre^ion^ and the 
Great Daily Jhall he the Ohedifince of theft 
Saviour, while he lived in the Flejh^ imptP-' 
ted to fuch Believers. 

X. In order to this, we. bkq notice, ij^ 
the firfl: place, That the Scriptures do.

X. For, the Obedience by which Be- 
lievers are to be judged at the iaft Day^- 
is that Obedience which was required of 
them in this Wotld ; and accordingly as 
Men have behaved thenifelves here^ fo 
they (hall receive the Reward of fucfj 
their Behaviour there. So St. Paul^ in the 
Second to the Corinthians^ chap. j. ver. 
10. W^e fhall all appear before the Judg^ 
mentjeat of Chrift^ that everyone may re^ 
ceivi the Things done in his Body^ accord- 
ing to that he hath done^ whether it he good 
or had. By which we may underftand, 
that the Difttibutions to be made by Ju- 
ftice upon a Refurreilion have an Eye td 
the Lives of Men he/ore their Death : And 
from thence we may infer, that they are 
flot to be guided by an irifufed Holinefe^ 
which does (even. by thofe who plead 
for it) not takd place, till after the Re- 
furred:ioii. (For, it is agreed on alt 
Hands, that no Man^s Holinefs is per fed: 
in this LifeJ Now, it does not look al- 
together fo rational, nor fo agreeable to 
the Mcafures of Juftice, or th« Revela- 
tions of Scripture, that a Man (hould be 
Judged according tcr what he has done iit 

R th^ 
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Vol L the Body he fore his Death ; »nd yet, that 
v-/V^ he ftiall by the laft iudicial .Sentence be 
everlaftingly rewarded ioxzn HoUneis in- 
fufcd by God after his RefurreSlm. And 
therefore, if \^e will adhere to Reafoq, 
Juftice^ and Revelation^ v?e mufl; con- 
clude, that Believers do not after this 
Life obtain an Everlafting Happiness in 
.confidtration of fuch an infufed Holi* 
neis. 

X. And, fcicondly, we may do well to 
take notice, that the Obedience of Qur 
Saviour to the Law, was the Obedience 
which was required of Man, and which 
was alfo paid by Man in this Life ; and 
that becaufe fuch his Obedience was per- 
fed, therefore the Reward affigncd by 
the Law to Obedience, was in ftridnefs 
of Law andjufticedue to fuck his Obedi- 
ence. If therefore his Obedience, while 
he was in the Flejh^ n>ay by any Means 
be fo made over to Believers, as to be 
jiiftly accounted theirs: then there can 
be no doubt, but that their Right to the 
Reward appointed to fuch Obedience wilt 
be juft and good too. And that it may 
be juftly accounted theirs, we Iwtvc, as 
we beUeve, made it good already^ But 
' an Holinefs infnfed by God after a /fe/5rr- 
re^iWy caninnoSenfe, norinanjrCon- 

gruity 
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grmty he accouHtiJj and much left can it Vol, I 
hCy an Obedience paid . by Man (w^il« 
in the Body) to the Law ; and therieforQ 
it cannpt in any Senfe, or in any Con» 
gruity, be fuch an Holin^fsi to which 
the Reward, allotted only to Obedience, 
can belong. And therefore, neither can 
Eternal Happinefs be beftowed upon Be^ 
lievers, in confideration of fuch ?n infq- 
fcd Holinefs. In pne Word, infufed Ho^ 
linefsin order to Man's Sdvation, docs 
in no wife agree to that Account whiclj 
thfe Scriptures give us of the laft Judg- 
ment j and tho' it pretend^ to magnet 
God's Mercy , yet it takes no care in th^ 
mean while to affhrt and vindicate h'^ 
Jufticei but makes the whole Procef$ ^ 
that great Affize €0 Jbe art»trai-y and Ute- 
gal, whilft it opens a Way to Man's Hap- 
pinefs, by an HoIine(s, which has nor 
thing to do with the Caufe, upon which 
alone his Trial depends. For, a Reward 
cimferrd in another World, upon an Ho- 
linels infufed in another World, does in 
no wife lookback to, or pafs a Judgment 
upon the Life that was Win this World. 
Butbecaufe'we know aduredly, and tha( 
by many exprefs Teflimoni^s of Scrips 
ture, t^at that will be the Work of th? 
lad fHSi theiefore, for that Reafona^ 
Rx lone. 
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Vol. I. Jo"^' *f y^^ ^^^^ ^^^^ ^o other, \vc Cari- 
v#^^N*r nbt afcribe a future Happinefs, the hap- 
py, juft, and final Sentence of that Day, 
to fuch an infufed HoJinefe. No ! the 
Holinefe , for which we arc to be reward- 
ed in a future Life, muft be an Obedience 
pradifed in this Life. Tiie Duty is laid 
upon Man by the L^w'here • and the Re- 
ward ftands engaged to the Performance 
of fuch Duty. And if the Righteoufnefs of 
Man at the Relurredion be not an Obe- 
dience paid to the Law fhen^whcn the 
Law required fuch Obedience,- the Re- 
ward promifed by the Law can in no 
wife belong to y«rA Righteoufnefs. And 
therefore, to fanfie a Reward for an Ho- 
linefs, in which the Law is not at all con- 
cerned, (as it is not in an infufed Hqli- ' 
nefs} is to have no Regard to the Law at 
all. For, Happinefs bellowed in confi- 
deration of an infufed Holinefs, may as 
tvell be granted without the Law, as with 
it ; riay, indeed much letter : Becaufe, 
had there been no Law at all, then fuch 
a Management had not affronted the 
Law : Whereas the Law having been 
oncefetlcd, to beftow the Reward pro* 
mifed bythe Law upon an Holinefs^ 
which has no Eye to the Law, (as, an in- 
fakd Holineg has* oot) is to flight and 

over- 
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overlook the Law ; for it allows the Law Vol. L 
to have nothing to do in ttie Allotment 
of {ucfa 2f Reward. 

It ntiay be plaufibly objeded in this 
Place, That while I vindicate die Caufe 
which, I undertake, againft one Adverfa- 
ry, I give it up tb another : feecaufe, 
while 1 aflert, That every Man. ftiall at 
the laft Day be judged accordingto hi$ 
•Behaviour in this World, I do in efted re- 
fer the Reward, that (hall then be adjudge 
cd CO Believers, to fuch their Behaviour; 
that is, in the prefent Cafe, to their Ohe^ 
Jience in this World : And that, becaufe 
I do fo, I therefore pull down with one 
Hand that which before I had fee up 
with another, viz. the Imputation of 
their Saviour s Rightcoufnef% in order to 
their Salvation.

X. But thcn^ fecpndly, we do aflcrt and 
maintain. That there is no fuch Oppofi- 
tion between the Imputation, and the 
im^tFed: Obedience of Betievei^ as that 
Salvation iti^ft be disjnndively befiowed 
in ^dinfideratiofl of the one, in «)ppo(i^ 
tionto, andexclufive of the other. Fpr^ 
tho' we allow a Believer's imperfeA 
Obedience to be a fuhrdinate; yet w6 
do not allow it to be th^ meritorious Canfe 
of Man's Salvation ; that is, tho' he ftiall 
have the Benefit of the ImputAtio^^ in 
confideration of Ix&fincere^ but imferftSt 
Obddienoe ; yet he ^all cMly obtain hife 
Snlvatiw in confideration of fuch hi^u^ 
fatioH. For, 5Mrce only beftows the Re- 
ward there, where it is deferved; ai^ to 
beftow it elfewhere, may be called Mer- 
cy, or may be called Favour ; but can*- 
not, either in propriety •of Speech or 
Truth, be called Juftice. Suice therefore 
it is bur prefent Bufmefe, to maintairi 
|:hat Method, in which God bellows tiot 
only Pardon of 'Sir!, but Over a^nd above 
an eteroai Happined, tt be juft $ and 
fmce, in order to its being fo, it tnuil 
conform to his Law, which is fo; or die 
the L«w cannnot be fulfUted: and iince^

Since, I fay^ 
the Cafe (lands dius r it is obvious to 
obferve, Fi/fi, That beciiire the Reward 
isonly beftowed upon the Saviours^ that 
is, ttpon a perfei^ (Obedience, to which 
ftbne by the Lawit cloes bdoilg$ttiat there* 
fore the Execution of the Law, intfaeDi- 
llribtttion of its Reward, is juft : And, S€^ 
<»»dly^ That becaofe (as we have already 
^ved ) filch his peifed Obedience is 
juftly imputed to Believers, in cmfide- 
ratioh of their ftncere, tho' imperfed: 
Obedience; that therefore, as by ito 
Obedience alone they are entitled to the 
Retodfd^ fo, according to the Tenor df 
the Gofpel, by their «»» Obedienc&they 
are entitled to His^ When therefore J3o 
Hievers . come to be judged in another 
World, acGordii^ to what they have doiie 
in • this^ the Enquiry (hall not be, Whe* 
ther by their Lifekd in thii World, tbsy 
have deferved an etemd Happinefs in 
that^ (f(« that needs no Enquiry, be- 
taufe k is ifioft certain in it felf, and con- 
fefied tin all Sides, that they have not :)

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Vol. LBut their Trial fliall be, Whether theif 
w^V^^ Obedience in this Life, tho^ imperfed, 
(and therefore in it felf undeferviog of 
eternal Happinefs) be fuch, as may fo 
far entitle them to their Saviour's Pur- 
<!ha(e, as that his Obedience rn^y be im- 
puted to them, in order to their obtain*- 
ing fuch Purchafe. 

I have therefore purfued this Thing the 
farther, becaufe the Socinians do, as much 
as in them lies, vilifie the ImpHtatioH of 
bur Saviour's RighteQufne(s ; for by that 
Means they gain gre^t Advantages , to 
fun do\^rn the Do^'uie of the Expiation. 
And yet too many of our own People do 
here clofe with them ; and do not, to mc, 
feem to difcecn the milchievous Gonfe* 
quences that will fall upon the whole 
Dod:rine of Redemption, if once our 
Saviour's Obedience be excluded from be- 
ing the meritorious Gaufe of Man's Sal- 
vation. For, as to my felf, I am at pre- 
fent very well fatisfied, that if the Law 
had never been fulfilled by Obedience, 
the Breach of it had never been expiated 
by any Punifhmeqt inflided for fuch 
Breach whatfoever. For, Gods Defign 
in promulginghis Law was, that it (houtd 
be oheyed. For, moft certain it is, that it

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^y what the Law commands/ or fuf&r Vol. !• 
what it threatens. No 1 his Defign i^ vOyrw 
that we fliould he h6ly, arid Cafe : Such 
a Defign flows from his Nature^ and i$ aq 
Efie<9: ot his cffential Bounty and Qqo6t. 
iicfs, and therefore came from hina freely, 
without the Invitation or Sollicitation ol* 
any Thing befides his own Propenfion ot 
Inclination. B^t Judgment, . that is,, Pu^ 
nifliment for the Breach pf his Law^ is his 
firange^ Wonkj that is, it ^does not cpme 
from him, as his Goofdnds and Bounty 
does, freely and IpontaDeoufly ; bwt is 
:extor(ed from him by tlie Interpofition 
and Provocation, of Sin. To accomplifh 
therefore the principal and more natural 
Defign pf his Law,, it is necejfary^ that 
his Law (hould htoheyed; for there is no 
other 'way of fulfilling of It And there- 
fcM-e He who told us, that nat one Jof or 
Tittle of it Jhouldfaih^ told us like wife, 
thati&^ came to fulfil it : Fulfil it, not on-, 
ly as the Antitype of it, but like\yife as a 
Suhj elf to it The Law then wasfulfijr 
led bxour Saviours Obedience ; and by 
his Obedience alone : For ail the reft o£ 
Mankind broke it. And had he not ful- 
filled it by obeying it, the Vengeance of 
it had always continued : For/ it mufl; 
)iaye continued^ fo long as it was juflly 
due J 
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Vol. I. due; aod it muft be juftly due, fo long 
88 the Law remains broken, and not 
obeyed. We owe our Remard therefore 
to our Saviour^s OheJience ^ as we ck) out 
ReJemption to his Death. Nay« which is 
more, and more dired toourText, be- 
caufe the Law muft of neceffity beobey^d, 
and becaufe He alow did obey it ; there^ 
fore, for that Reafon^ as well as for fe- 
vera] others, there is not Sahaticn in Mny 
other. I would defirethem, whom itchie* 
fly concerns, ferioufly to confider it. 

And now having feen what Reafon 
fays to the DoGttmt of our ^viout's 
imputed Righteoufnefs ; the next Thirig 
to be en(|uired, becaufe the next Thing 
propofed, will be to fee, ^Hbat the Scrip* 
tures fay to It. In order to which, take 
we notice in the 

1. Firft place. That our Saviour, at his 
Incarnation, did take upon him the fame 
Fleth and Blood with us Men. For, be* 
caijfe he, the Man Chtiji Jefasj and we^ 
do. both of us' derive from One and the 
fime fingle and common Stock, Adam ; 
apd becaute we jarc feveral. Prow^ations 
and Branches from ^hat one $todc ; therer 
i^OTe we. may be trriy reckoned, becaufe 
in reality fo we are^ the feverit and di> 
ftin^ Parcels of that common Flefii and 

" Blood, 
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Blood, out of which all Mankind are Vol. I. 
piade. But tho' the Son of God became 
Man^ In order to be the Saviour of Man ; 
and tho' he was made of the fame BtooJ 
with aM Men, in order to his becoming 
M^n; yet becaufe we know, that the di- 
ftind: Parcels of this common Flelh and 
Blood have, and that juftly too, very 
different and fometimes contrary Alloc- 
ments of Juftice ; therefore we fake notice, 
i. In the fecond place. That all thofe, 
who, according to his Gofpel, are fincerfe 
and ^nitent, are fecure of having the 
Communications of his Spirit. And then, 
tho' that Flelh and Blood, of which they 
with him are made Partakers, be comhwH 
to all Mankind befides ; yet by fuch Cm- 
municatiifHS it is (b far particularizedy f if 
I may fofpeak) as that in the eftimatioft 
of the Gofpel, thofe who enjoy fuch 
Communications do become a part of 
bimfeif. And hence it is, that fuch Peo- 
ple are in the Scripture (aid to be Mer^ 
hers of, his Eody^ of his Flefh^ an J of his 
Bones I and that he is fo often , in the 
fame Scriptures, called their Head. And 
we may know, that he himfeif doesfo 
account tfesem, becaufe he reckons thofe 
Kindnefles, M^ich are done to his di- 
ftrefled People, as done unto himfeif.

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CHAP. X. 

S0me OhfeSi&tlf anJwereJ^ anJfome PruUi^ 
<al Inferences made. 

NOW befides thofc Objeaions, 
which lay diredly in our Way; 
and .which we were therefore conftrained 
to fpeak to, in order to clear and open 
our PafTage in the Profecution of thepre- 
fent Argument; there arefome others, 
which lie againft our whole Dtfcourfe, 
and which, becaufe we have promifed (o 
to do, we mud now fpeak to apart, and 
by themfelves. 

I. And firft, it is objedkd againft the 
Imputation of our Saviour's Righteouf- 
ne(s. That fuch bis Righteoufnefs, which 
is meant in the preCbnt Cafe, is his Obe- 
dience ^to the Law, and that his Obedi- 
ence to the Law does confift in the Con- 
formity of his Adions to the Law. His 
Obedience therefore being lodged in his 
Adionsi tinlels his Adions can be made 
ours, it is impoffible, that his Obedience 
Ihould be fo. For, lb long as the Adi* 
oos of one Man are not the Adions of 

any 
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any other Man ; fo long it muft and will Vol. L 
bQ true, that the Obedience, which is on*' 
ly paid by fuch A(fiions, and which is 
(therefore undoubtedly lodged in fuch 
Anions, cannot be that others neither. 
This is the Subdance of the Objedioii, 
which might be put in more Words ; but 
becaufe I think the full Force of it is fuf- 
ficiently exprefled in what we have (po- 
keo, therefore it needs not. 

r« Now, in order to clear this matter, 
we obferve^ firft, That the Right which 
M^ Perfon has in a Thing, 'may be made 
over, or transferred to another Perfon, by 
the Jelkuery of fuch Thing to him ; pro^^ 
vided i that he who delivers it, do fontie 
way or other fignitie, that it vk his Mind^ 
by fuch his Delivery, to transfer fuch his 
Right: Where we mufl: take notice of 
Two Things j Firft^ That bare I>elivery 
of the Thing, without fuch Sigmfication, 
docs not alter the Right in fuch Thing : 
For, in fuch Cafe, the T-hing being only 
transferr'd naturally^ but not legally^ the 
B^ight io it is not transferred with it Take 
the Thing ijn an Inftance* A Maa puts 
^ Purfe of Money into another Man's 
Hand, who (lands by him^ to hold it. In 
thtsGife, the Purfe and Money is aSuallf 
^nd naturally transferr'd from one MaQ. 

to 
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Vol. I! to another; but tho' it be natm'ally trads^ 
««/vw ferr'd, yet it is not (for all thaO legally 
transferred : For, the Alteration 6f the 
T^efiM^ does not in the Cafe alter the 
Kight ; and fo, tho' the Money he remo- 
ved from one M^n to another, yet tte 
Tropriety in the Money is not. On the 
other Side, one Man by Deed of Gift, or 
fottie other legal and fofficient Convey- 
ance, makes over his Right in the Pur(6 
df Md&ey to another, but ftill ^^^^j the 
Money in his own PojfeJ^on : In fuch at 
Cafe, tbo' the Money be not naiurally^ or 
locally^ (call it' which you pleafe} trans- 
ferred or made over to that ether, yet it 
is legally fo. For, tho the Pogeffion rerfiain 
in the Dw^r ; yet the Right is tran'sfef r'd 
tO) arid therefore is in the Donee. The 
feconJ Thing to be obferved in this Cafe 
is, that that Things whofe Right is trans- 
ferred by Delivery , mud be fomething- 
Mihtch is capable (as our Law Cpeaks) of 
mamial Occupation. For, tbo'theR^hi^ 
to'fome Things may be transferr'd by 
Delivery ; yet the Right to others cannot 
be ft) transferr'd. 

X. Secondly, therefore, the Right iff 
a Thing may be transferr'd from one Per* 
fon to another by DeeJ^ or any propeif 
Md legal Infirmnent of Canveyanae therci 

where 
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wliere the Nttwe of the Thing is fuch, Vol. I; 
that the Thhig it felf cannot be transferred ;>'>rw 
bvPc/ivery. And fuch a Thing (for In- 
fflince) is a Privilege : For, we may be- 
flow upon another a Privilege!, which of* 
Right belongs to our fclves, and, by fo 
d(!nng, may give him a Right in fuch 
Privifege ; tho' we cannot fo put him in 
the pofleffioa of it, as we can do of a 
Ring, or a Garment. Such a Thing then ; 
may be legally and rightfully transferred 
to another, tho' (becaufc it is not capa- 
ble of manual Occupation) it cannot be 
transferr'd locally or naturally. 

3. Thirdly, Where a Thing not capa- 
ble of manual Occupation docs fo infe- 
parably by Law belong to one, that it 
cannot but do fo, without Breach of the 
Law J yet even fuch a Thing fhall by 
hSi of JLaw be fo imputed to another , 
that that other (hall receive the Benefits, 
or fuffer the Mifchiefs, which legally 
flow from fuch Thing, as if the. Thing 
it felf, ,which was the Caufe of fuch Be- 
nefits or Mifchiefs, had been his own. 
Ami fuch aYe the A^ftions of fome Per* 
foQs, when they (land in fome forts of 
Relations to other Pcrfons. And, to 
come up a little <^fer to our prefent S)e» 
(ignj* it is a known Prataice in our owu 
S Law, 
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Vol. I. Law, the Law oi England^ that in fme^ 
v/Vnj if not many Cafes, the Adions of the Wife 
(hall be fo reckoned the Actions of the 
Husband ; and« in feme Cafes, the A&> 
onsoftbe Husband ihall be.fo reckoned 
the Adions of the Wife, that they (haU, 
and that too by Law, receive the Advan- 
tages, and fuffer the Difadvantages, of 
each others Adions. And I dothcra^ 
ther inflance in this Cafe, (tho' feveral- 
others might be offered) becaufe we 
know, that the Scriptures do expiefly 
tell us, that the Saviour is fo the Head of • 
his Body, the Church, as the Husband is 
the Head of the Wife. 

Thefe Things being laid down, in or- 
der to make plain what is now to follow, 
I. It is to be obferved, in the firO: place. 
That the ,whole Tranfadion of Man s Sal- 
vation is managed by way of Covenant^ 
that is, \i is managed in z judicial or legai^ 
not in a natural way. This is as notorious, 
as it is, that the Tranfadion is carried ion 
by mmxxzl Qhligations of the refpedive 
Parties engaged, by Fromifes^ by Bjmards^ 
by Vunifhmenu^ and the like. It appears 
likewife by the Sacranicnts, which. arc 
legale not natural Conveyances of thofc 
Graces or Blefling^,' of which they arc 
thePJedges. For, Water is Baptiihidoes^ 

. .hot 
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hot naturally wafh away Sin ;. nor are tbe Yqli L 
Bread and Wine natural Seals or Ratifi- ^/'v^ 
cation of the Covenant in the* Sacrkment : 
They only give ilsa Title to the Benefits 
of it, as the Delivery of a Deed, a Turf, 
or a Wand, do to ah Eftate : That is^ 
they are only legal Ways of Conveyance^ 
and thercfbre dd loudly proclaim a. Co- 
venant. 

X. The Tranfad:ioh of Maa's Salva- 
tion being managed by way of Covenant, 
(that is, in a legal or judicial, not in a 
natural way) tho it be granted, that the 
Obedieince of one Man cannot naturaliy 
be made otref to anotheir j yet it will not 
from thence follow , that it niay not 
therefoire be made over judicially^ or in a . 
legal way. Nay ! by what has been faid 
already, it ii notorious, that it may be 
fb made over. And therefore, befides the 
Iflftance already offerfed between an Huf- 
band and Wife, (which will in the Scrip- 
ture- Account as well belong to piirSa vi- 
gour aiid Believers) it is in fome Cafes thei 
agreed Senfe of Mankind, that he who 
docs not hinder the bad A(9:iori of ano- 
ther, when it is in his Flower," ('at leaft,\ 
when it is his Hujinefs^ and fo ought to be . 
his Can fb to do) by not hindring it,' 
ddeMh Law niake fueh bad Adiioii his' 
S * towti : 
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Vol. I.ovn: Thatis, the Adion in Law fhall 
* Jbe fo imputed to him, as if he hirofelf 
had done it ; and he lliall iccordingly 
be obnoxious to the juft and legal Con- 
fequences of it. And then , if the /// 
Ai^ion of one Man may (in a judicial 
way) be jullly imputed to another^ and 
fo be rated as that others j then there 
can be no good Realbn, why the &oJ 
Adions of one Man may not be juftly 
fo rated and imputed hkewife. 

All therefore that the Objedion offers^ 
is, That one Mans Action (he that Adir 
on Obedience, or what it willy cannot 
naturally become or be made the Adion 
of any other Man : But that it m$y not 
legally or judicially become fo to allln- 
tents and Purpofes of Law , whether of 
Rewards or Puni(hment;s, as it.does not 
affirm it, fo, fhoulditdafo, it may, for 
the Reafons offered, be truly denied^ be- 
caufe in deed and truth it is falfe. 

But we Ihall have occafion to fpeak 
more to this Matter hereafter j ?tnd there- 
fore jQiall not purfue it any further- here. 
Only one Remark I would leive upon it, 
and that is this ; "That it^ is too frequent a 
Pra6tice,wticn Men difcourfe upon Poipts 
of Chriftian Dodrine, to treat of fuch 
P6int$ rather as Natural Phihjophersl thao 

" "■ as' 
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z'^Zaivyers^ or Divines : That is, that I Vol. I. 
may fpeak my Meaning as plain as I can, w^v<* 
they ^fall upon the feature of the Things, 
Saf which they difcdurfe ; and fo aigue 
froth their Natural Properties, Qualities, 
"and Po^vers j and from tlience draw fuch 
Concfufiohs, which Ttho' they call them 
Theological ) yet have nothing to do 
with Divinity, or irtdeed with the Chri- 
ftian Religion. Wherens they Ihould treat 
of jfhole Things, 'which are concerned in 
ikeligion , in a legal and jUdicial^ wa); : 
ITiey (hould examine, what Relation and 
Regard they have to that Holy Co venant • 
how far they agree with, or differ from 
the Defign and Purport ofitj and, by 
confequence, what Share they have, or 
^hu Influence they fi/iay or may w/ have, 
for the hfridring cJr' promoting, or ac- 
cdmpliihing its Defigns : The Cafe un- 
der our pirefent Con(ideration will make 
my Meaning ftiU plainer: For, they, 
whd tell us, that bar Saviour's Obedience 
Cifltibt be made ovet to Man, becaufe it 
confifts in Action, and becaufe one Man's 
At!iit>n cannot, in the Nature of the. 
ifhing,- be made oyer to another ; do on- ' 
If difcourfe of his Obedience in z natural 
Senfe, that is, as Na/zsTr^/Philofophers^ 
bat do not difcourfe of it in a moral ot ju-- 
S ? cial 
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Vol. I. cial Scnfe, that is as Divines or Lawyers f 
t/^y<r And becaufe they do not, therefore they 
flart. from the Bufiijeis qf Religion; and 
jo iriftead of difbourfing of the Chrifliam 
C(n)enant^ they give qs a Ledure con* 
cerning the I^aturc and Prd^rties of i*ifi- 
mal Motions and Tower $ : And, in the 
'mean time, overlook that that is, or, at 
lead I (liould be their Bufinefs, which is^ 
the legal or judicial Cpnfideration of fuch 
Obedience: as, what Relation it has tq 
the Law J what Influence it has by Law 
xlpon the Perfon whofe Obedience it is, or 
upon others J how far the Merit and Dcf 
fert of it may go, and the like. And, 
to come clofe to the Bufiners we have 
been all this while upon, becaufe Impu- 
tation is an A<9: of Law^ and not of //n- 
fure^ to undertake to overthrow the Polrv 
fibility of it by the Laws an^ Rule^ of 
ftatural Motioqs or Adtiqns, is much the 
fame things as tq attempt tq open a di£* 
cult Place of Scripture with a Knife, or a 
Saw^ The Things are of different Na- 
tures, and there is no Cpngruity -in the 
Appfication of the one, for the Refolii- 
tion of the other. And I am very w^ii 
fatisfied, that the Church of Cbrifihz(^ 
ntver been troubled \yitK the Dodrineof 
T^^ffuhjlantidtion ^ if the /?e?iw/j^ Pfleft^j 
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had never heard of, nor read either -^i- Vol. f. 
Jiotle^ or his Cotniaenta tors, concerning v^/v>^ 
SuiftancB and Accident. Ic was the jumb* 
ling of his Natural Philofophy, and Re* 
ligion together, that produced the Mon« 
ften Nay, which is yet fomcthing more • 
had they been trained up in any other 
foft^ of Natufral Philofophy, they had 
been very well fatisfied and contented 
without that new and uncouth Article of 
their Chriftian Faith. Other Inftances 
might be produced, to fliew, that grofe 
Fooleries and Corruptions have crept into 
Religion at this E>oor. Whereas a due 
Corifideration, that the Chriftian Religi* 
on is a Covenant, and the tiiPi^ting of it 
asfucji, would acquaint us. much better 
with the Nature, and engage us more 
eScSually. to the Duties 6f it. But this 
ufeful Remark being left in tliis place, 
we proceed. 

X. The.fecond Obje<3:ion therefore a- 

Stinft the Imputation of our Saviour's 
bedience to Believers, in order to their 
obtaining the promifed Reward of. the 
Covenant, ftandsthus: That ftrppofing, 
that our Saviour did provide for the Du 
revive Part of the Law by his Obedience ; 
and that he did aifo fulfil the FindiQive 
Paa by his Death i In fuchCafe, there 
S 4 doei 
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Vol/ 1, docs therefore feem to be a Superfinity in 
his Provifion j becaufe, ftwjiW his OhtJi-- 
enct alone be imputed to as^ we fbould 
by that Means be entitled to a petfedl 
Ri^teoufncfi i and tjitin. there .had been 
no need of his De^ttvto e][pt$te ourSinSi 
becaufe then we ftiould haVehad^no Sins 
to be expiated. And chat wluch may add 
foqae Strength to what is thii$ allolgedt 
is this: That our Savidtir paying -tfaac 
Obedience to the Law, while he was m 
the Flejfh ; the O^^^i^w^ fo paid Was^^ 
iefire his Death; and therefore^ in the 
Courfe of Things, it fliould feep, chat it 
might be impute J iefenin^ Dezth^ aiod» 
in the Courfe of Jafiice^ witkoMt it. For, 
when by fucb Joaputation we were onco 
entitled to . his R^teoufnefsr , thi^ Plea 
of his JDeath, in 6rder to qualifie us for 
Happine(s, muA needs be. ufeleis and ill?; 
perfluows. ' ' 

Now^ tho' it may feem indeed, that 
Things might have gone fo, if we only 
have a Regard to the Order.of Time; ycc 
if we look to the Order of Re«(bn and 
Juftice, we (hall eafily perceive^ that tbey> 
could not. For, we cannot by any Efti-* 
mation. of Juftice whatfoever be reckon^** 
ed righteous, (o long<is our Guilt lies up*' 
onus; and, and when once by our Sins we 

have 
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^ave made cur felves guilty ,' fuch Guilt yqr..|. 
muft needs lie upon us, tilt it be <Hie way *v-/Sr^-» 
or other expiated. Now, rbecaufe Wi ^ ^ 
have already and fully made it but, that 
it ndther is, nor can b« ekpiated any 
Dther way, than by the-Eteath of our 
Saviour ; therefore the Death of fuch Sa- 
viour muft, withe 6rder of Jiiftice, firft 
expiate fuch biif GtlilV, l^/i^ we canp6i^ 
fiUy be entitled to a pe^feflr RightebpP- 
nefs. For; -n^p can put a clean tjSlng iti* 
toaiTundean? It is neither agifee^Me to 
the- Methods bfWiftlom brjuftice, fbtb 
do: AfldthereTore we may be fure, thsrt 
It cannot be the Pt?.&\c^ of the «i6ft Wife 
and Juil G(kl. No I we know weB enough, 
becaulTe we are told fo'by the Spirit of 
God, that our S&VioVit'fii^tiiedfar oar 
SiHSj and after th^t rofe again pnrwr Ju^ 
ftificatioru And We knoW moreover,' that 
when God had once given forth his^Law,' ' . 
tho'^ had aqexad: Obedience been paid 
to it, the Vengeance of it, which was 
only conditionally threat ned, had never 
been executed, (for the Juftice and Exe- 
cution of fuch VengeaflCe doles entirely' 
depend upon our Tranfgreffion ; ) yec 
after wc had tranfgrefled- the Law, thef 
Execution of fuch Vengeance was as»f- 
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VpK I. if we bad uofi ttanfgreifed it. For, Ven- 
v^Sr^ geaoce does, by the Tenor of the Law^ 
iland in the iame Relation to Sin , as 
Happineis does to Obedience. The firft 
becomes our due^ in cafe wenegled our 
DntY) ^e,la(l in cafe we perform it. 
AqcI the Diflribati(Hi both of the oat and 
the other, muft as neceCarily follow, upr 
on our Perforoiance or Nofl jPftrformaiicc 
of thofe Conditions to ^»^h each of 
them do ftaod refpeAively engaged^ as 
it is neceflary ifor God tOidove lE^Uxieft* 
and hate Wickednefs. Qoe: Part of the 
Law thei^ora is in Ju{lico«6 be provided 
for, as well as t^e other. And then> if 
neither the Punifhmenc of Man i^ould ful-* 
ill the Law, on the one Haod,; nor the 
ioiperfed: Obisdience of Man, on the 
Qtber; and if ou( Saviour ruqdertxiok for. 
^ Man's fake to fuppjy Man's Defeds j then 
t^ene was the fame Neceffity . iti Juftice, 
ihat he (hould fulfil the FinJiSivf Part oT 
it, by his Death j. that ther? was, that he 
fhoqjd fulfil th© DirtSive Part of it, by 
bis OitJienee. And therefore, as neither 
his Obedience, nor his Deaths had been 
nepeflary, (no, nor his Incarnation nei- 
ther, upon which fucb his Death,and (uch 
his Obedience do depend : } But, 1 (ay, 
as neither his Obedience nor his Death 
, had 
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had becwnecqfl&ry, if Man had obeyed Vol, I. 
the Law himfelf ; fo, upon Man's Tranf- ^-/Vw 
grefOoq of the La\fr, they ^oth became 
ncceflary; Becaufe/as we have already 
feen, Man s Punifhrnent is in Jaftice aft 
neceflary . upon his Breadi of the Law," is 
his Obedience was upon God's Promulgei^ 
tionof the Law. And therefore, whea 
our Saviour undertook to fave fitrftil 
Man,, that is, Man who had tr^tifgrejfed 
the binSms oi the Law, and Man 
who lay expfedtOrthe Vengeance of thd 
Law ; . it \was. neceflary, in order to his 
doingjfo fufify^' that be Ihould have a^ Re^ 
gard to wt Part of thtt LaW, as welt te £t> 
the 0^1?^ ; chat is, H:faac be ihould fuHit 
tb^V^M&i^ehy^imDeaehj andtbeZ>f^' 
reilive by, ias.OMiemik Andtead h«iaot 
Jone both) ronie Part of the taw (^ridail^ 
bad bxtk n^fe(3xsd, a&dfo the Redei^* 
ption had not been jufti i By which vft 
may by thistUne underhand, that there 
is no Superfluity in his providing fop 
Man's Salvation, both. by the Oiedience 
oif his, Life, and by the Snferif^s of hi$' 
Death. . ,For; that cannet in Reai^ be ae^ 
counted ftfipcrfluous m the doing of any 
Thing wfaatfoever, without which fudh^ 
Thing cannot be done /^/y. .

^ •'Objc(9:ion, we imde.good not «>f^ebe

fliewed the toi^unA Neceflhy boeh of the 
ImputattOD, ami of his Death, in order 
t0 MaaV Sai^atioo.

For, his^mfit)9n» aod^ 
bis Power can, we fee, bring Thing* to

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pafs beyond the reach of Arigcls and Vol. L 
Doviis^ and therefore much tnore beyond 
the reach of ihort-fighted Man: And yet 
by his Light bec^ir^ becaufe he bas^ in* 
0ru<9:ed us, that fach Things are not on- 
ly the Effed:s of an Almighty Pother ^ but 
of an Almighty Pf7/ifci», of an Almighty 
-Jnfiice^ and of an Almighty Mercy too. 
For, in the Bufinefs of Mans Salvation, as 
in all Things elfe, he does fo difplay his 
Attributes, as that they* never claih nor 
interfere.. His Mercy does not fight a- 

fainft his Juftice, nor his Juftice againfl: 
is Mercys and neither fights againft his 
Wi^om. By the Revelation therefore of 
the/Ghriftian Religion God has admitted 
us to a nearer View of his Dealings with 
the Children of Men, and has, at le^d^, 
communicated fo much of his Counfel to 
U5> as may aHTift us ^tf we be not want* 
ing to our felvcs^ to ptovhi^ for our ovvm . 
everlaft'mg Happinefszxid. Security \ and. 
to vindicate and aflert his '^uJUce and 
Mercy. Let us therefore thankfully re* 
cdve the Mercy, as it is gradoully offer- 
cd ; and not pretend to ^regulate iiis Re* 
vektions by our feeble Ricafon ; but guide 
ourJkea(bi(i by his Revelations. For, wcv 
know, that h&cah do more than we can ; 
and therefore stl^o we nwy know, thac 

he 
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Vol. I. he can guide us better, than we can ^lAt 
^^y<f our (elves. And becaufe he has vouchfa- 
fed in Mercy (o to do, it will but very 
ill fort with that Deference w:e owe him» 
to do, as too many now-a-days do, that 
is, to return, from ReveaUii to Natural 
Religion, and fo to walk in Paths, not 
only of our own chufing ; but, many times, 
of our own making too. For, fmce the ^ 
Dayftar from on High hath vifitfd uSy it 
is our Duty, as to guide our Lives^ fo to 
guide our Faith by that Light which it 
a6brds us. 

X, Since we can only be faved in Con- , 
(ideration of our Obedience to the Law^ 
and fmce none of us have paid (iich Obe- 
dience; and fo, if we (land the Award of 
our ownEkferts, we muft needs fall fhort , 
of Salvation: I (ay, fmce Things are (o, 
we ought with Heart and Voice to praife 
our Saviour, who by an infinite Conde- 
fcenfion both obliged him(elf to obey the 
Law, and (b intimately united us to him- 
felf, as to entitle us to his Obedience, by 
which we may be faved For, as there is 
no other way of obtaining Solvation, hut 
by Obedience ; fo there is no other tfame 
given hit his^ whereiy 'we miifl he faved i 
and therefore we may fafely conclude, 
that that Obedience^ by which we lAufl:

be faved, is his. His Love to Righteouf^^^ J.. 
fi€fs th^n made his C^edience perJeS i >yy^ . 
and his Love to i/i made his Obedience 
CHTS ; and Both Cif we be not \Vanting to 
our (elves) will make our Condition hap- ; 
py andfecure. And then furely *our Se- 
curity and Happineft, as they do very 
well deferve, fo they do require a Thanlff- 
giving. For, we therefore (land bound 
to be grateful to> and to loYe the Author 
of our Happinefs, becaufe we find, tiiat 
we cannot but love our felvcs. 

3. As we cannot be faved without our 
Saviour's Righteoufnefsi fo, as we defire 
our own Safety, we fhould heartily en-, 
deavour to qualifie our felves to be made 
Partakers of fuch his Righteoufnefs. And 
we may be fure, tha,t our Defire^ at lead, 
after Righteoufneft, ^d our Good-will to 
entertain it, are neceflary even for our 
obtaining the Imputation of it j becaufe . 
it cannot in any Senfe be ours, if we be 
not mllhgythzt it lliould be fo. Vl^e mud 
be therefore difahled to receive it, if. we 
hQ unwilling to entertain it. So much , 
Righteopfnefs God requires of us, in order 
to our being entitled 10 a perfed: Righte- 
c^ufnefs. I know, that fame Pivines do 
Jpedk of irrefiflible Grace, arid that fome 
fen>do defe^iut^azt is, inafeW Words, ; 
. , ;:•- '^ .:: . . •- . - they * 
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Vol. I.. they make God, by the arbitrary Deter- 
minations of his pwn Pleafure, to beftcw 
Grace upon forae Men, whether they will 
or no^ and ieven agahift their Incli- 
nations, And, to make good what they 
fo maintain, th^y inftance in the Con- 
verfion of St. Paul^ and fuch like Cafes. 
But tho' St* F^<^/, and fome others, have 
been converted by Miracle j yet we know 
well enough^ that Miracles wrought for 
the (elf- fame Purpofe, have not always 
been ktended with Succels; and that the 
Miracles even of our Saviour himfelf, and 
thofe too wrought before their Eyes, did 
fail of their defigned Effed> and that,jn 
a manner, upon the whole Nation of the 
Jews. And we khow ndt the Hearts of 
Men, nor the invoarj^ but real Prepara- 
tions of Soul» that may duly quaiifie 
them to admit God's Grace. But we do 
know, that St. Paul thought verily, that 
he ought to do as he did : An4 then, the* 
he. was JefeBive \n his Knowledge, yet 
becaufe he a£led according to fuch Know- 
ledge , he was therefore honeji and j^cert 
in his Pra£lice. ^nd th?;n, if Gp(| in pity 
to hJis [gmrance^ and in aj>pr0liatiM of his 
Sincerity^ did reward thatj Sincerity with 
an extraordinary Diredipn for the gni" 
daMcc of his Practice j we may frojpi thence 
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be taught, that his Grace was fuited to Vol# I 
St. Panfs Will. Ppr, be wUled that ^f(er ^./-y^jl 
the Miracle, which he willed Sefore it; 
that is, he wfllied that, which he took to 
be good. And indeed, we may^as well 
thi5{ any other Creature to be capable of 
Rigbteoufnefs, as we may think Man to be 
fb without his owm Will and Confeitt:^ Let 
us therefore take care, that we will andl 
endeavour to obey God's Law, that is, to 
be Righteous ; if we defign, that God 
our Saviour (hould make us fo : For, we 
cannot^tf like him, unleftweare voilling 
to be fp. He therefore who would appear 
at the Wedding Supper of the JLamb, muft 
take care to ^^ and cleanfe himfelf from 
all filth inefs of Flefh and Spirit , . in order 
to his putting on the Wedding Garmeqt. 
For, as th^ only fhall be pronounced 
Bleifed^ who fliall be found Righteous ; fo 
they only fball be found yJ, who do fin- 
cerely defire and endeavour to be fo. 
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C H A P. XI. 

The Firji And General fiopofitim afferttd 
from all that has heenfaiJi that the 
whole DoBrine of a CoffeUSalvation^ as 
laid down in the Scriftures^ is agrteaS/c 
to the allowed Prailices of Mankind in 
their Legal or Judicial Proceedings ^ and 
is worded in the Scriptures accordingly. 

AN D now having gone fo far, be- 
fore we proceed a»y farther, we 
(hall bring all that we have hitherto fpo- 
keD, to our Defign at the Batoning ; and 
by fo doing, ihall etadeavour to niake it 
cut. That there is not Salvation in any 
other ^ hut in Jefus Chrijl alone j and. That 
4^bere is no other Name under Heaven ,gi- 
ven among Men, whereiy we mufi befaved^ 
1. And to do this, we fhall firfl: ikew, 
That ioo other, but our Saviour aloue, 
could fo fufler for Sin, as to obtain a 
Releafe from the Penalty, which the Law 
had threatned againft it : Or, which is 
much one and the fame Thing, That no 
one , but our Saviour altme^ could make 
an Expiation for the Sin of Man. 

a. And, 
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a. And, fecondly, That no one, but Vol; J, 
our Saviour alone ^.^could^ by an exad.vrVv 
Obedience to the Law, purchafe that /?<?- 
ward^ the Gift oi- Eternal Ltfe^ which 
jhe Law had promifed to fuch Obedi- 
ence. 

I, Now, in order to our making good 
our firft Propoiition, we muft examine, 
what Salifications are abfolutely necefla- 
ry, in order to fit any one to make fuch 
Purchafe j ^and then enquire farther, Whe- 
ther fuch Qualifications either do or can 
belong to any other ^ ht(\dt% omt Samour 
alone. 

I. Now the firft and leading Qualifi- 
cation in him, who (hall be /itted for the 
Purchafe of a Releafe from the Penalty of 
the Law, which they have incurred, who 
trahlgrefs the Law, is, that he, who 
makes fuch a Purchafe, mufl be one of 
the fame Kind with them to whom the 
Law was given ; that is, in the prefent 
Cafe, muft be a Man. For, the Law was 
given to Man^ was broke by Man ; and 
therefore alfo the Breach of it , in the 
Congruity of Things, and by the Laws 
of common Senfe and Juftice, is to be 
punilhed in Man. Now , tho' our Savi- 
our was not the only Perfon in the World, 
who had this Qualification, (for every 
T X Man 
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Vol. I Man befides is as real a Man,, as he was) 
, yet he was the only Man among'all Man- 
kind, who by this Qualification wizs fitted 
for the cffedual enterprifing and bring to 
pafs thofe other Things, which arc abft> 
lutely neceflary for the Purchafe of the 
Releafe fpoken of, 

X. For, fecondly, The next Qualifi- 
cation of him, ^who is fitted for the Pur- 
chafe of a Reieaie from the Penalty of 
the Law,, is, that he muft be an innocent 
Man. He was to be a l,amh^ without 
Spot or Blemijhy and to anfwer to the 
Pafchal Lamb, which in this^ as in fe- 
veral other Things, was a Type of that 
hamh of GoJ^ which Jhoutd take away the 
Sins of the World. For he, who is quali- 
fied to fuffer for others^ in order to relea^fe 
thofe others from tHq Penalty of 5in, 
muft not therefore be,?. Sinner. himfelf\ 
Waufe, if he be fo, then he miift by the 
Laws of Juftice, and even according to 
the Tenorof that Law, whjch aflignsluch 
Penalty, fuffer the i^enalty for nis own 
Sin : And he, who fuffers the Penalty of 
the Law for his own Sin, cannot therefore 
fufTer the Penalty of the Law for the Sin 
oi others ; at leaf!:, in the Prefent Cafe.he 
cannot J Becaufe thePeiiaity of tlieLaW, 
upon the Trat^fgreflion of it, hQipg tlie 

lofs 
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tofs of LAfCj his owtrVtmiiy exhaufts the Vol. I# 

whole Stock or fojftUlity of his fo fuffer- 

itjg: For, he who has but one Life, (and 
no Man has more) can pay that Life but 
once : And therefore, if he lays it down 
for his own Sin, he muft for that Reafbn 
h^ve nothing remaining to lay down for 
the Sin of others. 

'^. He who is' duly qualified to purchafe 
for Mankind a.^elca,fe from the Penally 
of their ^ins, muft be a Mao whofe Life 
is of more value than the Lives of all the 
reji. And the Reafon for it is plain and 
obyious, becaufe we know, that the Lives 
pf all the reft can niake no fuch Purchafe ; 
Apd the Uve's of ail the reft cannot 
therefore make any fuch . Purchafe, be- 
caufe the Death of no^ Jingle Man can 
make fuch a Purchafe for himfelf. For, 
what no Jingle Manx's Death can do for 
himfelf^ that the Death of all Men cannot 
do for all: For, there is juft the fame 
Proportion between all' Men ^ and the 
Veath of allj that there is betw;een one 
Man, and the ^eath of one* Bqfides, 
iuppofing a Mfn to be a Tranlgreflbr of 
the Law ; it looks very abfurd to affirm, 
that th? Death pf fuch a Mkp, which is 
the Punijbment of his TranferelTion, can 
t>e |:he Purch/ffe of his Releq/e from fuch 
T I \ Punilh^ 
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VoL.f.Puf^ifl^rncnt: Fdr then, the felf-ftmc 
Tiling (and that is his Death) will bear 
a quite contrary Chara(9:er j for, it will 
be both the Wages of his Sin^ and the 
furchafe of his Ranfint; that is, it will 
be the Vengeance of the Law, and the tne- 
ritorious Caufe of his Freedom from the 
fame Vengeance* Every Sinner there- 
fore againft the Law^ muft be a Sufferer 
under the Vengeance of the Law; and 
that Law, which adjudges thofc who 
tranlgrefs it, to Death , does not , by 
fb doing, defign to return them to 
Life: For, if it did, then, by infliEling 
its Sentence, it Inuft defign to revoieth^t 
iSentence^ and, by .liAakirig the pHni/b- 
fyiejit^Releafihom the Punilhment, muft 
look like Trifling, and not like Jt^ice. 

The Loft of no Sinner s Life then is of 
Value ftifScient to put a Period to th? 
Execution, of that Serftence, which the 
Law proriounfces againft thofe^ who do 
tranfgrefs it : ^ And every Min s Death, 
in tlie Courfe of the Law, had been eter* 
mU were there nothing elfe to remove it, 
but his own Strength? that is, in the pre* 
fent Cafe; but his own Death. For, if 
the Death'of a dead Man can do nothing 
for him, wis are fore, that no other of his 
Pbwers or Merits can : For, in the Cafe 
^* before, 
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befefe us, he can have no other Merits of Vol. L 
bis^ own to reftore him to Life, but the ^ 
Merits of his Death; and the Merits^ 
his Deaths as we have feen, are none at 
alK And toexptedl: any Relief from a ifeaJ 
Man's Powers, is to exped Relief from 
J* Powers at all ; for Death cruflies all' 
the Powers of all Men whom it feizes. 

Now this being the Condition of all 
Men: who die, becaufe they are Sinners, 
we may from hence fafely conclude,That 
if ady Man, who is not a Sinner, ihall 
fmdertake by his own Death to make good 
^t Ranfrnn of all the reft from Death, 
aiid after that, feall make good his Vn^ 
dertaking; I fay, if any Man fliall do 
this J we may be fure, that his Death, or 
his Life, (which you will) is therefore* 
of more Value than the Life or Death of 
all the reft; becaufe he does iy k make 
that Purchale, which all the reft could not 
do by theirs. For, in the prefei^t Cafe, 
the Value of the Thing may bq truly and 
juftly eftimated by the Poffibility of the 
Pu,rchafeit can makej becaufe thePofli- 
bilityof the Purchafe depends upon the 
Allowance of the Great and Juft God. 
And thfefl when God twilling to releafe 
Man from Eteath^ in confideration of the 
Death of his inno^eta Saviour ; and when

Vol. I. he is not fo, in confideration <£ fii^l 
> Maris Own Death; and when hedoes pro- 
fefledly decbre fuch his Will in many 
I^aces of his Wordy and by the repeated 
Atteftations of Matter of ^*5f, whereby 
feveral People have been raifed froqathe 
Dead, in the Name^ and by the prolepr 
fed Po^er of the Savioinr; I fay, when 
we find alithele Things to be fo, (as we 
do. or at leaft eafily may find them fo tx> 
be) we liiay from tlie whole coacludcji 
That the Death of ow Sa'wiour is of ijiore 
Value, than the Death «f all Maq^nd; 
becaufe it can do that, which the Beaith 
of all the reft cannot do, and thaC;too 1^ 
the Allowance of God himfelP. , 

Now, from thefe Proportions, fo laid 
down, we may therefore conclude, That 
there is net Sahatioft in any other^ But 
only in our Saviour^ Jet forth in the Qif- 
pel. 

I. Becaujfe it was abfolutely nec^^y 
in Juftice, that the Law being hrakm by 
Man^ the fimiflment thr^toed by <^ 
Law Ihbuld ,be infiide^ upon Man. For, 
the Threatningei the; Law has the f«atie 
Eye, and the fame neceflary Relation to 
the Tranfgrefion of the Law , that the 
Reward hzs to the Obedience of tl^ Law.- 
and either, tbp famonQceflary RelatiQa 

to 
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to each, that it has to God's Holineft and VoL I. 
Jufticc, And therefore, (0 necejfary as it ^y\^^ 
is, that Qod 0iould be holy and jufl ; an4 ^ 

fb necefiisCy as it is, that he ihould in his 
Laws be ferious and true ; fo necellary al- 
fo it is that the Vengeance threatned by 
his Law Ihould there take place, where 
the Duty commanded by the Law is not 
c^ferved. Now becaufe no Mc(n, except 
our Saviour, could fo undergo the Ven- 
geance of the Law, as without fuch Sa- 
viour's Help to be ever freed from fuch 
Venge^ce; therefore we do from hc.ncg 
Cbndude, ia thq firft place. That there is 
nat Salvation in any other ^ hut in our Savi" 
Qur algnCt as Salvation is taken for our 
Redemptioa from the Vengeance and Pe- 
nalty ojt the La\y. 

Xi Becaufe no Man is qualified to fuffep 
the Penalty of the. Law fi^ ?s by fuch his 
Sufferirig to redeem others, that are Sin- 
ners againfl; the Law, from /^^/r fuffering 
For their 3in, unlefs^ he be innocent him- 
felf ; and becaufe no. Man, except our 
Saviour J was ever innocent^ that is , no 
Man,, .except him alone, did ever fulfil 
the Lavv; therefore no Sinner can be fa- 
yed, ^ Salyation is taken for a Releafe 
from the Vengeance of the Law, but only 
by the Death of our Saviour^ that is, by 

the 
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Vol. I. the Death of him, who was the only itt- 

' Hocent Perfon of all Mankind. 

3. Since the D^atk of all Mankind (be- 
caufe it is the Puni(hment threatned by 

the Law againft the Tranfgreflbrs of it j 
is not bf Value fufficient to expiate the 
Sin of Mankind, whethet we confider 
their Punifhment and their Guilt in the 
Grqfs or Lump^ or whether we confider it 
in Parcels and Particulars • and fmce 
Death is the neceflary Puniftiment of the 
Law J and fincc, laftly, if there be any 
Redemption purchafed from fuch Penalty, 
it muft, for the Reafons atledged, be 
made by a Death of more Value than all 
the Deaths of all Men : I fay, from thcfe 
Reafons in con juniUion, we do tonclude, 
ThatySrc^ a Death is neceflary for Man*i 
Redcmptiton from the CuHe 6f the Law. 
And then, whofe Death that Deiaith was, 
the Scriptures do liifficiently acquaint usj 
for, they exprefly and frequently tell us, 
that it was the Death of him^ whom they 
fct forth to us as our Saviour. 
' And from the Whole, we do infer, in 
the firft place, that no other, but our Sa- 
viour alone, could fo fuffer for Sih, as to 

' obtain a Releale from the Penalty which 
the Law had threatned againft it; and 
that therefore there is not Solvation in any 

other i 
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i^tber; and, that there is no other tTame YoL L 
given under Heaven among Men^ whereby ^/-VN-r 
n>c mufl hefaved^ as Salvation is taken for 
pur Redemption from that Vengeance, 
which the Law threatens and executes 
upQD the Tranfgreflbrs of it, 

X. The fecond Propofition therefore 
laid down at the Beginning, comes next 
in order to be made good ; and that is, 
That no one, but our Saviour alone,could, 
by an eyadt Obedience to .the Law, pur- 
chafe that Reward^ Eternal Life, which 
the Law has promifed to fuch Obedience. 
And to naake this good in a few Words, 
we take notice, in the firft place, That as 
the Law, by the fame Tenor bf Juftice, 
does engage the promifed Reward to the 
Ohedience , as it does the threattfcd Vet^c- 
once to the Tranfgr^ffion of the Law ; fo 
we may from thence infer, under this 
Head , Th^t every Man , who will be 
Partaker of fuch Reward, muft pay fuch 
Obedience ; as we did under thje lafi ^ 
That every Man, who was guilty of fuch 
Tran%rerfion, muft fuffer ftich Venge* 
ance. He therefore who does not obey 
the Law, does /3/e his /?wW, as certain- 
ly, as he who tranfgrefes it does pull 
upon himfelf his own Punijhment. Now 
becaufe, among all the Race of Mankind, 

no 
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Vol. Lffo one, cxcejtt our Saviour, has ohfjed 
^^^^^''^ the Law ; therefore every Man befides 
him, when left to the Purchafe of his own 
Obedience, has /<>r/l?i/^i^ his Reward. No 
Man therefore does, upon his own Ac- 
count, deferve fuch Reward. And then, 
becaufe we know^ that Juftice does deal 
with Men according to their Deferts 5 
therefore, the Rewarcj being E^rnalLife, 
or Happinefs, every Man, when left to 
himfelf, has IpO; fuch Happinefs. That 
ipart therefore of a Gofpel-Salvation , 
which CQniitls^ in Eternal Lite, is-not to 
be expeded by any Man, but by the Sa- 
viour alone. 

Now, that our Saviour obtained it for 
himfelf, is not quelUoned. And that i^ 
was the Gift of God to others, in con/i* 
deration of his Qbecjience |o that Law, 
to \yhich others, as well as himfelf, ftooa 
obliged, we have already, and at large 
made good. If therefore all other Mens 
' obtaining pterqal Life, does not proceed 
from their <>«w .Obedience, but from their 
Savlou/s; then we ra^y nqw bpgin'to 
perceive , th^t thfre is not Sahaiioif in 
any othn^ hut in onr Savipitr alone ; 'and 
that too as Salvation is tak'ej) in the Go* 
fpel for the G/// (?/£^^rW Life. 

'-The 
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The 5^c/ifi^»f, we know, who deny Vol. 4[« 
the Salvation of Man to be our Saviours a 
Pttrchafe, do attempt to elude the Force 
and Evidence of that Text, which is the 
Subjeia of our prefent Difcpurfe, and of 
feveral pther exprcfs Places of Scrjpture, 
which aflert the fame Thing with it, by 
ftarting the Queftion ? Whether or no 
God might not, by fome other Means, 
have faved Mankind, had it pleafed him 
fo to do ? And by that Means have (as 
we obferved at the Beginning^ endea- 
voured to alter the Controverfie from 
Matter of Fa^ to Matter of Poffihilityi 
and to engage others in that fawcy Dit* 
*pute of what God can do, and of what 
God cannot do. Whereas it is fufficient for 
us to know, what God has done ; andabun- 
dantly fufficient, when he himfelf does 
furnim us with fuch Knowledge by his 
own cxprefs Word. And if what that Word 
tells us in the Cafe, be agreeable to our' 
rational Sentiments, to that Light which 
he has afforded tis to judge Things by; 
if morepyer it be agreeable to the cpm* 
monSehfe, that all Men have of Ju ft ice, 
(and Juftice and Reafon in this Cafe are 
the fadtie ;) if that our Light, which con- 
firms to us the Reafonablenefs and Juftice 
of his Proceedings in the prefent Cafe, 

does 
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Vol. f, does by the feme Meafiires guide aU Go- 
* vernments, not only Cbriftian, bat others ; 
and if it be more than a (hrewd Siign, 
that becaufe Mankind Aoy and that too ia 
their Laws and judicial Proceedings, treat 
tne another y for the moft part, zsGpd\t\ 
the prefent Cafe does treat Mankind, that 
they are guided fo to do by that Light, 
which he himfelf has afforded them : I 
fay, if all thefe Things are fo j then it 
may, befides all that has hitherto beea 
o0ered, make out the Condufion, at leaft, 
very plaufiblej That his Dealings with 
Mankind in and through a Saviour, as 
we have out of the Scriptures laid it down, 
are juft and reatonable. Let us try the 
Matter in a few Inftances, which will di-., 
red our Meditations to a great ftiany 
more, and fee whether the Bufinefs beio, 

or na . 

The Merits of our Saviour's De^th, we 
iky, and fo do the Scriptures^ are made 
over to us. We may add, but we need 
not; that they arefo made over by his 
laft Will and Tettaraent. And, if we do

What th^t Saviour did 
in order to the ohtaimng of fuch Salvati- 
on, we have feen already ; add what is 
to be done in order to the everlaftitig 
Continuance of fuch Salvation, is to b^ 
enquired naw. 

As therefore it was one Part of God's 
Counfel in (ending his Son to Mankind, 
to expiate their Sinsi fo it was another^ 
and indeed the main and grand Defign 
of fuch his Meilage, to refcue them from 
their Sl^tvery to Sin, and from their Sub^ 
JeStioH to Satan ; and fo to bring them 
back to bis own Kingdom^ and to refetcle 
them under the jHrifJiltian d his own 
moft holy Dominion. For, it is a very 
great Miftake Cwhich, I am apttobe-^ 
lieve, has proceeded chiefly from our 
over-fondnefs of our felves) to think, 
that God*s chief Defign in fending our 
Saviour, was to free us from the Fenge^ 
once due to our Sins ; thereby vairtly ima- 
gining, that God has a greater Concern 
for our /fMm//y, than he has for our //^h 
linefs; and that he had rather we ftould 
bo fafe^ th^a that we ihould be good, 
X Whereas 
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Vol. I» Whereas our Reafon will tell us » that 
God muH: needs love Hoiinefs, as he loves 
himfelf, becaufc he himfelf is (if I may 
fo fpeak) Eilential Holinefs : And then 
^the fame Reafon will tell us^ that he muft 
needs love himfelf better than he loves 
our Safety I and. that more efpecially, 
when we our (elves, by (lighting and neg- 
\t8tvag of Holinefs, had betrayed fuch 
our Safety. As therefore Man did, by 
his Compliance with the Devil , that is, 
by his Sin, expofe himfelf to the Profe- 
cutiori of God's Vengeance ; and as he did, 
by the fame Means, (b far forth revoU 
from his Lominion^ and u'/^iS^^/'^ii' himfelf 
from his JurijM^hn^ as to become the 
SnhjeS of Satan^ and Slarve of Sin^ C by 
which Means God was ouftcd of his Na- 
tural and Original Right to Man s Obe- 
dience, and his Subjedisfo far forth drawn 
off from their Allegiance to htm, as to 
(light his Authority, by flighting his Laws, 
and to fight againfl him, by oppofmg his 
Holinefs j ) fo, when the Hoflilities were 
come to pafs, that Man did fight againft 
G^^by his Sins^ and that G^^did fight a- 
gainft Man by his Jujlice ; tho' God, in 
order to a Reconciliation, feot his Son in- 
to the World, and by him a Proclamation 
of Par dm to all who (hould retnm to their 

Duty J 
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Duty J ' yet our Reafrfr^ - ttay, txtt:cmimm Vol. f. 
Senfey^i teil uS, that the Rgfioratm of 
God's jiift Right and Dominion byr Man's 
Return to Hcilmef$ and Duty^ is in it feU>ji 
Point of greater Moment, than Mans 
Par Jon. And therefore, bytheTenftr of 
that very Covenant; in which the lAftl- 
cles of Reconciliation are contained^ itifc 
ilipuiated, that ^^isr ihall firft be ebliged 
to repent and return^ before God (hall- be 
obliged to forgive. And we know, that 
our iJaviour himfelf, in that Prayer which 
he taught his Difciples, and in them aH 
Cbriftians^ does put that Petition, {Ihy 
Kingdom c(me^'\ before that, by which 
we pray , that God would forgive our 
frefpaffes. Why, all the Nations of the 
Earth are before him^ lut as the Drop of 
the Bucket^ or the fmall Dnfi of the £a^ 
lance : Acid then, can we think, that his 
Honour and Natural Right is not to be 
confulted before Man's .Sitj^/y ? It cannot 
be ; and becaufe it cannot, therefore we 
do condode, that tho' God did defign 
the Pardon of Man's Sin by a Saviour ^ yec 
for all that, the grand and principal De- 
fign of fending him, who was to be that 
Saviour, was the bringing Man from a 
State of Sin to a State "of Hotinefs, the 
furcbajingia hkif^f a pecnUar People^ xea^

Man's Revolt, had been iroke oS from 
his Kingdom, and which was willing ^ 
upon theGofpeUConditions, the Procla- 
mation of Pardon, to be rfftpred again 
to it. 

Now, from what has been fpoken, I 
would infer. That it is a great Miflake, 
to make the Sending of our Saviour in its 
frfi^ principal^ and grand Defign, to be 
the Pardon of Sin. For, as Ohediencc to 
the Law, is ^tfirfi and principal Defign 
of the Law ; ami as Puniihment is but a 
fecondary Defign of the Law, and is only 
grounded upon the Defeat of its grwd 
and principal Defign : So Pardon pfSin, 
in the very Nature of the Thing it feU; 
depending only upon the Defert of Pu« 
aiihment, can therefore rife no higher 
than its Fountain, and therefore can at 
the moil be but ol fecondary Caufe of our 
Saviour's Coming. 

And therefore, ihould we fuppofe God 
to pardon Sin, tho' in and through out 
Saviour, mthont any regard had to the 

fid- 
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fulfilling of the DireSive^ that is, of the VoL L 
granJMd principal Part of the Law ; we 
ihould, by that Means, fuppofe him to 
break the DireHive Part of the Law, in 
order to his contra Jiltifig the f^inJiSUve 
Part; thatis, weihould fuppofe him to 
bre^k iotb Parts of the Law, in order to 
fuch a fardon. For, Veracity is one 
Branch of Holinefs^ and when God telts 
Man in his Law, that upon his Tran(^ 
greffion he (hould furely die, as we may 
perceive by the manner of the Delivery^ 
that the Denunciation is ferians and ph 
lenrn^ not only becaufe it is backed with 
an Affeveration^ but becaufe alfo it is i/r- 
corporated into the Lam ; fo, to tell us, 
that God may by a Pardon (that has no 
r^ard to the DireHivtVzxtcIc the Law) 
revoke fuch his folemn Threat and Afle- 
veration, is ineffe(a-to fay, that he may 
flart from his Veracity j and that is the 
fame as to fty, he may ftartfrom his Ho^ 
linefs\ or, in other Words, that be may 
hh^felfhttik thtfirft znd principal Part 
of the Law, by remittitig the Penalty of 
^lafiznilefs principal/ For, Holinels 
is fo itfinedf a Thing, and fo all of a 
Piece, (if I may (b fpeak) that he who 
tranfgreflfes its Rules in any one Cafe, 
does, by fo doing, forfeit his Title to

is it, That whofoever (hall be made Vol, t 
Partakers of fuch Happinefs and fuch 
Life, muft be fo perfedty Holy, as to 
be eternally free from all Sin. For, as 
mthi^ut Hotinefs no Manjhallfee the Lord j 
to, the Bleffed in Glory are by all allow- 
ed, as to be eternally without Mifery^ fo 
to be eternally without Sin. And we do 
oot queftion, but that it may be made out, 
and that too by Force of Reafon, without 
the AflUlance ef Revelation, that corn- 
pleat Happinefs (and an Hapoinefs that 
is not eternal, is not coqipleatj and that 
too in the Nature of the Thing, Is incon- 
fiftcnt with Sin, which does certainly 
and conftantly bring Mifery along with 
it, wherefoever it is permitted to come. 
And the rejtfon why I fay, I dp not que- 
ftion it, i$, becaufe what h^s been done 
already , may be done again : And we 
know very well, that the Thing has been 
dope already, and that too beyond all 
poflible Contradid:ion. But becaufe it rs 
an allowed Thing, That where the Seat 
of etei;nal Happinefs i$, there nothing 
can either enter or remain but pure and 
unfpotted Holinefs; therefore we (hall 
(bend no time in the Proof of it; but 
ihall take it for granted, and fo proceed 
i^our

And fmce Man in his 
Innocence did not keep himfelf Holy, it 
is unrealonable to exped, that after the 
Fall, when Mens Abilities are leflened, 
that any Man (hould make himfelf fo. 
And we are nioreover aflured, that no 
Man does make hirpfelf fo, Ucaufe all 
Mep do die : And we are further aflii- 
red that no Man can carry any more of 
his own Holinefs with him into another 
Worlds than what he was Owner of in 
this : And laftly, we are mfallibly aflii- 
red, that no Man can fecure to himfelf 
an Holineis to Eternity^ which he hi^s 
not. From which Things run over in 
fliort, wemaybefatisfied, that that Ho* 
lineis, which (hall for ever attend thofe 
bf Mankind, who (hall be niade ParVa- 
kers of eternal Happinefs, is not their 
own.

That fuch an Holinefs is none of 
Man's own, and that therefore, 

4. It niuft come from fome other ; and 
that that other muil be God. 

Having therefore feen, by what has 
been (aid, thatan everlafting Holinefs is 
neceflary, in order to Man s everlafting 
Salvation, and that fuch Holinefs mult 
come from God : Let us proceed, and by 
that Light, which his Revelations have 
a^ded us in this Cafe, enquire, what 
Proviiion God has made for the furnifii* 
ing Man with fuch an Holinefe, in order 
to fuch his Salvation. And, 

1/ We are inftruded by fuch Revela^ 
dons. That God fent his Son, our Savi* 
our , into the World, cbathed with the 
fame Fleih with finful Man, to inftrudi 
and dired: him in the Ways of Holineis, 
by hb DadriMC^ and by his Example: 
That upon this Account he is called /i&r 
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Vol. \. Light of the World ; for he made our Du- 
ty plain and intelligible, took of that 
Veil from Mens Underftandings, by which 
they were induced to bdieve, that Holi- 
nefs did confift in outward Waftiings, in 
Ceremonies and Formalities ^ and fuch 
other Modes or Geftures, which contain- 
ed nothing of trtie Holidefs tn them, be- 
caufe they did not form our Spirits to 
God s Likenefs, nor make us boh/y as he is 
holy. And becaufe he found Men laden 
with Sin, he did adyife them to unbur* 
den themfelves by Repentance, that fb 
they might the more expeditdy (et about 
. the Attainment of that Holinels, which 
he recommended to their Pradice. And 
hence it was, that his Fore-runner, J^bn 
the Baftijl^ firft, and he himfdf, and his 
Apoflles^ afterwards, did all begin their 
great Work with an Exhortation there- 
fore to repent . hecaufe the Kmgdom of 
Heaven was at band. In a Word, in ord^ 
to terrific Men from their wicked Cour- 
fes, and to invite them into the Paths of 
true Piety and Godtinefs , be did by his 
Threats acquaint them with a ffloreeAr- 
frefs^ grievous^ Md future Pinnijhnenft ; «ad 
hjlmPromifes^ with z matt exprefs^hgj^ 
/7, ^nd future Reward^ than^ther Nata* 
ral jR^eafon or Revelation had asyet difco* 

vered. 
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vered. Thefe, with fomc other, were the Vol. I. 
Methods wJiich our Saviour , when in the sjr>r^ 
Fleih, took to perfuade Men to add their 
ifWH Endeavours to his^ for their obtain « 
ing Salvation. And becaufe thefe Things 
were defigncd fpr fuch a Purpofe by him, 
and beciufe they have in themfel ves a na- 
tural tendency to bring fuch Defign to 
pafs ; and becaufe, lalHy, the SalvatUn 
of Man does in the whole Oeconomy of 
it proceed from the Grace oUGod ; there- 
fore thefe Things, when fummed up to- 
gether under one Denomination, are osSr 
\t^ Means of Grace. Thele therefore, and 
the like^Means of Grace, and them too 
backed and confirmed by Miracles, our 
Saviour made ufe of , to engage Men to 
pradtife and attain that Holinefs, by which 
alone they could in Juftice be fitted for 
Salvatioji. 

X. But then, fecondly, we are inftru- 
ded, both by God's Word, and by our 
own Experience, That all thefe Means ^ 
made ufe of by our Saviour, did never 
yet produce that Holineis in any Man, 
^hich is to fit him for his defigned Sal^ 
nmtim. For, what; from Weaknefjes and 
Jrrrfokthns from mthin^ and what from 
Temptations from without i what from 
the Terapoitions of the Dcvil^ and what 

from 
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Vol. 1 from his own wicked, haUtual, and over- 
ruling Pradices, every Man falls {hort 
of tte Grace of God ; and his very beft 
Pradices being corrupted with Carelef- 
neis, or Inadvertency, or Wilfulnefi, (and 
all of them Evil) do not beget in him 
that Hotinefsy to which alone eternal 
Salvation can in Juftice belong. It may 
be then demanded, How any Man comes 
to be faved ; To which I anfwer in the 
next, that is, the 

3. Third place. That tho' the Means of 
Grace do not heget that Holinefs in any 
Man in this Life, in confidefation of 
which he can in Judice obtain eternal 
Salvation; yet we are alTured, that the 
Means of Grace tendfed in the Gofpel, 
and made ufe of by Man, may, and often 
have this Efied:, as to engage Men hear- 
tily to Jefire and wijb for fuch an Holi- 
nefs. This is what our Saviour calls hung- 
rily and tbirfting after Rigbteoufnefs : An 
hearty and fmcere Defire to ^^ what we 
0ngbt to be; and (to make good the Sin- 
cerity of fuch our Defire) an hearty and 
fincere Endeavour to be what we Jefire 
to be. For, no Man does or can heartily 
and fincerely Jejire any Itiii^, who-docs 
not alfo heartily endeavour to obtain it* 
Now, an liearty Defire, and an hearty

HAving thus far difcoyrfed , Firftj 
concerning the Pardon of Sin { 
and, Secondly, concerning the Gift of 
an Happy and Eternal Life, X the Two 
Things in which a Gofpel Salvation does 
confift : And hainng made it good. That 
Believers do obtain both the one and the 
other only in Confidetation of our Savi- 
our's Merits ; and that their fo doing is 
^eeabie to Reafpn and Jnftice: Two 
*UAtt^ do diU tttaiaxx to be examined.

Life? . , 
2. ff^ber^M the Ha^ine/s of fuch Life 

I. And in order to the Refdutiofi of 
thefirftThiogi welayi|dowii,asacer- 
taio Truth 19 the firft place, That Maiv 
10 order to his eittrhig upon the PofleflQoo 
of Eternal UfSt muft firft r^e from the 
Dead. For, all Men (fie, becaufeall Men 
are Sinners: And becaufe it is aUurd fo 
much as to ima^ne, that Man can enter 
uponthefe/r<;^of Eternal £(/2r, while 
he remains under the Fnoer of Death; 
therefore, without any more ado, we ihall 
take it for granted, that Man muft be 
freed from that Death, which is Irougbt 
upon him by his •$/», before he can ob- 
tain that Eternal Life, which is purchafed 
f or him by his iS^Mir, 

We lay it down, in the fecond place, 
as a certain Truth, That becaufe our &- 
viour underwent Death b'mfelf for the 
Expiation of Man's Sin ; and becaufe our 
Saviour could not in Nature or Poffibt- 
lity be qwdiiied to icflmupoa Man the 
furchafe of fuch his Death, till he him- 
felf fltould rije from the Dead: that 
therefore, m order to Man's entring upon 
.. ' the 
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cbePofleffion of an Eternal Life, it.wasVot.L 
ocQcS&ey , that our Saviour himfelf^ as 
weU as ^yUn,. ihould firA /-{/^ from the 
Dead. 

;?. WeJay it down, in the Third place. 
That if the Merits of our Saviour's Death 
were of value fH^eieiit to make good the 
Expiatiwt of ybxLS Sm ; that then, in 
Bet^ and JtifiWt he ought to rife again 
bota the Dead. For, becaqfe, in the 
Cafe Co put, he could have no Concern 
with Jnuice, but what was his own ; and 
becanfe he bimfelf had. paid an exaSf Obe- 
dience to theLavi^; and becaufe Life. is 
the Reward of fuch Qhedience, as Peatb 
is the W^es of DifoheJience ; Therefor^ 
if we do dlow him to have unhaded him- 
^If of the Sin of Man, which he had ta^ 
ken upon himfelf, by his Death ; we mufl;, 
and do, by fo doing, r^inflate him in his 
ovim Right ; that is> we mud allow, that 
lie had a RigkttQ he, and therefore in Ju- 
uice ottgkt to be refiored to Life again. 
Aqd therefore it is not at ail to be qu&> 
(Honed, but that our Saviour had never 
diedattf//, if he had never taken upon 
hin^eif the Sins of other Men, But of 
this m(»e by and by. In the inean wliile, 
cbefe Ttun^ being laid down, we pro* 
ce^, and. 
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Vok \y I- Obfervc iii the firft place. Tt^t our 
^•vv Saviours Refuffedion is afm(Mtwnftant« * 
^ • ly by the Scriptures of the tfewX^Jtiment 
afcribed to God the Father c^'And Mxrhrii 
tudc5 of Texts mieht be quoted for it^; a^,* 
the Sfecohd of the Alis^^^r, x4.&^]o.

but to God alone. Anc| therefore, as ^

cive a future and glorious Rej(urre<3ion 
to all tb^^ who are fo far planted into 
the iikenefs of bis Death^ as to be dead to 
Satf and alive to God. For, if we live to 
him, while we live here ; we may, from his 
Refiirredlion, have a Comfortable Aflii- 
rancCj that notwithflanding we die for d 
tune, as he did; yet we Iball be raifed 
again, and live with him for eVermore. 
To this purpbfe, we mud recoiled, that 
when he died, he did not die for his omt 
Sins, but for onrs. And then, if in his 
Death he laid down his Life in ^ur {lead ;

For, it mud needs be unjuft in 
the Creditor to detain us in Prifon for 
that Debt, which our Surety has paid. 
And becaufe we know, that the Creditor 
in the prefent Cafe is God himfelf ; and 
becaufe we know alio, that fuch a Credi- 
tor can do no lojuftices therefore we 
know, that as when our Saviour laiJ 
Jcvm his Life, be laid it down in our flead ; 
fo alfo, that when he took it up again, he 
took up with it the Lives of all thofry who 
by the Conditions of the New Covenant 
(hall have an Interefi in fuch his Death.

in you. In a Wprd, Chrijl is our Head, 
and we are his Members; and becaufe he,

And therefore, as he \% called the Firfi*

And therefore he, who in the Caufe 
of God and Goodnefs, (hall (b far under- 
value his own Welfare, as to part wkh 
that Welfare (be it what it wilU for the 
fake of fuch Cajufe, may be fure of a 
Compenfation from God*s Hand, that 
ihall repair his Damages with advantage, 
and that too, tho' what he lb parta with 

be 
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Vol. f ; be Life it felF. And therefore it «ras k 
^^y^r^ fixed and undoubted Perfuafion in the 
Primitive Cbriflians^ that whofbever fuf- 
fered Martyrdom for his Saviour's , and 
Religions fake, >vas certainly thereupon 
crowned with Glory ; and with them, to 
be a Martyr, and to be crowned, were 
equivalent ElcpreflObrls; for, they meant 
the fame Thing, whether they madeufe 
of the one or of the other. So confident 
were they of the Truth of their Saviour's 
Promife, in the Nineteenth of St. il£tf- 
tbew^ ver. xp. Every one that hatbfirfar 
ken Houfes^ or Brethren^ or Sifters^ or Fa^ 
ther^ or Mother y or Wife^ or Children^ or 
Lands J for my tfamesfake^ /hall receive an 
hundred 'foU^ and /ball inherit ever la/ling 
Life : and of that in the Tenth Chapt^ 
of the fame Evangelift, ver. 39. f/e that 
lo/eth his Life for my fake^ fhall find it. 
By which we may underftand, that God 
does fo far allow our Self-love, the Work 
of his own Hand , that where, for ¥is 
fake, we are willing to lay it afide in le/^ 
fer Matters, there he has, in requital (ot 
our fo doing, oUiged himTelf to pro- 
vide fot the gratificati^ of \i in greater 
Matters. 

Now, tho" it be confeffed, that there 
h a Thing too frequently,- and too kindlj^ 

enter 
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^entertained among Mankind,- which Vol. I. 
Mfearsthe Name of Self-love; and which w/%^^ 
is not only commonly accoanted, bat 
which alfo really is in it felf Crinfinal : 
Yet, if we narrowly look into fuch 
Crime, we fliatl find, that it is not there- 
pre a Crime, bccSufe it is Selfl&vey but 
becaufe it excludes our Love of others. 
'It is indeed kind to it felf ^ (as ail Self-love, 
and that too in the Nature of the Thing, 
muft needs be) but then it is kind to ve- 
ry few or none befides. And therefore the 
• Viciouihefs of it confifis, not fo much in 
Joing what it does^ as in not doing what 
it ought to do: That is, the Self-love, fo 
far as it is only Self-love, is innocent : 
But it then becomes a Sin, when it ad- 
vances to Uncharitableneis. For, every 
Man is allowed ' ("perhaps in a degree re- 
quired} to love himfelf ; but no Man is 
allowed, no not upon the Pretence of 
fuch his Love, to hate another. Nay, he 
may love himfelf bed ; but by k> doing, 
he muft not (hut out all others from any 
Share in his Love; nor (where his Cir- 
cumftances and Condition, meafured by 
the Standard of common Humanky, or 
Chriftian Charity, will allow him fo to 
do^ muft he fhut out others from the 
Ftoofs add Bvidenceji that he allows them 

fuchi 
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Vol. L Ttich a Shire. So that as we are fttis/ied 
by our own Senfe of the Thing, C«nd 
that is ts great a Satisfadloa, as we are 
capable of io any Cafe whatloever) thae 
we Iwe our felves beft ; fo, by what has 
been fiud, it may now appear, that we 
do not tra^grefs any Du^ of MoraliQr 
or Religion by oor fo dmng. 

X. Oar next PropoTition muft be. That 
as we love our felves beft, fo our Lave 
of any Perfonor Thing kjidei is direSeJ 
by and to our Self-hve. For, we there- 
fore love any Ti&Msg becaufe it does, or a( 
leaft becaaie we think it may condace to 
our rnn Welfare and Happineis. Fw, all 
Love has in it a Mixture of Deftre } and 
then, as the Love of oor felves is accom- 
panied with a Defire of onr own Welfare ;. 
^, becaufe we love our (elves heft^ aU out 
othu Defires muft , for that Reafim, be 
in a fiA«frdin»ti9m to that. And there- 
fore, tho' our Love to other Men may 
eng^e us to do very great and confidora- 
He Kindnefts to fmb Meni yet, foraS 
that, we (hould not do fi\ c&l wenoc^ 
by fo doing, gratifiemrr fthes. Jtot, A»* 
it is conf^^, that be^ufe our KJAd-» 
nefles to them proceeded £rom out Love 
to them, that dierefore we defiga to pleife 
and gratifie tfaem by oHriQiidiiflflb; ytt 
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It is full as true, that if their Pleafure Vol.. I, 
and Gratification were not pleafant and v./vO 
grateful to our feheSy we fliould leave 
thofe Kindnefles undone, by which we 
defigned fiich their Pleafure and Gratifiy 
cation. And as it is thus notorious, that 
our Love to other Perfons is finally refol- 
ved into the Love of our f elves ; fo it is 
aSy if not more notorious, that our Love 
of Things is To. For, Things have no 
Senfe of our Kindnefs to them j and there- 
fore our Kindnefs to them, were it for 
tlieir fakes, would be irrational and ab- 
furd ; for there could no Account be gi- 
ven of it in Reafon, or Nature. But 1^- 
caufe we our ielves are capable of teceu 
ving^ a Benefit from Things, by Our ha- 
ving a Serife of fuch Benefit; and be- 
caufe we arecipable oi apprehending fuch 
our Benefit, Before we do ohtain them, as 
well as vohen we do pojfefs and enjoy them ; 
therefore we may from thence be (atisfied,; 
that bur Love, and therefore alfo our 
Defire of them, does fpring from fuch 
our Apprehenfion of our own Benefit ; and 
we may be fure, that the Defire of fuch 
pur own Benefit does come from our 
Self-love. So that now we may be as 
well convinced^ that our Love to other 
Perfons^ Otto Things^ does proceed fronni* 
A i out? 
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VoL 1. our Self-lave^ under this Head ; as un- 
der the /^/^ we might, that "wtXov^our 
felves beft.. 

3. LetourThitd Propofition then be 
this: That we find in our felves, and that 
too by our own Senfe ( I may (ay. Feel- 
ing ) of the Thing, fuch a Want of that, 
that will fatisfie the Defires of our Self- 
love, that we are conftrained by fuch our 
Self-love, Cthat is, we are conftrained by 
Nature ; for Self-love, as we have feen, 
is natural ; I fay, we are conftrained by 
Nature to feek for a Supply for fuch our 
Want from abroad ; that is, we are con- 
ftrained to feek for it out of our felves. 
This might be abundantly proved from 
the great Variety of thefe our Wants, 
which can only be relieved by a Foreign 
Supply J and thofe too, Wants, not only 
of our Bodies^ but of our Minds; with- 
out our obtaining of which, we do ac- 
count our felves in a degree miferahlei at 
leaft, noty^ happy, as to gratifie our Self- 
love. But the Thing being natural, and 
our Convidion of its TrutS being (o too, 
it needs not And therefore I would have 
it here remarked, that my chief Aim in 
laying down this Propofition, is to adjuft 
the Coherence, and by Confequence the 
Proof of my main Defign, which i^ to 

fticw, 
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ihew, wherein our Grand and Eternal Vol. L 
fiappineft does confift. c/Vn,^ 

But yet (becaufe it may in fome mea* 
ftre conduce to fuch our Defigri, we flialf, 
before we quit this Propofition, leave this 
Remark upon it t That it is not unlikely^ 
if it be not certain^ that God in our very 
Formation has fo ordered our natural 
Frame and Conftitution, that as the De- 
fires of our Self-love cannot be anfwe^ed 
nor fupplied by our Selffu0ciency; fo, 
that fuch our Defires Ihould carry our 
Thoughts abroad to feek fuch Supply 
eljewbere. Which is (if I may fo fpeakj 
the firft Step, to which we are obliged 
by Nature, in order to our feeking after 
GoJ. And in the next place. That God 
has made all Things in this World, with- 
in the Compaft of our poflible Purchafe, 
fo inadequate to the Defires of our Self* 
love, that when we do actually obtain 
fuch Things, our higheft and mod exalt- 
ed Enjoyment of them does ftill fallfhort 
and does ntyttfillotfatisfie fuch our De- 
fires. VVhich is the Second Natural Step 
to bring us to Go J. 

4. This Remark then being left by the 

way J let our Fourth Propofition be this : 

That the more we kncfvo^ or helieve^ that 

other Perfons or Things will^fwer to, 

A a » y-". ' 
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VoL L^nd fatisfie the Defires of our Self-love j| 
the greater Value w^^i<^ upon them; and 
the greater Falue we put upon them, the 
more we love them. The Ti^uth of which 
Propodtion is as certain, as it is certain, 
that we defire to gratifie oUr Self-love : 
And it is as certjun, that we defire to gra- 
tifie our Self-love, as it is certain, that 
we have fuch a Thing in us as Self-love. 
For, becaufe our Self-love confifts in a 
Defireof our own Gratification; and be- 
caufe a Defire of our own Gratification 
contains in it a Love of thofe Perfons or 
Things, from which we exped to xtcelvt 
fuch Gratification ; I fay, for thefe Rea- 
fons, to fuppole, that, we (hall ,not love 
fuch Things or Perfons in proportion to 
that Gratification, which we exped; to 
receive from them, is to fuppofe us to 
contradid: thofe very Defires, which yet 
at the fame time we do profeffedly enter- 
tain. We fhall therefore take our prefent 
Propofition for good and true, and that 
is, That we, muft needs love all Perfons 
and Things according as we think or 
knowj that they will anfwer to, or gra- 
tifie the Defires of our Self-love. 

5. The natural and immediate Effed 
of our Love of any Perfon or Thing, is a 
Pefire of ptfffejjmg or enjoying the Per/on 

or 
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or Thing To loved. For, our Dejtre of Vol. I. 
any Perlon or Thing, includes in it our s^v**^ 
prefent iVant of fuch Thing or Perfon. 
Now, if fuch our Want were not at home, 
that is, in our felves, we need not feek 
abroad, or out of our felves, for a Sup- 
ply of it. And becaufe the Want, which 
in the prefent Cafe we feel in our felves^ 
is Jfxea and imnaveahle^ and fo cannot 
ftir abroad j therefore that , that muft 
jfupply fuch Want, muft be hrought home 
tolt. OuF Supply then muft be caufed 
by the t/nion of that Thing or Perfon to 
our felves, which is to fupply fpch Want. 
And when that Thing or Perlon is united 
to oijr (elves, then, and not before , vye 
may be faid to pqflefs or enjoy fuch Thing 
pr Perfon. 

I do believe, that the Truth of this 
Propofition may be doubted ; becaufe we 
maybe fatisfied with the Aflurance of our 
Friend's Kindnefs^ tho' we do not enjoy 
his Company. And fomething very hkq 
it may^'be faid of the Statisfadtion that 
we take in feveral Things, tho^ at a di- 
ftance frbni iis. JBut when it is confidc- 
red, that tho wc do not enjoy the Com^ 
pany of our abfent Friend, yt% for all that, 
we do at that very time enjoy his Friend'- 
fhipi and that tho' his Perfon be ahfint 
'^ Aa ^ frp03 
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Vol. I. from us, yet that the Affurance of his 
^•V*^ Friendlhip is prefent with us, and lodged 
in our Breaftx; we may then begin to be 
fatisfied, that To far forth as our Defires 
are gratified , or our Want fupplied, Co 
far forth that, which does fo gratifie or 
fupply them, is prefent mth us, which 
is an affured Satisfa^ion of our Friend's 
Love and Kindnefs to us. But then we 
mud take notice, that if our DeGres do 
extend themfelves farther; as fuppofe, 
if our Love of him engages us todefire 
the Prefence of his Ferjon^ as earneftly as 
the Affurance of his Friendjhip ; then, in 
fuch a Cafe, as our Defires and our Want 
are more than barely the Defire and Want 
of his Friendfhip and Kindne6 ; fo fuch 
our greater Defire and Want cannot be 
fupplied, but by the Prefence and Enjoy- 
ment of his Perfon and Company. And 
therefore, ftridly fpeaking, our Defire of 
his Company proceeds from our Love of 
his Perfon • but oqr Defire of his Friend'^ 
fhip proceeds from our Love of fuch 
Friendfbip^ which is a Things and not a 
Ptrjm. But then it muft be granted, that 
no Man can love another, but th^t, ac- 
cording to the Degree of fuch his Lov^ 
he mufi defire his Company too; and 
that the want of his Company would be 

attend-' 
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attended With an Afflidion proportionate Vol. L 
to the Degrees of his Love ; if the Ai- 
fence o( his Perfon were not in fome mea- 
fure compenfated by the Ajfurance of his 
FrienJJhipj viUchiSprefent. And what is 
thus true of Perfons, is fo alfo of Things. 
For, we therefore Jefire any Thing, be- 
caufe we Irue it, and becaufe we voant it : 
And then the only way to fupply fuch 
Want, and to gratifie fuch our Love, is, 
by bringing fuch Thing borne into our 
own PoUedion, that is, within the reach 
of our Enjoyment. For, an hungry Man 
may as foon fill his Belly with the Meat 
that remains in the Market, while he 
carries at home, as any Man's Love of 
any Thing or Perfon can be gratified, 
while that Perfon or Thing is out of the 
reach of his Pofleflion or Enjoyment. For, 
as it is abfurd to imagine, that any Man 
can love any Perfon or Thing, without 
any Defire to poflefs or enjoy them j fo 
it is equally abfurd to think, that he can 
poflefs or enjoy them, while they are at 
a diftance from him. 

Thefe five Propofitions I have laid 
down, as previous and introdudory to 
the making out the 1 ruth, which we now 
purfue; and that is. That the Happinefs 
of our Eternal Life will confift in that 
A a 4 Pleafure 
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Vol. I.Plcafure and Satisfaftion which wefliall 
wz-'^o take in our Love and Enjoyment of God, 
and in his Love oF us. For, it is obvious, 
becaufe natural, for us to conceive, that 
all poffible Happinefs (be that Happinels 
what it wilO rauft come from fomething 
that is grateful to our Inclinations, that 
is, from fomething which we love ; and 
therefore alfo from fomething, which 
(if \ye want it) we do alfo defire ; That 
what we fo want and defire, cartnot make 
us happy, till w^ poflels and enjoy it ; 
becaufe till then our Defires are not ful- 
filled : That our Make and Frame is fucfa, 
that we feel in bur felves that we do want 
That, that mufl: make us happy; and 
that therefore, if we will obtain it, we 
xnufl feek for it abroad, and out of our 
felves : And laftly. That our Self-love 
does, and that too neceflarily, engage us 
to feek after fuch Thing : I fay, thefe 
kre natural and eafie Truths, and fas we 
(hall perceive prefently) fuch, as will lead 
us into the Difcovefy of what at prefent 
we do only enquire after, viz. The Na- , 
ture of our Eternal Happinefs ; or, Where- 
' in our Eternal Happinefs (hall confift. 
* And that we may from Enquiry ad- 
vance to Difcovery, I would otter it to 
Confideration in the firft place. 
^' ' : I. That 
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I. That when our Souis and BoJies Vol. 1, 
fhall be refined, by the Refytreilion and ^-^V>^ 
Glorification of the lafl^ and by the com^' 
pleat Holinefs of the firfi ; that then we 
ihall have fuch a true Senfe of the great 
and fupereminent Value of fiolinefs^ that 
we fhall upon that Account love tha<: 
ahove and heyond all Things hffide^. For 
then we Ihall perceive and know, that 
God therefore makes us holy^ thzt fo he 
may make us happy * That our Htappinefs 
iegins J when our Holinefs, dots; and 
that it is then ferfelleJ^ when our Holi- 
nefe isfo : That Holinefs is the Perfedion 
of Go^s Nature, and of our orpn : That 
where Holinefs is in its n^ofl ej^alted Eic- 
cellence. and Pcrfedion, it is the fame 
Thing with wifdom and Truth ^ with 
Omnifcience and Omnipotence; and that 
it is the true and only Fountain of all 
real and rational Happinefs. And then, 
that which is the Fountain pf all Happi- 
nefs^ and by confcquencc of our own Hap- 
pineis, muft, when once it appears fo to us, 
be the Objek of our great eft Love^ as fure 
as It is, that we do love our felves beft« 

X. Where we find fuch Holinefs (which 
wefliallbe better acquainted with by our 
Glorification and compleat Sandtification) 
in itsgreateft and moft exalted Perfeilion 

and 
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Vol. I. and Excellence^ there our Love of fuch 
wn^-Si/Holinefs muft in Nature and Rearon» 
(and our Rea (on will then be exadly re- 
fined and difcerning ; } f fay, that where 
we find HoUnefsin \x,%greatefi and mod 
exalted Perfeiihn and Excellet$ce^ there 
oxkx great eft and pioft tntenfe Love of Ho- 
lineis will be lodged. For, when we come 
to Jove Holinels for its own Excellence 
and PerfeAion ; then we (hall be fare to 
love that Holinefs mofl, which has the 
greatefl: and moll exalted Excellence and 
Perfedion. 

3. This our greateft and mod intenfe 
Love of the greateft and moft perfedt 
Holinefs, Mdll (bs we may rationally coti« 
ceive) be ftill augmented and increafed, 
when we apprehend it as lodged ia an in- 
telligent Being. For, our Love ( and 
that too in Nature) to facb a Beings is 
(cceteris parihui) greater than our Love 
of Things I becaufe fuch a Being is ( if I 
may fo fpeak) more congenerous and 
cognate to us, than Things are j and w^ 
find the Harmony and Sympathy to be i 
Nature always greater there, where there 
is the neareft Cognathn, The further Ufe 
which we make of this Propofition, bc- 
fides that already laid down, is to urate 
our Love of God and our Love of Hoimefs 

toge- 
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tc^ther, and fo to exhibit them under Vol. L 
one View; as indeed in God they are vor^ 
but one and the fame Tiling, And there- 
forie, in what follows, we muft alter our 
Phrafe ; and what hitherto we have called 
our LoveofHolinefe, muft hereafter be 
ftyled our Love of God. 

4. Our Love of our moft Holy God 
will ftill receive a confiderable Addition 
of Increafe, when we (hall come toknow^ 
that his Holintfs is notX)nly moft perfeU 
and exalted I but that it isalfo accompa- 
nied with all other Excellencies znd Per- 
feSlions^ and that too in the higheft and 
moft perfedt Degree, For, tho' God be 
One with his Holinels, and all other his \ 
Attributes j yet it may be doubted at leaft, 
\yhether the Capacities even of glorified 
Creatures (hall ever befo enlarged, as to 
apprehend his Beauties and Excellencies ,; 
any otherwife, than by diftind and fepa- 
rate Conceptions : Nay, it may be more 
than doubted, whether thofe their Con- 
ceptions (hall be adequate to thoib his 
Cto th?m) feveral Beauties and Excellen- 
cies, which Ihall be the Ob)e<as of fuch 
their Conceptions. For, it is hard to con- 
ceive, that the glorified Capacities of 
Creatures ftiall be made infinite by their 
Glorification ; and unlefs they be fo, we 

are 
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Vol. Lare fure, that the moft Seraphick Con^ 
•^-^V^^ ceptions muft needs fall ihort of the bigr 
nity of their ObjedJ, And we know, 
that it is fuflScient for any -Creature tq 
have its Creature- Capacities ^when moft 
enlarged and refined} filled and fatlated 
by Happinefs. For^ no Creature is ca- 
pahlc of, and no Creature can defirt more, 
than a full and cocnpleat f^appinefs : And 
that Happinefs is niofl: certainly full arid 
compleat, which is as muph as he c^ri 
contain. 

5. The Increafe of oui« Love to our 
moft Holy God will ftill grow greater by 
our Afliirance , that he loves us again^ 
' For, it is a Truth in Nature, That, as 
Love flighted or refufed docs by that 
Means grow cold, and fo in tinie lan- 
guiflies and expires,- (o^ if it be ^txndl-j 
jtceived, and anfwered by Love again, 
it therefore grows the warmer, becaiufe 
then its Hopes begin to turn into Happi- 
nefs. And, as Love for Love between 
Mankind^ carries in it Grhtitud^ and Rc^ 
^uital ; fo the Love of 6c^ for the Love 
of Man carries in it Recompeffce and Rtf- 
ward: And in both Cales it increafes the 
Happinefs and Delight. And then cer- 
tainly it niiuft be infinite Happinefs to be 
blefled with the Love ' of him, who is 
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infinitely Happy in bimfetf^ and the un- Vol, L 
doubted Author and Fountain o( z\l poffy \ 
ble Happinefs to all others. For, all Love 
ivijhes \Nd\ to the Party beloved at leafi • 
and where its Power dnrwets to its Wiihes, 
Joes }xtll to6. And then, when once we 
are iri Pofleflfiori of QoiPs Love^ we are 
thereforfe fecute of our own Happinefs ^ 
becaufe wfe are fecure, that all poffible 
tiappiriefe is within the Reach of his 
Powen And indeed, to fuppofe the glo- 
ifified Saints love of God, and by confe- 
quence their Holinefs to he perfed, and 
to fiippofe their Happinefs not to be fo, 
would be iri efied to fuppofe the Creature^ 
in its Love to 6^^/, to out-do God in his 
Love to the Creature. No ! Perfect Ho- 
linefs, where-evcr it is, is a Ray of his 
leading and mod; beloved Attribute : 
And we can in Reafon no more conceive, 
that God will not love fuch an Holinefs^ 
than we can conceive, that he does not 
love himfelf. And then we may be fure; 
that the Happinefs of riie Creature will 
in the final Iflue (and of that oqly we 
fpeak at preferit^ bear a Prpportion to 
its Holinefs. 

6. The Increafe of our Love to God 
will ftill grow greater and greater, when 
we come to find, as moll certainly we 
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Vol. I.ihall fo find it, that his Love of us will 
v/VNi^ engage him to unite us more intimately 
to himfelf. The Union of the glorified 
Saints with God, is, it mud be confeiled, 
a great Myftery ^ for fo that muft needs 
ke, which neither Eye hath feen^ nor Ear 
heari^ nor can it enter into Mans Heart 
to conceive J and which therefore he can 
much Icfs exprefs with his Tongue. But 
yet that fuch a Thing there will be, we 
may be fatisfied by thofe Difcoveries, that 
Revelation has attorded us of it in the ge- 
neral. For, it is moft certain, by fuch 
Difcoveries, that we (hall at lead fo en* 
joy Go J^ as we do our Friend; we (hall 
appear in his Prefence j in that frefencCj 
where there is fulnefs ofjoj; and at his 
Right-hand ^ where there are V leaf ures for 
evermore. It is true indeed, that the Na- 
ture and infinite Variety of all forts of 
Unions (and, among the reft, undoubt- 
edly of thofe, which God has referved 
for future Accompliifaments, and for fu- 
ture Difcovery) are laid out of the Reach 
of all mortal Undcrftandii^s. And there- 
fore we (hall rdft our felves fatisfied with 
what is certain • or, at lead, with what, 
by the help of Revelation, we may eafi- 
ly helieve to be fo : That the Union of 
the Blefled with God in Heaven will be 

fttch 
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flicbt as (hall be fuflicient for the mutual Vol L 
Communications of each others Love ; 
of the Love of the Creature \n Duties and 
Praifes offered up to God ; of the Love 
of God in theEffufions offuch Joy and 
Delight^ fuch agreeable Tranfports and 
Ecflafies^ as (hall fill the utmoft Capacities 
of his Chofcn ones j arid fhall therefore 
exceed their Hopes and Wijhes^ becaufe 
their /r^f Knowledge of fuch their Hap- 
pinefs can only come from their Experi- 
ence of it ; and that Experience alone 
will fully anfwer to, and gratifie their 
Self-love. 

7. Laftly, The Love of the glorified 
Saints to God will be ftill further aug- 
mented, and indeed receive its full Com- 
plement and PerfedJion , by their Aflii- 
rance, that all that Happinefs, of which 
they ftand poflefled at prefent^ (hall be 
eternal. For, a Fear of a Failure for the 
future, may dafti the Relifti of the higheft 
Enjoyment for the prefent ; and our Sa- 
tisfadion in the Pofleflion of any good 
Thing ^bc it what it will) muft needs 
be abated, if it be accompanied with a 
Doubt of its Continuance. But Happineft 
with Security muft needs be compleat and 
perfed. Nay, it muft be fo much the 
more compleat and peifedt; becaufe tho* 

the 
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Vol. L the Continudnc9 of Happineft he future^ 
yet the Affurance of fuch Continuance is 
prefent ; and by (uch Jjfnrance we do in 
(ome Degree compendioufly, and at the 
feme time^ enjoy both, our prefent and 
our future Happinefs. Now the Blefled in 
Glory may thereforehc fecure o( the Eterr 
nity of their Happinefs, becaufe God's 
Love (lands immutably engaged to their 
Holinefs^ forafipueh as fuch theix Heli* 
nefs is inJefeSille znd eternal. For, where 
that is eternal, his Love niofl: certainly is 
ft) too. 

To conclude, in a few Words : Our 
Love of our felves makes us defire to be 
happy : But it muft be our Love of 
fmething elfe^ that muft make us fo. For, 
if the Love of our (elves could of it felf 
make us happy, thefl k could not for that 
Reafon engage us to defire to bp (o. Andl , 
ndthing can conduce to our Happinefs^ 
much lefs can any thing corapleat it, but 
what is entertained by our Love* 

Vj/hen therefore we /x our Love upon 
that, which will anfwer the Defires of our 
Self-love J we may then be fure, that we 
love that^ which may niake \xs happy ; and 
when we come to pojfefs znd^ enjoy that, 
which we fi love, we naay be fure, that 
we /ball be hapftyj and if our. En)py- 

meat 
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ment of it be fecurely eternal, we may Vol. L 
then be farther adured^ that we ihall b^ 
atvoays fo. And that our perfed: Love of 
God^ aod our Enjoyment of his Love 
and FavbiH' y will bring ail thefe things to 
|)a(s9 we hc!pe our fore^going Difcourie 
has made good. 

I. Now if the Happifiefs of our future 
5tate inGlory ihall conie from our Love 
of God^ and hii Love of us ; ^en this 
Ihouid teach us to have a care, that we 
•do not majke our ielves unfit for the Bap- 
pinefs of Heaven, by our Uncharitable- 
iiefs whilft we live here upon Earth. Fon, 
the Love of God will hardly be perfected 
in that Man,^ who does am love hi/s 
He^hioar. for, Jife ^ho ioveth not his 
Brother, ^hom he hath feen^ how fl>aU h^ 
love Qod) vohom he hcuhnot feen ? And 
he, who does not love God here^ hovy 
ftiall hi?i:l-ove to him be perfected hereafi 
ter ? For^ that that is not, can never bp 
made pwfed;. And, he whote Love to 
God ^flijill never be made perie(3:, hosy 
Ihall he be ever made happy i For, there 
can be no Htppineis^ no not in Heajfea 
it fdif « without piir perfed Lave of jQod* 
Itisrenaarkabie, that our Saviour, whpii 
be taught his Difciples to pray^ (thp' he 
iaught xhem to pray for fiverMTbing^^ 
B b yet 
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Vol, 1. yet annexes a Cofufition to that Petition 
aloftr^ by which they were to beg Fcr^ 
givenefsof their Sins ; and afterwards gives 
them a Reafon for his (b doing; be- 
caufe // they fotgive wt Men their Tref- 
pafes^ neither wUl their Father who is in 
Heaven^ Jorgive them their Trejpaffes. 
By which we may underftand, that as we 
ihall not be addoitted into Heaven, unleis 
we be made like to God 5 and as we ihall 
not be admitted into Heaven, uhleis GoJ 
iloes forgive us our Sins ; fo fieithefr (hall 
we be admitted into Heaveii, uolefs m 
be in this like to GoJ^ that v^ do forgive 
their Sins to ethers. • In one Word, the 
malicious, ill natur'd, and uncharitable 
Man is one of the word Companions in 
the World : For, he is very apt to do it 
always; and for the 191^ part oBually 
does make all Piebple uneafie, where he 
comes ; and from thence we may be fa« 
tiisfied, that he is vfefy unlikely to come 
in for a Share bf that Happinefs ,^ which 
confifts in Lne. ABdfbr that'R&forij we 
may be fatisfied alfo, that till belays a- 
fide his Uncharitjft)knefs, it wMI- bA im- 
jxiflible, thatlielhbuldbettiade'Partaker 
of the Happinefe of ^he Blefled. - 
/ x; If ouretei^nal Happinc(s*ni\ift come 
from our ardent and eternal }jyh olGod 
^ ( * '• and 
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and Holtnefsi then we (hould have a Vol, I^ 
care, that we do not place our Religion^ s/Sr*^. 
isind by confequence our Hopes of eternal 
Happinefs, in fuch Things, which have 
no real Holineft in them. For, it is a very 
great Miftake, C which yet perhaps runs 
thro' all forts of Chriflians } to think, 
that fuch Things, that are not good and 
holy, will for ever make them happy. 
For, too many People do place not only 
their Religion^ tot their 2(?4/ for it too, 
in fuch little, and in themlelves infigni- 
ficant Oblervances and-Pra<a:ices, which ^ 
may be done^ or may be lei <ilone ; and 
yet all the while they themfelves be ne* 
ver the more either religious or hqly ; 
For, what HolinefsCfor Inftancfe) can 
the Confeffion of the Sinner, or the.Ab- 
folution of the Pried, confer upon that 
Man^ who has no other Defign in his 
Confeffion, but that he may go on to fin 
upon a new Score, and fo continue his 
Sin with a better Rellifti , and with thte 
lefs ReluSance ? Or, What Holinefs can 
the ftrica Obfelrvance of the Sabbath be^ 
get in that Man, who therefore only 
obliges himfelf to a greater Severity upon 
that Day, that he may by that Means 
compound with his Gonfcience for his 
fraudulent Dealings, or his prbfligatp and 
B b z vicious 
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Vol. L vicious Life, all the reft of the Week ^ 
KX>r^ Or, How can ahy Man be the more ho* 
ly, becaufe he lifts himfelf under this or 
that Party or Sed ; when all the while 
he takes no care to do what God coro- 
mands, or to avoid what God forbids > 
No \ no 1 Holinefs is a real Thing, tho' 
it be not the Objed of our Senfes : And 
this Thing only lodges in that Heart, 
which by an humble Obedience conforms 
it felf to God's Will, aod^which, by heark- 
ning to his Voice, is conformed to his 
Likeneft. And if any Man thinks to be- 
come Holy by any other Means, be doe» 
bat deceive his own Soul, and by a fond 
and foolifli Imagination exclude himfelf 
from that Happinels, which (hall only be 
beftowed uponthofe, who ihall be made 
like to. him , who is moft happy j thatis^ 
who flmU be Myy as be is holy. All they 
then who would make themfelves happy ^ 
muft takecare,that they make themfelves 
holy. They muft, I (zy^ Jefo; aqd they 
muft be pleqfeJ^ that they have fo done. 
For, he only loves God, who delights in 
Hdinefs; and he only fhali be hiiffy^ who 
loves God. 

^. Since it has appeared, that our moft 
conftimmate Happinefs does come from 
ourperfeia Love of Holinefs ; and fince 

perfe(9: 
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perfed and unmixed Happinefs is moft Vol* L 
certainly our Aitm we do from tfaence «.-/vn^ 
conclude , That Holintfs ought in Pru- 
dence to be oqr Prallice. For, as itas a 
Short-fightednefs, and fat leaft) a De- 
gree of Folly not to feek our Happinefs 
ther€j where it may be /i^W; fo not to 
feek it there, where v^tzrt truly ^ becaufe 
rationally informed, that it may be found, 
is MaJnefs. For , that Man may well 
be taxed of Freozie, who will not take 
that Way to Happinefs, to which he is 
dire(9:cd by fudi Advice, which is incul- 
cated by the joint Su^eftions of Revela- 
tion and Reafon, that is, by the ordinary 
and extraordinary Light, that God holds 
out to dired: him in luch Way. 

Now, to fet home this Exhortation, 
by convincing Mdn, that the true and ra- 
tional Way to their Happinefs is by Ho- 
It nefs, (beftdes all that has hitherto been 
of{ered> I would propofe to their (eriot^ 
Confideranon thele Things following. 

I . That that Religion, which has been 
confirmed by Prophecies from the Foun* 
dation of the World, iefrn it was reveal- 
ed ; and which, »*«, aikl after ^ it was 
revealed, was confirmed by Multitudes of 
other Miracks^ and by the RrfurreSion of 
him from the Dead, who did revqU i]t; 
fi b 3 muft 
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Vol. I. muft as certainly have God for its Au- 
^y^r^ thor, as it is certain, that fuch Miracles 
and fuch Predidtions could only come 
from God. 

'X. The Chriflian Religion, and no o- 
ther Religion, either tridy or fajfejy fo 
called , is the Religion which has this 
Charader, and therefore has God for its 
Author. 

I . That Religion, which has God for 
its Author, mud needs be a true Reli- 
gion. 

4. That Religioni which has God for 
its Author, muft needs l>e an holy Re- 
ligion. 

5. Since it is one of the greatdl Bufi- 
nefles of Religilib, to inftrud: Men how 
to ferve God; the true Religion muft, 
cvenbecaufe iris true, inftruaMenhow 
to ferve God trnly. 

♦ 6. He who truly ferves God, who is 
moft^p/y, muft dofo by living boiily. 

7. He who lives holily, pleafes God: 
For, he complies With the Inftrudtions of 
that Religion of which God is the Author, 

8. He who pleafes God, by complying 
with the Inftruaions of that Religion, of 
>hich God is the Author, ftiall not fall 
Abort of cheEnd, that God intended in his 
Iiiftitution of Religion. . .;;..:... 
'''• ■.•*-. Now 
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Now it is ffloft certain, that God /»- Vol. 1^ 
fiituted RHigian for the Sake and Benefit 
of Man^ and it is as certain, that God 
. mils the. Hafipinefs of Man : And there-* 
fore it is rational to infer, That God in- 
ilituted Religion to diredi.Man in the 
true Way to Happinefs ; and that Way 
Qwe have feen) is Holinefs. . ^ 

X. From all which I would infer, Firft, 
that which is to my prefent Defign, That 
the only Way for us to obtain Happi- 
nefs, is by our Pradice of Holinefs i And, 
what is not indeed fo dired to my Pur- 
pofe, but yet of good ufe. 

X. That the bed: and fureft Way of 
guiding our Enquiries after the True Rd-^ 
ligion, will be to keep our Eye, all the 
while we are fo employed, ftedfaftly fix* 
ed upon Holine& For, we can much 
better tell what is good and honeft, than 
we can tell what is true. Our Knowledge 
of the firft therefore may prove a very 
good Guide to us in our Search after the 
lafl:. To which I would add, 

^. That to talk of Truth and Certain- 
ty, and much more of Infallibility in 
Religon , when i the Determinations iaind 
Refolutions of fiich Certaiirtty or Infalli^ 
biltty, are mifehitvous or pernicious totte 
real Happinefs of Mankind, oranyothdl* 

B b 4 ways 
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Vol. I.w*ys wicked, is Nonfenfe and Banter j 
w and is in deed and truth an Iqnpofitloii 
upon Mens Underftandings, in order to 
damnifie thehoneil and real Interefts, and 
true Happinefs of Mankind. But to re- 
f uftt to our Defign. 

That Men naay be the more heartily 
engaged to helieve what has been faid^ 
and topradife what they ihall fo lelieve; 
I fliall ftill go on to prefs the prefent Ex- 
hortation more home, byadvifmg them 
to try tht Experiment , whether the Do- 
<5rine now delivered C which is. That 
our Happineft muft come from our Pra- 
d:ice and Love of Holineis) be true or 
no^ The Propofai is fair and reafonable; 
and there is no Man who has not one 
way or other made a great many Expe- 
riments in the Cafe: For, our conAane 
Defire of Happinefs will always be put- 
ting us upon fuch Ex^riments. And I 
dare be bold to lay, before we proceed 
any farther, that if any Man's Trial has 
fucceeded, his Succeis does fall in- with 
my Propofai, and back the prefent Ex- 
hortation. 

Now^ becaufe our Happineifs cannot 
<as we have feen^ fo much as be fuppo- 
fed to be lodged abroad} but if it be our 
Happineis, it mud, for that Reafon, be 

lodged 
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lodged within us, at home, and in our Vol. L 
Own pofleffion ; therefore , to engage ^y-vw 
Men to entertain our prefent fixW/^* 
Hen the moK heartily^ and by confc- 
quence to ntake the Trial of die propa« 
fed Experiment the more willittgly; I 
would defire them, by a ferious Refledi^ 
on, toconfider, whether all WickednelS 
docs not conftantly bring Mifery along 
with it into that Bread, where it fetf is 
cntertaifled. For, if we fuppofea Man 
to be wicked, we mud at the fame time^ 
fol* the moft part, (for, there is but one 
excepted Cafe) luppofe, that he knows 
that he is fo. And when that is once 
fuppofedr fuch a Suppofition will acr 
quaint us with thefe following Truths : 
That he will have one Thought employed 
upon God's Law^ which commands hi$ 
Duty ; and another Thought upon his own 
Aiiions^ which tranfgrefs that Lawi and 
a third Thought, which ftiall 5 by com- 
paring the one with the other, difeover 
the Difagreement^ nay the Contrariety , 
that is ^tween the taw and fuch iiis 
Anions. Now, here are already Thoughts 
difagreeing and fighting with each other, 
and by that Means a Civil War raifed in 
his Bread ; the Efie(Sts of which, in all 
Csif€9, are (are to be not only mifchievons^ 

but 
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VoL Lbut calamheus. Let u^ thea iee a^liftk 
> farther, and let us fuppofe (what wili 
yet be more than fappofed, for it wiU be 
certain: ) ftiiit» I &y, let us fkppofe, that- 
wbes by one Thmtgbt the Man hasdiCeo- 
vered the Contrariety between his 0iv» 
AAioHSy and the DireBive Part of the 
Law, that thereupon he beftows amtber 
Thought upon the VindiShie Part of the 
Law, C>nd (uch a Chain of Thoughts is 
very natural) and that by Mother Thought 
he afplie$ fuch Vindidive Part of the 
Law, that is, the Threat of the Law, to 
bis own Anions, and, by confequence, 
to his own dear felf. And when th»b 
once done, then we may begin to be fa* 
' tisfied, that Multitudes of other Thoughts 
will prefently rife in his Breaft, and thofe 
too filled with Doubt, and Fear, and 
Shame, and Grief, and ^ thole other 
troublefom, vexatious, and tormenting 
Paflions , which are the iiatnrat Effeds . 
that follpw upon- the Contemplation of 
our own Guilt. Now, when all thefe 
boyfterous and vexatious Thoughts do 
oppofe themfelves agait^ andorake vio- 
lent Adaults, MpoH a Mari'slnatural Defire 
of Esife, Content, and Bitipiae&, what 
a Storm and Tempeft muft they, by fo 
doing, raifein that Soul, where they all 

meet. 
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meet, and where they all rage and con- VoL I. 
tend ? The poor Man^in this Cafe, will 
(in the. Words of the Prophet) belike 
the troubled Sea^ when it cannot reft^ whofe 
iVaters cafl up Mire nnd Dirt : That is, . 
Filth V and Wickednefs is the Caufe of his 
Dii^uiet; and Tumult, Confufion, and 
Agony are the Efleds of fuch Filth and 
Wickednefs : For, there is no Feace to the 
Wicked J faith God; ax)d we may be fure, 
that what God iaith, is true : For, when 
our own Thoughts do tell us, that the 
IVliferies which they bring upon us, they 
do therefore fo bring, Ipecaufe we have 
ofiended and difpleafed our God ; they do, 
by fo doing, add ont great Mifery to all 
our of her Miferies. For, in all other Afili- 
£dons we have ftill a Place of Refuge 
left J and, like, a City befieged, tho' all 
our Communications with the Comforts 
of this World be hindred and intercepted, 
yet our Intercourfe with Heaven is ftill 
left free and open, and in God we have 
a fure Retreat, But when our Mifery 
fprings from our own Wickednefs^ we 
do at the fame time lofe our Happinefsy 
and our Hopes of Relief tooj becaufeour 
Mifery comes from his Hand, who has 
all Relief and all Happine^ in his own 
difpofal. , ' '. 

I 
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Vol. L I have defcribed thefe Things in a plain^ 
familiar , and neural Way, becaufe I 
would have People convinced of thdr 
Truth, without the Trouble or Expeoce 
of a Trial. (For, tho' I Miv///have them 
try, whether Goodnefs will. not make 
them happy ; yet I would not have them 
try, whether U^ickeJnefs will not make 
them miferUle.^ For, the Experiment 
in ttus Cafe will be too dear and coftly. 
And that muft needs be fo, which de- 
ilroys our Peace, by robbing us of the 
Peace of God. And if Men are but in 
fome moderate degree fatisfied of the 
Truth of thefe Things, it may be hoped, 
fand God grant that our Hope do not 
deceive us) that they will by that means 
be engaged to try, whether Holinefs will 
make them happy, or no. For, now 
they have a fair and farther Probability 
of Succefs to invite them tofuch a Trial ; 
becaufe Holinefe and Wickednefs being 
contrary the one to the other, our Rea- 
fon will tieach us more than barely to 
conjeAurc, that they iriuft produce con- 
trary Eflfedb. For, if (as we have feen) 
Mifery, Confiifion, and Agony are fure 
to be the Efleds of Wickednefe, it may 
the more reafonably be expeded, that 
the EflTeds of Holinefs ihould be Joy and 

Hap. 
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Happinefs ; and therefore it may be the Vol. I. 
more reafonably expeded alfo, that Meh wO^rs-* 
ftiould be perfuaded to purfue their Hap- 
pinels by the Pradice of Holinefs. 

And it may be farther expeded yet, 
that Men (hould be fo perfiiaded, becaufe 
Cwhich yet may feem ftrange} there is 
hardly any wicked Man, tho' he be rank- 
ed among thofe whom the Wprld do ^ 
commonly account Profligate) but who * 
yet has (6 much Knowledge of the Com- 
forts of Holinefs, as might (would he 
but ufe his natural Reafon in the Cafe) 
engage him to attempt the Encreaie of 
fuch his Comforts, by becoming holy. 
For, tho* he be guilty of wany^ perhaps 
of moji Sins ; yet he cannot be guilty of 
alL For, Sin is not only an Abfurdity in 
it felfy and a downright Contradidion 
to all fober Reafon ; but it is in many 
Cafes a Contradidtioa alfo to it felf. For, 
one Sin fhall fiand its fiicf) oppofition to 
another^ that k fhall in a manner be im- 
poiTible for l^th of them to be Retainers ' 

to the fame Man. For, it is as impofH- 
ble to conceive, that a profefled and pro- 
fligate DehoHcbee (while he is what he is) 
ihould be an Hypocrite^ as it is, that he 
fliould proclaim and conceal his Wicked- 
nefs at one and the felf-fame time. And 

yet. 
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VoL I. yet; even fuch a Debauchee, thus abati- 
^^yyr^ dorted to all forts of Vices, as far as Pof- 
fibiUty and his own profligate Incliftations 
will permit, (hall value himfelf for his 
Forbeirance of that Vict^ from which 
yet he does not therefore forbear, becaufe 
it is a P7ctf, but becaufe ((hould be admit 
^ it to his Praftice) it would thwart zwA 

f controul his other many and beloved Vi- 
ces. And we cannot but fometimes ob- 
ferve, that Tome Men, who heartily hug 
Covetoufnefs, and all thofe Vices which 
drudge under its DireAion, (iich as are 
Extortion, Oppreffion, Fraud, Lying, Per- 
jury, and all manner of Uncharitabfertefs, 
ftiall yet raife a Comfort to therafelvfes, 
becaufe they are fober, and fifee from 
Drunkenhefs. Thefe Things, as (Irange 
as they are, yet are too often found to 
be true. And the prefent U(e that we 
make of them, is, this :. That very 
wicked Nlen, and evenfiich, Whole Vi- 
ces are very ffumercfis and, vety flacky 
fliall yet; for all that, perceive liich a 
Beauty and Excellency .only in abftairiidg 
from other Vices, which are riot ' their 
cwn^ that thfey Ihall gat^eV Comfort^^ 
themf^^s.'tom fuijr^^^^ 
and that tHerefofedvetttu^ Med are hot 
utterly voiil blPdlSenre^^that the Practice 

of 
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«)f Vertue is a pleafant i!hd comfortable Vol. h 
Thing ; and that; by confequence, there 
is an Happinefs u^hich does attend and 
follow it. And then , if it be fo tree, 
that Holinefs or Virtue f for Virtue and 
Practical Holinefs are one and the fame 
Thing ; ) But, 1 feiy, if it be fo true, that 
Holinefs has Happinefs for its Companion 
and Follower; that the mod wicked Men 
Mtfenfihle of it, and that all othei^ Men 
do confefs it ; then it is hoped, that the 
prefenr Exhortation will be admitted, 
and that is, That all Men would try to 
makethemfelves Aia^/>)', by making them- 
felves holy. And it will be a very hard 
Cafe, if Men will not put themfelvesto 
the trouble of trying that Experiment, 
which their ownSenfe of the Yhingyand 
the Senfe of all other tAtn befides , will 
tell theminufl heeds fucceed; and which, 
when It does fucceed^ muft needs make 
them happy. 

And tlAis far thebrefent Exhortation is 
more proifeflcdly direcftiBd to thofe, who 
arfe -in 'a manner< ultei« Strangefs^ to the 
Wayaj c^God, and fO'hkve need of a ^lide 
tamf^xhktA irit6thelight Way.

^t J was mwilimff to aJventtare too 
far ; and therefore Mfire the ^ader to 
tah it ingood^arty Juchas ity at pre- 
fent, offers itfelftohim.

I N CLU IKY &c. 

IT has been our profefled Bufinefs, in 
the foregoing Difcourfe, to make it 
out, That there is no other Ifame under 
Heaven J hut that of Jefus Chrifi^ given to 
Menj wherehj they wufl lejaved. Which, 
becaufe it is a Truth only made known 
by Revelation ; and becaufe it is attended 
with fome Difficulties^ which our natural 
Reafon cannot tdX\\y furmount • has there- 
fore (of late efpecially) been flighted 
(to fay no worfO hy fome Men, who call 
thcmfelves Cbrijflians; but who, for all 
that, will allow nothing to be »^c^j/irjr to 
Salvation, but the Belief of a God^ and 
that natural Religion^ which is confequent 
to fuch Belief $ and therefore who are de- 
fifous at leaft to lay afide all Revelation 
wfaatfbever. 

Now, tho* others, who have looked 

farther into the Matter, cannot perfuade 

tfaemfelvesto renounce Ood's Revelations 

concerning a Saviour^ made to Mao in 

C c 4 the 
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Vol. I* the OUzcid tfew Teflaments^ which do in- 
deed carry fufficient Evidence in them- 
felves of their Divine Authority; the 
main Drift and Defign of the Firft being 
to foretell and prefigure the Coming of 
our Lord Jejus the Mejfiah^ with other 
Things relating to his Birth, Life, Death, 
Refurredion, &c. And the main Drift 
and Defign of the Lafi being to exhibit 
to us the Accomplijhwent of what had been 
fo foretold and prefigured ; ) For, the 
Teftimony ofjefus is the Spirit of Prophe- 
cy; and the Spirit of /^r^^i^ry is the Spi- 
rit of GoJ: Yet even fome of thefe Men 
do fo treat the acknowledged Revelati- 
ons, as to employ their Reafon rather to 
expound away thofe Difficulties, than to 
refolve them ; by that means rejeSitfg the 
moft exprefs Meaning of a great Pe^t of 
the IJew Teflament^ and fo cutting thofe 
Knots, which they perhaps therefore 
only cannot^ becaufe they mil not try to 
ftntie. 

. Now tho* we 'have attempted to re- 
iolve (everal fuch Difficulties, ('and feme 
of them in fuch a way, which, we hope, 
may perfuade thinking Men, that, pro- 
vided they hold fafi the Foundation, they 
are not always obliged to tread m beaten 
Paths: ) Yet one grand Difficulty flill 

remains; 
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remains ; and that is^ That if Men are Vol. I. 
to obtain Salvation by Jefus Chriji alone^ 
and if fuch a Dodrine can only be known 
by Revelation : then it may feem ftrange 
Catleaft) that the Revelation is not made 
known to all Men. And it may feem the 
more ftrange, that it is not fo, becaufe 
in thoie very Revelations, which we have 
of it, we find exprefly, that the Salvation 
defigncd in Chrifl Jefus was intended for 
all Men : And it is natural to think, that 
that which is defigned for thi Benefit of 
all, fliould be exhibited to all j and that 
cfpecially, when fuch Defign is the Coun- 
fel of iVifdom and Omnipotence. Befides, 
if the Revelation of a Saviour was ne- 
ceflary for ^»y ; then, either immediately 
or mediately, it muft be neceflary for AS; 
i)ecau(e if any of thofe Men, to whom 
it is not made, may be faved without it ; 
then, fo might thofe^ to whom it was 
made ; and To the Revelation (as to its 
neceffity to Salvation) might have been 
wholly fpared. For which Reafon, we 
cannot think it fuificient to fay, that the 
Saviour knows all Men^ and fo can fave 
them • tho' all Men do not know the Sa^ 
viour^ znd Co cannot ielieve on him. And 
therefore die Scriptures of the New Tejla^ 
ment do exprefly aflign our Salvation, 

OP 
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Vol. I. on our Part, to our Belief; and they do 
> as exprefly make our Saviour the Saving 
OhjeS of fuch our Belief. And therefore, 
tho' the Author of life Reafonahlenefs of 
Chrifltanity has (hewed himfelf no gjrcat 
Friend to Articles of Chriftian Faith , 
and therefore does at Icaft pretend to 
wipe away the Neceffity of all other Arti- 
cles in our Creed but this^ That Jefus of 
Ifazareth is the Meffiah ; yet he does not 
adventure fe far^ as to exclude the Ne- 
ceffity of that Article. My Bufinefsis 
not with that Author at prefentj and 
therefore having taken notice, that he 
does fo far agree with me , I (hall pro- 
ceed : Only 1 would by the bye remark. 
That tho' that be the firft and leading Ar- 
ticle of Chriftianity^ (for without the Be- 
lief of Jefus Ghrift^ there can no more be 
any fuch thing as Chriftianity^ than with- 
out the Belief of a 60 J there can be fuch 
a Thing as Religion ; ) yet for all that, it 
m\\ be true, that as a Religion grounded 
upon the Belief of the true God, may 
however be a falfe Religion j ,fo a Cfc-i- 
fiiMfiy grounded upon the Belief of tte 
true Cbrifiy may however be sl falfe Cbri- 
Jiianity. For, as notwithftandiiig a Be* 
lief^ or, which may be fbmething moie, 
the Knimleigt of the True God ^ Afcn 

may 
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may fall into Idolatry ; [See Rom. chap.i. Vol. L 
ver. XI, XX, X3.3 So, notwithftanding 
the Belief not only of the true Chrifiy but 
of his RefurreSion alfo, Men may have 
no other Expedations from him, but 
Wealthy Power y and Grandeur in this 
World ; [See A^schap. 1. ver. 6.] And 
yet I do hardly think, that a Faith either 
in the one Cafe or in the other ^ will by 
that Author be thought a Saving Faith ; 
And if it be not, then it will appear a 
good Conclufion, That in the laji Cafe, 
that is, in theCa(eofC/&r(^/4;i//y, fome- 
thing more is neceflary to be believed in 
order to our Salvation, than barely, that 
Jejus is the Chrift. 

But, as I faid before, this by the bye. 
That which is diredly to our prefent 
Purpofe, is. That if it be true, that none 
(hall be faved, who do not believe in 
ijefus Chrift the Saviour ; then how (hall 
we account for the future Condition of 
thofe, who in this Life never heard of 
Jefus Chrift } For , tho' we may out of 
the Scriptures be taught , That he n>h0 
Vtlieveth^ Jhall befaved(zxiAy that he who 
helieveth not^ fhdt he damned % Yet (till 
we cannot but know, that that Dishelitf 
to which Vmmatton is alotted, mud be 
as contrary to that Belief to which SaU 

vatfM 
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Vol, I. Nation is alotted, as Damnation and Stf/- 
w-'V^^ vatioH are to each other- Now becauCe 
that BelieJ^ to which Salvation is alot- 
ted, is an Aa of the J<^^, (whatever 
the Schools teach of Faith being lodged 
only itt the Underftanding ;) therefore 
we do conclude , That that Dhhelief^ 
to which Damnation is afotted, mud be 
an kdi of the Will too. And indeed, 
fmce Damnation is confeffedly the Re* 
tx>arJ of Unbelief J and fince this Reward 
is to come from the Hand of fuch Ju- 
ftice, which cannot err $ we may from 
thence be afliired, that the Unbelief, to 
which it is allotted, muft be Criminal • 
, and >ye are moreover aflbred , that no- 
thing can be fo, in which the Willys 
not at all concerned. Now, becaufe it 
is mod certain, that thofe who in this 
World never hear J of Jefus Chrift , do 
not therefore not believe in him, becaufe 
they will not^ but only becaufe they can* 
not : I fay , for that Reafon it will be 
unjuft to affign that Damnation to their 
Unbelief, that is, by them unavoidaWjfe 
which is by the Scriptures affigncd only 
to that Unbelief: which is therefore Cr/- 
minal^ becaufe it is Voluntary. Tho' there- 
forie Damnation be by the Scriptures pro- 
nounced againft that Unbelief, whicA 

refufes 
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refufes the Saviour mai/e known and offered \Jo\^ f. 
to Men; yet we cannot from thence ^-or^^ 
conclude, that it (hall be the Portion of 
that Unbelief, which is only a Confe- 
quence of an unavoidalle Ignorance of. 
the fame Saviour. 

Arid as we cannot from the Scriptures " 
cbncludc, that they who never heard of 
the Saviour, (hall he damned for their C/5>- 
leliefx So neither can we from them 
conclude, that they Ihall he faved^ not^ 
witkftanding their Unhelief. For , if a 
Faith in Jefus Chrift be, according to the 
Scriptures, neceffary to Salvation j it will 
from thence foUow, that they who want 
that Faith, mud go without that Salvati- 
on, to which it is neceffary. 

Now, it may be prefumed , that far 
the greater Part of Mankind, if not in 
aU^ yet in moft Ages, and that therefore 
much the greater Part of Mankind in 
general ^ never had the Saviour made 
known to them,- which, if it be true, 
Cas we have no reafon to doubt the truth 
of it) then it will follow, 

That tho' God has provided a Saviour 
for all Men ; yet by making a Faith in 
that Saviour a neceflary Condition for 
Man's obtsuning the provided Salvation, 
be has thereby excluded the greater part 
^ of 
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Vol l.of Mankind from fuch Salvation; be- 
w^V^ii' caufe by having determined the Times he- 
fere ap feinted^ atidthe Bounds of their H(h 
iitatien^ he has by his Providence fo pla- 
ced them in the World,that it is to them 
impoffible to come to (b mucJl^ JfMivledf^ 
of the Saviour, as is neceffary to their Be'- 
lief in him. 

And if this Conclafion be true, it ViM 
afford us another, which is. That not^ 
withllanding God has in a ^viour made 
fufficient Pro\nirion for the Salvation of 
all Men; yet the greater Part of Men 
fiiall fall (bort of fuch Salvation, and 
that too without their own Default. 

Now, it is freely con^t^d, that out 
Lord Jefns Cbrifi^ the Saviour, laid the 
Defign of exf^Win^that SnlratioB, wEuch 
he purchaftd, as wide^ t% was the Merk 
Of his Purchafe ; that is, his Purchafe was 
fufficient for the Salvation of aH M»n ; 
and he gave fuch Dired:tons and Ir^n- 
diotis for the Propagating to all Men 
fo imcib Knowledge of (iieh hisPutchal^ 
as might be fuffintm to brif^ them to 
that Faith, wbicb might riy^ifi&f them to 
the Bei^fit of it. And thercfoiv we fifi4» 
that he commanded hisApofllles togoinfp 
all the fVorUty atui to f reach the Gofpet t9 
vtetj Creature j and that he gave theai 

Ahilities 
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Aiilities to oley fuch his Command^ by Vol. L 
beftowing on them, and many of thofe ^•v^-' 
who fhould be infiru(^ed by them, the 
G/^ of Tongues, and the Fow^r of a>tf/-it- 
iag Miracles. By which Means there 
was ProyiHon made for the Faith of all, 
as well as for the Sahatim of all; for 
the Means ^ as well as for the Bid^ But 
yet becaufe, 

I. The Propagatoig the Means of Faith, 
that is, becaule the Propagating the Go- 
fpel to all Mankind, was left in the Hamt 
of Man^ and, for that Reafoo, was not 
likely to be performed according to the 
Wilt and Command of God ; infomuch 
that he , who is both the Author and 
Finijheref our Faith ^ does before his de- 
parture put of this World make it a 
Qpeftion, Whether, upon his Return, he 
Ihouk! find. Faith in it; Shall the Son of 
Many when he cometht find faith up^n the 
earths And becaufe, 

X. As it was likely, that thofe Men, 
who had the Means of Faith and Salva- 
tion themlelves,n'0«/</ not; (bit has been 
found by Experience, that theyir<n;tf not, 
at leaft they havejjptfo inJiiftrionfly pro- 
pagated fuch Mean% as that they flwMild 
reach to all others : And becaufe, 
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Vol. I. ^ Tho* any Man may defeat the 
' Counfel of God for his own Salvation , 
and (if he do (b ) his Damnation will 
not only be jufl^ but neeejffary ; yet it is 
not agreeable to the Equity of the Di- 
vine Juftice , that it mould be in the 
Power of any Man to defeat the Coun- 
fel of God for the Salvation of any other 
Man : 

I fay, from thefe Things laid together, 
it may leem no improbable Conelufion, 
That God will by fome way or other 
make known his Counfel (to all Men) 
for their Salvation, as he has already 
done fo to fme : And that he wifl alfo 
make them acquainted with the Qatiditi- 
ons^ that he requires of them, in order 
to their being made Partakers of fuch 
Salvation, that is, he will make them ac- 
quainted with Jefus Chrifi their Saviour, 
and with his Dotflrine and Laws. 

And then, to come up clofe to that 
Defign, at which we have all along aim- 
ed ; Since we know by Experience, that 
God has not by any Means made all 
Men acquainted with thefe Things in this 
Life, that therefore he will do it in a >- 
ture Life. ,' : 

And it feems to me, that he has given 
us iu^ient Grounds to believe^ that he 
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will do fo, in thofe veiy ReveiatioHt^Vol.h 
which he has already afforded us to guide y^r>r^ 
us in the Way of Salvation. For, tho* 
the generality of ChriftianSy and, by their 
Way of wording themfdves, whether in 
their popular Difcourfcs or in their Wri- 
tings, one would be inclined tothinkj 
that the generality of Divines too do con- 
ceive, that the Refurredion of all Men 
will be caufed at c7»^and the^fame timej 
perhaps invited to fudi a Perfuafion, bc- 
caufe as the Scriptures do tell us, that a 
Refurrcdion is in order to a General 
Judgment, fo they do affign but one Day 
to that Judgment, called therefore the 
Day of Judgment : Yet we may do well 
to confider. That fhort and general Ex^ 
preffions are very feldom compleat and full 
Narratives : And if , in this very Cafe^ 
the Scriptures, where they dcfccnd tp a 
more particular Account of the Matter, 
do give us in a different Information, 
and fo do aflTure us, that the Refurre- 
Qxon of all Men (hall not be at one and 
the fame time ; but that there is a dijlinll 
Period of Time (et out for the Rcfurre- 
dtion Q^fmoe Men, from that which is 
appointed for the Refurredion of others ; 
then we hope, it will not be thought an 
Extravagance, if wefhail affert, That 
D d there 
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Vol. I. there will be more Refurredlions than 
Me ; or, which perhaps fpeaks our Mean- 
ing plainer, Thae feveral Sorts of Mea^ 
according to the f^ariety of their Beha- 
vioort and other their Circumftances in 
thu World, (hall be raifed, not only In 
different iSonditions^ but alfo at ^ir^f^rmf 
Thnes in the next World : And thofe 
Times too (as will appear from what 
will be fpoken hereafter) at EHftances 
confiderably remote from each other* 

Now, the Scriptures, in the Twen- 
tieth Qiapter of the Revelations do ac- 
quaint us with a three-fold Refurre- 
^ion. 

[. The Firft is, of thofe Men, who 
were Martyrs for Jefus , and for the Word 
ofGod^ &c. ver, 4, By which I under- 
fiand all the Faithful in Cbrifl • tho' I do 
not in this Place contend the Truth of 
fuchExpofition, becaufe Ifhall haveoc- 
cafion to fpeak to it hereafter. 

X. The Second Refurrcdion is in ver. f. 
where we are told, that, the reft of the 
Dead lived not ag(un^ till the thouf and Tears 
were finifhed. 

Now, thofe who are faid to be /r/l 
railed, in the Fourth Verfe, are there 
alfo faid to reign with Qhrij^ a thousand 
Years. Therefore when we are told, m 
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the fifth Verfe, that the reft of the toeadSo\. L 
livtd not again ^ till the thoujnni Tears v^V^ 
ivere finiflied , it is implied^ that then 
they did live again. So that a tboufand 
Years do intervene between the //y? and 
fecond Refurredion. Arid tho'^ it follows 
in the latter end of the Fifth Verfe, 
[This is thefirfl RefnrreSiion;] yet it is 
evident, that that cannot be riiearit o^ 
the Refurredion in the Fifth Verfe, be^ 
caufe we had been before made acquaint- 
ed with a Refurredion which was a thoU^ 
fand Years before it. 

I therefore take the whole Sentence in 
the former part of the Fifth Verfe, [ But 
thereof the Detd lived not^ till the thon/^ 
fand Tears were finifhed^ to be Prolepti- 
cal. and to conie in a Parenthefis : For* 
indeed their proper Place is between the 
Sixth and Seventh Verfes. 

Let us therefore fee how the Senfe 
will go, if we remove them from the 
Place where they ftand at prefent, and 
place them hetween the Sixth and Seventh 
Verfes. 

Ver. 4. And they lived andreignkd with 
Cbr^ a tboufand Tears. 

Ver. 5. This is thefirft RefurreSion. 

Ver. 6. Bkffed and holy is he^ that

Thofe who (hall be faved, and thofe who 
fliall be damned. 

X. That thofe, with whole Refurredi* 
on we are made acquainted, from the 
Fifth to the Ninth Verfe of the Twenur 
&h d ReveiatioMS inclufive, were raifed 
after the Refiirredion in the Fourth Verfe 
is ^ver ; and were raiied and gone iefore 
the Refurredion in the E!eventh,Twelfth, 
and following Verfes does commence^ 
which are exprefly Refturrediions of Re- 
muneration ^ whereas thofe of t\i\s fecund 
Refurre<ftion, are not, during the Time 
that their Refurredion lads, called to 
zny final Judgment, for any Thing that 
they had done in this Life ; but are all 
that while treated much after the fame 
manner, as Men in this Life are.

For, if on one fide or the other, either 
God or the Devil 9tiimld force or c$mfel 
them to their refpoaiveSubfecJion, they 
could by fuch Force neither be made 
good" nor tuJ^ chat 16, they could iiot 
become Sufa^edrs to ekher ; becaufe there 
can be no moral Goodnels or Badnefs 
widioutthe Coafeatofhis Wilt, who» 
good or iiad. Since therefbi^ God ( ha* 
ving made Man a free Agent , and hy 
capable of moral Goodnels) did no^ force 
diem to cBiaimte gW, when ^e Devil 
firft tempted tbtm to be iaJ; and fo did 
. tiot hinder the Devil from tempting them 
to be bad at £rft ; neither witl he, for 
the (ameReafon, hinder die Devil from 
tempting them to amtinue fo, no^^noi 
when m himfeff does o&r to dhem a 
Saviour. Sothfatthe O^r of a Saviour 
by God, and his hruitatUns and Feffiia^ 
fiMsx£. Men no receive fuch ^v^iour, on 
the one Hand; and die Devil's f^fnafions 
and Temptations of them from recafving 
fuch Saviour on the ^tbcr Hand^ being in 
feme megfure a Counteipoiie to each o* 
ther; the receiving or refuftng of i^e 
Saviour, becomes i^e A^ yod Deed of 

him. 
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him, to whom he isteridred; and ft), in Vol. I^ 
^ight and Juftice, the coiifequential Be- ^^yyr^ 
iiefits of fuch Receiving, and the cdnfe- 
quential Mifchiefs of fuCh Refiifal, ftiall 
become hisjuft Portion. 

Tho' therefore the Devil (hall not b6 
fuffered to tempt thofe of the Firfl; Re- 
furre(9ion -any more, becaufe they had 
dlready baffled and overConiie his Temp- 
tations in this Life; and fo, notwithflahd- 
jng fuch his Temptations, had received 
the SaviOttr on the Gofpel Conditions :
